The importance of seating the new Jus- 
tices ‘and guarding the courtroom and 
the bench from invasion was appreciated 
by Acting Chief Conlin, who detailed a 
number of officers to aid Sergeant Langan 
in enforcing recognition of the new officials 
and in protecting them. Acting Inspector 
Cortright came with his aide Sergeant Todd 
to direct the action of the court squad. 

Sergt. Langan was directed to guard the 
room in the Tombs which had been the 
office of the late Clerk of the Court of 
Special Sessions, James P. Keating, former- 
ly the Warden of Ludlow Street Jail, who 
is the Tammany’ leader in the Fourteenth 
District. The doors of the Court of Special 
Sessions, including those of the courtroom 
used by the Extraordinary Grand Jury, 
were closely guarded, and two policemen 
were stationed at the door of the ante- 
room of the Justices’ chambers. 

Langan’s position was the first attacked. 
Keating appeared and angrily demanded 
admittance to his office. The Serg2ani’s 
reply was that his instructions were tc 
admit no one without authorization fron. 
the new Justices of the Court of Specia) 
Sessions. The ex-Chief Clerk then entered 
’ averbal protest, saying that he was bonded 

as the custodian of the books and papers 

of the court; that he had a right to access 
to them, and that he waived no right and 
maintained his legal status. He asked if 
he would be permitted to discharge his 
duties as Chief Clerk of the court. 
The Police Sergeant referred him to 
the new Justices. Keating went to the 
steps of the Tombs and announced the ob- 
ject of his visit. He volunteered the in- 
formation that he retained the key of the

tents, they could get a burglar from the 

Tombs to open the safe, and reward him 

with his liberty. He said that he did not 

propose to give up the key. Keating then

GEN. BUFORD’S STATUE, DEDICATED 


A Great Force of Soldiers Took Part in 
the Ceremonies on the Field of 
Gettysburg Yesterday. 


GETTYSBURG, Penn., July 1.—The beau- 
tiful bronze statue of Major Gen. John Bu- 
ford was dedicated this morning with most 
impressive exercises. and before a distin- 
guished audience ot military men. Major 
Gen. Wesley Merritt, United States Army, 
commanding the Department of the Mis- 
souri, occupied the chair, and every detail 
of the exercises went off with promptness. 

Light Battery C, Third United States 
Artillery, and Troops A- and H, Sixth 
United States Cavalry,-under command of 
Major T. C.’ Lebo, led the procession 
through the town, and thence back along 
the Springs Road to the crest of Seminary 
Ridge, near Chanibersburg Pike, where the 
monument is situated. It was upon this par- 
ticular spot that Gen. Buford stood the 
morning of July 1, just thirty-two years 
ago, when he ordered Calif’s Battery to 
open the battle of Gettysburg. The gun 
that fired the first shot now rests at the 
foot of the statue, and was spiked by Major 
Calif himself, at the conclusion of the cxer- 
cises. The battery fired a Major Generai’s 
salute when the statue was unveiled, and 
then Gen. Merritt introduced the oracor, 
Gen. James H. Wilson of Wilmington, Del. 
His matter was mainly historical, and 
dealt with Buford’s family and military 
record. 

Major Calif having spiked the four guns 
that flank the base of the monument, the 
memorial was decorated with laurel 
wreaths by representatives of the following 
organizations: Titball First Regiment 
Dragoons, Gen. D, M. Gregg; Second Fegi- 
ment Dragoons, Gen, Rodinbough; First 
Volunteer Brigade, Major Wilson; Cavalry 
Reserves Brigade, Col. Loeser; Gamble's 
Brigade, Col. Parsons; Devins’s ‘“rigade, 
Capt. Hermance; First Divisidn Headquar- 
ters, Lieut. Wells; Gen. Reynolds's staff, 
Capt. Rosengarten; Colored Corps, Staff 
Major Whitehead; Headquarters Army of 
the Potomac, Col. Meade; the Cavalry 
United States Army, Col. Gordon; the Light 
Artillery, United States Army, Col. Pen- 
nington; the general staff, United States 
Army, Gen. Sawtelle; the guns to be deco- 
rated by Col. Harrison, Major Calif, Col. 
Weil, and Major Quirk. 

Gen. Merritt then transferred the rmonu- 
ment to the Battlefield Association, for 
which Col. John P. Nicholson received it. 
The statue of Gen. Buford represents the 
distinguished officer dismounted with his 
field glasses in his hand. He is facing the 
advancing Confederate lines. The base is of 
granite, 5 feet square, and bears on the 
front the word ‘ Buford,’ in large Jetters. 


SARATOGA GAMBLING MUST STOP 


So Village President Sturges Has Informed 

the Board of Police in Terms that 
Are Unmistakable. 
SARATOGA, N. Y., July 1.—The Board 
of Police Commissioners was waited upon 
this afternoon by Village President Charles 
H. Sturges, who threatened to prefer 
charges against them if they failed to en- 
force the anti-gambling statutes. He added 
that he is supported by eight out of thir- 
teen members of the Board of Village 
Trustees, and proposes to see that gambling 
is suppressed in Saratoga Springs this Sum- 
mer, 

The President’s official declaration fairly 
struck terror to Commissioners G. V. 
Koenig, M. F. Meehan, (Democrats,) A. B. 
Smith, and David Davidson, (Republicans,) 
all of whom were appointees of President 
Sturges’s predecessor, ‘‘ Cale ’’ Mitchell, who 
posed as the leader of the gambling frater- 
nity. The Commissioners, for some time, 
feared that President Sturges, who repre- 
sents the reform element, would appear be- 
fore them, but they had no idea that his 
official declaration would be so imperatively 
sweeping. President Sturges was asked if 
exceptions. could not be made of Canfield’s 
clubhouse and two other similar places, 
but the Village President would not ‘com- 
mit himself to any compromise. His ulti- 
matum wiil be considered by both boards 
at meetings called for to-morrow, 

The sporting men are not in a joyful 
mood to-night, as they fear their Summer 
harvest has been killed. 


FOUR VICTIMS OF KENTUCKY VENGEANCE 


An ex-Convict Kills Two Enemies and 
Pays the Penalty with His Life. 


PADUCAH, Ky., July 1.—John Rhodes 
and ‘*‘Chat’’ Hammond were shot dead in 
Trigg County by Abithal Colston, an ex- 
convict, and the next morning the bodies 
of Colston and ‘ Mollie’’ Smith, his mis- 
tress, were found in the road riddled with 
buckshot. 

Colston, who has recently been released 
from the Frankfort Penitentiary, where he 
had been confined for horsestealing, had 
since his release been hunting for all who 
were witnesses against him. Among them 


were five brothers named Rhodes, and they 
were the first sought by the ex-convict. 
Meeting John Rhodes at Rhodes Landing, 
he shot and instantly killed him. He then 
started in search cf the other Rhodes boys, 
and not far from the spot where he had 
shot John Rhodes he saw ‘Chat’? Ham- 
mond giving ‘‘Ab’”’ Rhodes a drink of 
water from a spring. This so exasperated 
Colston that instead of killing Rhodes, as 
he had intended, he killed Hammond. He 
then left Rhodes, who was unarmed, and 
went to ‘ Mollie’’ Smith’s house. They 
spent part of the night in drunken carousal, 
and shortly after daylight both were found 
dead in the road. Whether they were shot 
by indignant citizens or by the Rhodes boys 
or their friends is not known. 
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SERIOUSLY INJURED BY TWO BURGLARS 


John W. Snowden Attacked at Night 
in His Home in Jersey City. ; 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., July 1.—John W. 
Snowden, sixty-eight years old, of 526 New- 
ark Avenue, was assaulted in his home last 
night by two burglars. and badly injured. 

Snowden, who lives alone, is reputed to be 
wealthy. He owns considerable property, 
and is supposed to keep the rentals he 
collects in the house. Just as he was about 
to retire two men forced open the door, 
and, putting a pistol to his head, demanded 
his money. He told them hé had none, 
when the man who held the pistol struck 
him on the head with it. Snowden fell 
to the floor unconscious. . 

When he recovered the men were ran- 
sacking a closet. He screamed for help, and 
the men fied, having secured no booty. 

Neighbors who went to Snowden’s as- 
sistance found him covered with blood, 
which flowed from a deep gash in’ his. 
head, while there were several minor 


wounds, showing that he had been beaten 
after he became unconscious. 


The physicians say that Snowden’s in- 
juries may possibly prove fatal ,on ac- 
count of his age. 

Owing to his defective eyesight, Snowden 
is unable to give any description of his 
assailants. 


Secretary Lamont’s Plans. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Secretary La- 
mont will probably visit the Pacific coast 
before returning to Washington. He is now 
in the Yellowstone Park. and it is thought 
that he will go from there to San Fran- 
cisco to inspect the army posts in that vi- 
cinity. From San Francisco he will prob. 
ably go to Spokane and Puget Sound. At 
the two last named places military posts 
have been authorized, and the Secretary 
may join the board of officers selected to 
designate the most desirable location for 
the new posts. 


Drowned Trying to Catch a Crab. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., July 1.—John Scott, 
forty years old, of 121 Pavonia Avenue, 
went to the South Cove this afternoon with 
several friends to catch crabs.

Will Fight the Politicians Who Failed 
to Stand by Him. 


lor ov POLITICS, BUT “HAS A CLUB 


No Longer In Tammany, His Only 
Desire Is To Help His Friends 
and Get Even With His 


Enemies. 


The future of ex-Police Justice Patrick 
Divver in the politics of the Second As- 
sembly District will be interesting. He is 
out of Tammany Hall. He will not join the 
reform element nor the Republicans. But 
he will use what power he has in the dis- 


trict, not in the interest of Tammany Hall, 
as was his wont, but in the interest of the 
friends and against the enemies of Patrick 
Divver. 

“I am out of politics, you know,” said 
Mr, Divver to a reporter for The New-York 
Times yesterday, ‘But I propose to do 
what I can for those who have been my 
friends in the district, and to do what I 
can against those who went against me 
when they should have remained my 
friends when they look for political ad- 
vancement.”’ 

“Are you going to work against Tem- 
many Hall?” 

“Tam not opposed to Tammany Hall as 
an organization. I have been a member of 
it for years. I have done as much for it, 
if not more, than any leader in che city. 
But I am out of it now. When I resigned 
my leadership last Fall, I also resigned as 
a member of the General Committee of the 
District. If men are nominated by Tam- 
many Hall who are friends of mine, I and 
my friends will support them. If .hey are 
not our friends, we will oppose them.” 

“What is your attitude going to be in 
State politics?”’ 

‘Well, there are Democrats in this State 
that I would not support for office. There 
are others that I would support gladly. 
But, as I say, I am out of politics. I be- 
long to Tammany Hall no longer. I have 
been abused and criticised more, perhaps, 
than any other man in the organization. 
I have been blamed in the district for 
things that I never had the slightest knowl- 
edge of. In some cases men in whose 
honesty and friendship I had full confi- 
dence have betrayed me. 

‘““What I want to do now is to reward 
my friends, and to take what precautions I 
can against men who have not been my 
friends, and who may have a desire for 
political advancement. 

“Then, politically, 
even?” 

“That is about it,’”’ said Mr. Divver, ‘I 
don’t believe that in the Second Assembly 
District you will find a man who can say 
truthfully, that when I said ‘yes’ I meant 
‘no.’ If I promised to do a thing I always 
did it if there was any way to do it. I 
know that this has caused me a lot of 
trouble. On three different occasions while 
I was the Tammany Hall leader of the dis- 
trict I offered my resignation to Richard 
Croker rather than to break my word in 
reference to nominations and places.”’ 

‘How do you regard Alderman Nicholas 
T. Brown, the present leader of the Second 
Assembly District for Tammany?” 

“We have always been friends aud we 
are friends now.”’ 

Mr. Divver having been leader of this 
famous district for so many years is with- 
out doubt in a position to keep the poli- 
tic'ans in the lower part of the city guess- 
ing. In his district he may segure the 
balance of power.

CARDINAL GIBBUNS IS AN AMERICAN 


He Could Not Be Induced to Forsake 
His Post in This Country. 


BALTIMORE, July 1.—A dispatch was 
received here to-day from Rome stating 
that Cardinal Gibbons had declined the 
Pope’s invitation to surrender his American 
diocese and to reside in Rome, taking part 
in the politics of the Vatican. 

No significance is attached to the dis- 
patch by the Cardinal’s friends in this 
city. One of them said: 

“ Bven admitting it to be a fact that the 
Pope would extend to his Eminence such 
an invitation, which is very unlikely, it 
would be contrary to all of Cardinal Gib- 
bons’s ideas to abandon the distinguished 
and responsible position as the head of the 
Church in America to engage In the affairs 
of the Vatican. These statements doubt- 
less grow out of the very prominent place 


which the Cardinal just now is occupying in 
the public eye, both in this country and 
in Europe. Cardinal Gibbons, while a 
strong churchman, is also a very patriotic 
American, and knows he can render the 
Chureh far greater service in his present 
eminent station than in any which he 
would be called upon to occupy at Rome, 


PROGRESSIVE EUCHRE DROVE HIM OUT 


A Tennessee Minister Resigns His Pas- 
torate on Account of the Game, 


MEMPHIS, July 1.—The Rev. John A. 
Brooks, who has been pastor of the large 
and influential Christian Church here for 


more than two years, gave up the charge 
yesterday and left for Kentucky, where 


he will engage in evangelical work. The 


cause was decidedly out of the ordinary, 
and was not clearly intimated by the pastor 
in his farewell talk on the subject. 

It develops, however, that it was due to 
the persistence of several women of his 
flock, leaders in society, in playing pro- 
gressive euchre and similar games where 
prizes were contested for, After exhaust- 
ing his powers of persuasion and Christian 
counsel, Dr. Brooks announced’ to them 
that these social practices must cease or 
he would resign. The issue was made and 
his resignation was accepted. The same 
issue is said to have cased his predecessor 


to give up the pastorate, 


Indiana’s Strict Sateoon Law. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 1.—The Nich- 
olson temperance law went into effect to- 


day by proclamation of the Governor. It 
requires that saloons shall only be located 


on the ground floors of buildings; prohibits 
the use of musical instruments in saloons; 
forbids connection between saloons and res- 


taurants; prohibits screens and other ob- 
structions to the view in saloons, and pro- 
vides that a majority of the residents of a 
ward may prevent the issuance of a license 
to any saloon. In some parts of the State 
a disposition, to resist the provisions pf 
the law is reported, but the Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation has advised saloon keepers to ob- 
serve the law until the Supreme Court 
has passed upon it.

Naval Officers Probably Convicted. 


VALLEJO, Cal., July 1.—The findings of 
the court-martial in the cases of Lieuts. 
W. W. Buchanan and E. J. Dorn have 
passed ‘through the hands of the Judge Ad- 
vocate, and by him have been submitted to 


the Sooreserr of the Navy for action. It 
is learned that since the report reached 
Washington several telegraphic inquiries 
have been made regarding certain wit- 
nesses, and their testimony. This is an in- 
dication that the court-has found one of 
the officers args of carelessness, which 
resulted in the death of Guuner Johnson 
on the crufser Olympia, while at target 
practice off Coronado Beach, about six 
weeks ago. 
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Contro! of the Pennsylvania Convention Like- 
ly to be Held by Those Who Are 
Opposed to Him. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—An estimate 
is made that in the contest for the con- 
trol of the Republican State Convention, 
which will be held Aug. 28, Gov. Hastings 
and his friends will have 145 delegates and 
Senator Quay and his followers 117 dele- 
gates. Sixteen delegates are classed 5 


doubtful. Philadelphia, it is thought, will 
have 55 Hastings delegates and 6 Quay 
delegates, 9 being doubtful. ° 

This estimate is not put out as absolutely 
accurate, but it is maintained that it shows 
the relative strength of the factions at the 
present time. 

According to the estimate, Gov. Hastings 
and his friends have just a majority of the 
State Convention, and, if they can hold it, 
they will have absolute control of the body. 
Conceding to Senator Quay’s friends the 
16 doubtful delegates and 11 delegates from 
counties not heard from, they would have 
144 delegates, or 1 less than a majority. 

The faction controlling the convention 
will elect a State Chairman, and thus con- 
trol the party organization in Pennsylvania. 
The candidates for State Chairman are 
Senator Quay and Bank Examiner B. F. 
Gilkeson, who now holds the office. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., July 1.—A confer- 
ence of the roa tm J leaders was held at 
the Executive Mansion to-night. Among 
those present were the Governor, C. L. Ma- 
gee of Pittsburg, David Martin of Philadel- 
phia, Col. Gilkeson, Chairman of the State 
Committee, and Attorney General McUCor- 
mick. After the conference it was an- 
nounced that the administration’s strength 
in the convention would be at least 187 
votes; not including a single doubtful coun- 
ty. A majority of the delegates is 145. 


SHOT DOWN BY HER HUSBAND 


Mrs. Herman Reich Killed in Harlem in Sight 
of Her Young Daughter—A Crowd 
Tries to Do Reich Violence. 


Herman Reich, a salesman for a grocery 
house, shot and killed his wife, Delia, at 
458 East One Hundred and Fifty+irst 
Street, at 5:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The murderer is locked up in the Morrisania 
Police Station. 

Reich was married July 29, 1888, to the 
woman he killed. He was at that time a 
painter, and was supposed to be a sober, 
industrious workman. But he took to Grink 


and became a burden to his wife. 

She was Mrs. Amelia Worth, a widow 
with two children, when Reich married her. 
After years of trouble with Reich she 
separated from him. He was arrested last 
December for assaulting her. 

Mrs. Reich’s daughter, Julia, was the sole 
witness to the shooting. She is a bright 
little girl, and was able to give a clear ac- 
count of the shooting. She said her father 
walked into the kitchen with a pistol in 
his hand. He said: 

“TIT want and I want it 
quick.”’ 

Mrs. Reich cried out that she did not 
have it, and Reich shot her almost at the 
same instant. One bullet entered the left 
temple and the other penetrated imme- 
diately behind the left ear. Then Reich 
quietly put the revolver in his pocket and 
looked a moment at his wife, who lay on 
the -floor. Then he walked through the 
parlor into the hall and out the front door. 

When he reached the street a hue and 
ery was raised, and had the police not 
promptly arrested and protected him, the 
crowd would probably have done violence to 
him. As it was, he was chased by the 
crowd and policemen some distance before 
he was caught. 

In the station house he appeared calm and 
did not have the appearance of having been 
drinking.

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ANTLCATHOLICS COMBINE 


Effect an International Organization 
at Detroit. 


AN ANNOUNCEMENT OF PRINCIPLES 


Fears of Alleged Papal Intrigues Used 
as a Basis for Agitation—The 
Irish Parliamentary Move- 


ment Denounced. 


DETROIT, Mich., July 1.—It was learned 
to-day that delegates from the Grand Coun- 
cil’ Canadian Protective Association and 
the Supreme Council American Protective 
Association held a secret convention here 
last week, the sessions lasting until Satur- 
day night. The meeting was for the pur- 
pose of organizing the International Pro- 
tective Association. Officers were elected 
alternately from the two national bodies. 
The names of the international officials will 
not be made public at this time. The in- 
ternational body will meet at Toronto June 


7, 1896. The following declaration of 
principles was adopted: 

“ First—The voice of the people intelli- 
gently and justly expressed is the supreme 
law. 

“* Second—The perfection of all law is the 
recognition of the right of local self-govern- 
ment. 

*“ Third—The right of 
science, , of intelligence, 
press, personal liberty, 
tive of unrestricted private judgment 
beyond all question. 

“‘Fourth—In defining and enforcing the 
laws, and in the definition of its jurisdic- 
tion and powers, the State is supreme. 

‘Fifth—All institutions of an ecclesiast- 
ical character, claiming temporal dominion 
or the right to define the extent of their 
own jurisdiction, are inimical to all forms 
of constitutional government, and are a 
menace to the perpetuity thereof. 

** Sixth—The intellectual and moral 
advancement the world is best ex- 
pedited by a sound and fraternal 
union between all peoples and _ races 
whose civilization is the highest and 
whose liberty of conscience is most per- 
fect; and the welfare of mankind is best 
enhanced and preserved by the continuance 
of lasting peace between all races and peo- 
peoples, opposed to the efforts of selfish and 
soulless international and universal ec- 
clesiastical and financial corporations to 
disturb, the harmony of universal brother- 
hood by the rude alarms of barbarous, de- 
humanizing, and enslaving war.”’ 

The aims of the organization as set forth 
are to establish the principles of organiza- 
tion throughout the world: to uphold the 
right of self-government; to secure and 
maintain thesupremacy of the State; to strive 
for enactment of legislation based upon the 
principles of constitutional liberty; to se- 
cure public inspection of private institutions 
where persons are confined, and that no per- 
son shail be so confined without due process 
of law; to resist by all lawful means all at- 
tempts made by the enemies of peace and 
international harmony, of freedom of speech 
and conscience, to precipitate war or foment 
hostile feeling between all nations wherein 
branches of the organization may be estab- 
lished. 

The Manitoba educational question was 
discussed at length, and the attack of A. F. 
Martin, M. P., of Manitoba, upon American 
public schools was denounced in resolu- 
tions which opened with a declaration that 
the action of the Papal dignitaries in 
Canada and England proves that the de- 
cision of the Privy Council was biased by 
Roman Catholic misrepresentation in Eng- 
land; that the separate school issue is a 
means to national dismemberment, for the 
purpose of subordinating the State to the 
Papal hierarchy. All legislation tending 
toward union of Church and State is con- 
demned, and Premier Greenway is ac- 
corded support and sympathy for the stand 
he has taken. 

The resolutions bitterly score Mr. Martin, 
who, on June 19, ‘‘did maliciously and 
wickedly cast aspersions upon the characters 
of the daughters of American citizens and 
upon the dignity and morality of the Ameri- 
can schools,” and allege that his act “ts 
palpably a malicious effort to sustain the 
rule of the Papacy in Manitoba at the ex- 
pense of the good reputation of American 
public schools and the children of American 
citizens.”’ 

The resolutions then ‘brand’ Martin 
as ‘‘an unqualified and unscrupulous defam- 
er and slanderer, devoid of respect alike to 
himself and his fellow-man.” i 

The so-called Irish-American proclama- 
tion issued by the Irish Military Union at 
its meeting in New-York, June 16, calling 
upon all Irish societies of the United States 
to combine for a united attack on Great 
Britain to foment trouble in Ireland, is al- 
leged to be but a small part of a move- 
ment devised by the Papacy to create dis- 
sension, strife, and war between Protest- 
ant nations in general and the various An- 
glo-Saxon nations in particular, and the In- 
ternational Protective Association denounces 
this so-called Irish-American revolutionary 
organization as impertinent, unpatriotic, 
and treasonable—impertinent that it dares 
to organize under the caption of Irish- 
American, when it is Irish. Papist; unpatri- 
otic, inasmuch as,it is destined for other 
purposes than those of national defense;. 
treasonable, for the reason that it seeks to 
involve the country which protects it*in 
a war with a, friendly nation. 

In conclusion, the association pledges its 
unfaltering and united efforts to prevent 
by every lawful means the formation of 
any military body or bodies as before de- 
scribed, and to secure the disbandment of 
those already formed and the punishment 
by due process of law of all offenders 
against international treaty vobligations.

DRUGS BURNED IN ANN STREET 


WeKesson & Robbins’s Storage and Print- 
ing House Wrecked—Firemen Save 
Other Valuable Property. 


The seven-story printing house and stor- 
age building of the wholesale drug firm 
of McKesson & Robbins, at 79 Ann 
Street, immediately behind the headquar- 
ters of the firm, was completely wrecked 
by fire at 8 o’clock last night. 

An hour passed before the firemen, 
hemmed in between the tall buildingsin the 
narrow street, got the flames under con- 
trol. The control of the fire saved an en- 
tire block from destruction, and restricted 
the loss to about $30.000. The loss is cov- 
ered by insurance. 

The building stands with a twenty-five- 
foot front on the north side of Ann Street 
and runs back to the rear of an Office 
building at 49 Beekman Street, which is 
in part occupied by the claim department 
of the Corporation Counsel’s office. Ann 
Street is little more than twenty feet 
broad at that point, and had it not been 
for the iron shutters with which the build- 
ing is fitted throughout, the main building 
of the firm, which reaches from the oppo- 
site side of Ann Street through to Fulton, 


as well as the premises on either side of 
the storehouse, would have succumbed to 
the fire. 

The fire started somewhere in the base- 
ment of the building. It was discovered py 
a policeman, and in answer to his alarm 
engines were soon on the scene. 

While he was sending an alarm flames 
from the basement windows spread over a 
half-dozen carboys of ammonia and sul- 
phurie acid which stood on the sidewalk 
outside the building. The flames caught 
the textile coverings of the packages, and 
a moment later the carboys broke, emitting 
a stifling odor, which, for a moment. drove 
back the arriving firemen and rendered the 
street almost impassable. 

When the firemen at last dashed down the 
Street the fire was spreading upward 
through an open hoistway. Before the 
hose could be got into place the fire had 
possession of the entire building, including 
“a labaratory at the top. 

The surrounding buildings were manned, 
and the fire was fought from all sides. 
Gradually the flames gave way, but the 
suffocating smoke arising from the burning 
drugs kept the firemen back from the 
building for more than half an hour. 

It was 9:30 o’clock before the fire was 
considered sufficiently under control to 
allow of the reserve engines being called 
away. 

sue firemen found that the flames evi- 
dently had originated in a quantity of cot- 
ton waste in the engine room in the base- 
ment, and had spread upward. 

When the fire was at its height a hose 
burst at Ann and William Streets, and 
knocked down Mrs. Emma Fritsch and a 
dog she was petting. 
RUNAWAY HORSE FIFTH 


IN AVENUE 


Started at Fifty-ninth Street and Not 
Stopped for Twenty Blocks. 


Policeman Michel of the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station distinguished himself 
last evening by stopping a runaway horse 
at Fifth Avenue and Thirty-ninth Street. 

Michel was standing on the corner about 
9:30, when he heard shouting, and looking 
up the avenue saw a horse attached to a 
buggy coming at breakneck speed. The 
animal narrowly escaped running into sev- 
eral vehicles at Fortieth Street.

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A Talk with United States Minister 
Luther McKinney. 


RECENT REVOLUTION INOPPORTUNE 


The Venezuelan Boundary Question— 


Why the Minister Favors the 


Panama Canal — South 


American Railroads. 


Luther F, McKinney of New-Hampshire, 
United States Minister to Colombia, was a. 
passenger on the Colombian Line steamship 
Finance, which arrived at this port yester- 
day. 

The Minister had four severe attacks of 
and was advised by his 


physicians to return to his native land to 
recuperate. He cabled to the State De- 
partment for leave of absence 
days, and left Colombia as soon as his re- 
quest was granted. 

Minister McKinney was asked if it was 
true, as reported, that he had returned to 
America charged by the Colombian Govern- 
ment with the mission of asking for the in- 
terference of the United States in the 
boundary question .between Great Britain 
and Venezuela. He declined to answer the 
question, but said he had not been sum- 
moned by the United States Government. 

The Minister brings interesting news from 
South America. To a reporter for The New- 
York Times, who saw him last night at the 
St. James Hotel, he said: 

“ Everything was about tranquil when I 
left Colombia. The revolution ended in that 
country on March 20. After that it was 
only a question of subduing scattered bands 
of rebels along the river. 

“The Liberals of Colombia ought not to 
be blamed for the revolution. The uprising 
‘was started at a very inopportune time by 
the radicals among the Liberal Party. 
They were without arms or ammunition, 
and were not in any way prepared. The 
real leaders of the Liberals were not in fa- 
vor of the revolution. 

“I do not know of any cause for the revo- 
lution except the general one that may be 
said to be a distinguishing characteristic in 
all South American countries—namely, the 
uneasiness of the people under the existing 
Government and the desire for a change. 
The present officials of the conservative 
Government are a capable and courteous 
set of men.”’ 

“What is the financial condition af Colom- 
bia? To what extent has it been weakened 
by the revolution?’ was asked. 

“All revolutions are weakening, especially 
in South American countries,’’ said Minister 
McKiagney. ‘‘Colombia has.no gold or silver, 
but only paper money. The average pre- 
mium during the last two years has been 
about $1.70 or a little over.’’ 

“How does Colombia stand in relation to 
the tnouble between Great Britain and 
Venezuela?” 

“That is a question of really more im- 
portance to Colombia than to Venezuela,’’ 
said the Minister. The territory claimed by 
England takes in the mouth of the Orinoco 
River. If she succeeds in enforcing her 
right to this territory she will compietely 
control not only the mouth of the Orinocu, 
but also the entire river, together with its 
150 navigable tributaries. 

“With the mouth of the Orinoco in her 
possession, Great Britain will control one- 
quarter of the entire territory of South 
America—the finest territory on the con- 
tinent. She will control the finest Gistricts 
of Colombia. 

“There is great uneasiness in Colompbla 
over the attitude of Great Britain in the 
Venezuelan boundary question. The people 
of Colombia are looking to the United States 
to protect Venezueia. 

‘Are the Colombians a fighting people?” 

“They are, indeed,”’ the Minister said. 
‘‘There are no better fighters anywhere. 
The majority of the men in her armies are 
Indians. They fignt to the death, and never 
falter in obeying orders. ‘They do not fight 
down there as they right here. There is no 
manoeuvring there. The opposing armies 
march straight up to each other and fight 
it out until one or the other is destroyed 
or defeated. 

“In the recent revolution in Colombia 
there was fought one of the bloodiest and 
most desperate battles in history. It was 
the last battle of the revolution. There were 
4,,500 men in the two armies. There were 
over 2,000 killed and wounded. Yes, :ndeed, 
the Colombians are fighters, and so are 
the Venezuelans.”’ ° 

“What is the real feeling in Colombia 
on the question of uniting the Central 
American States into one country?’”’ 

“The people of Colombia are opposed to 
such a union.” 

Minister McKinney spoke in favor of the 
Panama Canal as against the proposed 
Nicaraguan Canal. 

“There is a very general and mistaken 
impression in the United States,”’ said he, 
“that that part of the Panama Canal 
which has been constructed has practically 
become destroyed by neglect. Nothing 
could be further from the truth, There have 
been built sixteen miles, and twenty-four 
miles remain to be built befor® the canal 
is complete. I examined the canal last 
Fall and I personally witnessed the sound- 
ings made by the manager. There was 
everywhere from twenty-one to twenty- 
four feet of water in the part already built. 
Bushes and vegetation have overgrown the 
sides and have knitted them into solid banks 
that will never be destroyed. The banks 
are stronger now than when they were 
first made. With such a depth of water 
in the completed part, after this lapse of 
time, with the tendency toward filling along 
the bottom, there seems to be no reason 
why there should not be abundant water 
when the whole canal is built. 

“Tf the completion of the Panama Canal 
is feasible from an engineering point of 
view, I would certainly be m iavor of 
it rather than the proposed Nicaragua 
Canal. I have been told by eminent Amer- 
ican engineers that it will be impossible 
ever to make a permanent harbor at the 
Atlantic end of the Nicaragua Canal. 
They say the harbor will constantly be fill- 
ing up and will require to be kept cleaned 
out. I am also informed that the lake on 
the route of the Nicaragua Canal is al- 
most, if not completely, dried up at certain 
seasons of the year. If this is true, the 
canal would have to be cut clear across 
the lake. At the Pacific side the har- 
bor will have to be blown out of the rock, 
but when it is once made it will always 
remain a splendid harbor. 

“The people of Colombia, of course, are 
strongly in favor of the Panama Canal. I 
think there is no prospect that the Panama 
Canal can be completed by the present or- 
ganization. 

“JT am anxious to see a canal built. 
Wherever it is built, the canal must be con- 
trolled by the United States of America for 
its own protection, The Panama Canal 
should be built, if it is possible, and Ameri- 
eans should build it. Some arrangement 
might be made by which the Government 
could aid in the work of construction.” 

Minister McKinney spoke of the opportuni- 
ies for American trade in Colombia, say- 

ng: 
“The United States should control the 
trade with Colombia. Colombia is fifteen 
days from London, and only nine from 
New-York. Our merchants and manufac- 
turers do not seem to care for the trade 
of Colombia. They make a great mistake. 
The trade of 4,500,000 people in a land of 
splendid natural resources is well worth 
having. We care too little in the United 
States for the foreign markets. American 
merchants will not make goods to suit the 
Colombians; they will not pack goods to 
suit them, and they will not sell to the 
Colombians on long credit. At Bogota a 
rich merchant said to me: ‘I would like 
to buy American cotton goods. I can buy 
them as cheap in New-York as in Europe, 
and the goods are of better quality. But 
when I write to the manufacturers in the 
United States and ask them to send me a 
thousand rolis of cotton goods, thirty yards 
to the roll, they send back word they make 
the. goods only in forty-yard rolls. So [ 
cannot sell their goods, because the people 
here in Colombia buy their goods by the 
bolt, and will not take over thirty yards.’ 

“T do not believe in reciprocity. Let 
every man trade on his own hook. Let the 
trading between the United States and 
Soe, Hemet be under the usual condi- 

ons. 

Minister McKinney said the railroad 
built in Colombia by American capitalists, 
headed by T. Jefferson Coolidge of Boston, 
ex-United States Minister to France, is 
having an up-hill time of it. The road, he 
said, is well built, and is being well man- 
aged. It is 105 kilometers in length, and 
runs between Carthagena and Calamar. 
There is only one other railroad in Colom- 
bia, and it is only seventeen miles long, 
running between Barranquila and Savan- 


a. 

Minister McKinney said his relations with 
the Colombian Government had been con- 
stantly pleasant since he first assumed his 
post, two years ago. 

He will go to Washington to-day and re- 
port to the State Department. Then he 
will BS with his family to his country place 
at CaSco, Me. His home is in Manches-

THE REY. C, B. LINCOLN ON TRIAL 


He and the Moderator of the Court Almost 
Come to Blows During the Prog- 
ress of Proceedings. 


PITTSBURG, July 1.--Yhe trial of the 
Rev. C. B. Lincolm was begun in the First 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church this morn- 
ing. The charges against him are: First, 
false and slanderous accusations against 
brethren; second, stirring up strife and dis- 
sensions; third, official unfitness and muis- 
conduct; fourth, insubordination and con- 
tempt of Presbytery. 

Moderator McMillen appointed a com- 
mitte to’ confer with the Rev. Mr. Lin- 
coln, for the purpose of arriving, if 
possible, at some amicable settlement. 
The committee presently returned, stat- 
ing that its mission was abortive. 
To this the Rev. Mr. Lincoln objected, 
claiming that the proceedings were 
illegal and that the charges were wrong 
from first to last. There were frequent 
warm passages between the Moderator and 
the Rev. Mr. Lincoln, during which the 
latter accused Moderator McMillen of hav- 
ing insulted his wife. To substantiate this 
accusation the Rev. Mr. Lincoln appealed 
to his wife, who was present, but sne was 
not permitted to substantiate the charges. 
The Rev. Mr. Lincoln intimated that had 
he been present at the time his wife was in- 
sulted he would have tried conclusions with 
the Moderator on the street. The Moder- 
ator threatened to have the Rev. Mr. Lin- 
coln ejected from the court, but the accused 
warmly replied: “I defy you to do that. 
You have not the power to put me out.” 

After another cross-fire of warm expres- 
sions the trial proceeded, and the charges 
against the pastor were read in full, but 
not without frequent interference and objec- 
tlon from the minister. The witnesses for 
the prosecution finished their testimony this 
afternoon. At one point in the proceedings 
the Rev. Mr. Lincoln and Dr. Morris nearly 
came to blows. While Dr. Morris was on 
the stand, the Rev. Mr. Lincoln asked him _ if 
he had not apologized for insulting him. Dr. 
Morris refused to answer. The Rev. Mr. 
Lincoln then accused Dr. Morris of acting 
as he had, because his father wanted to 
be called to the church, Dr. Morris retorted: 
“Tf you say that, you lie.” 

The Rev. Mr. Lincoln produced a letter 
that backed up his statement. Several times 
before Dr. Morris concluded his testimony 
he and the Rev. Mr. Lincoln were on the 
verge of coming to blows. The defense 
will be heard to-morrow. 


A Car Fender Defined. 
From The Philadelphia Ledger, June 29. 

The City Solicitor’s office presented an un- 
usually busy scene at noon yesterday, when 
City Solicitor Kinsey and Director of Public 
Safety Beitler received one by one police- 
men from different districts throughout the 
city and. obtained from them affidavits of 
instances which have come under the police- 
men’s observation where the ordinance re- 
quiring cars to be provided with fenders 
had been violated. Both Director Beitler 
and the City Solicitor stated that suit would 


be brought without delay against the street 
railway companies which violated the ordi- 
nance. Director Beitler seid that every 
trolley company in the city would be pro- 
ceeded against with the exception of the 
Electric Traction Company, which, he said, 
had provided all its cars with fenders. 
When asked what would be regarded as 
constituting a fender, the Director said: 

“Nothing is a fender that does not project 
in front of the car in such a way as to 
keep people from coming in contact with 
the front of the car.” E 

The Director said it was undecided wheth- 
er the City Solicitor would bring separate 
suits in every instance where the ordinance 
had been violated, or whether steps should 
be taken to get the companies to agree to 
regard one or two cases against each com- 
pany as test cases, and to accept the result 
in those test cases as settling the question 
of other similar violations of the law.

AMERICANS LEAD BY A RUN 


Cricket Match Started 
Canada’s ’Varsity Team.

PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—The first innings of 
the cricket match between the Universities of the 
United States and Canada was completed here 
to-day, and the Americans obtained a bare lead of 
1 run. The game was most stubbornly contested, 
and the manner in which young P. H. Clark, 
Harvard's Captain, deprived the Canadians of 
the-lead after they had got within one of it, 
with still three wickets to fall, evoked great 
cheers, 

The special feature of the game was the fine 
batting of A. I’. R. Martin, who, going in first, 
carried his bat right through the Canadian in- 
ning for a most patient contribution of 38. The 
bowlers, however, had things too much their own 
way, and they were backed up by sharp work in 
the fleld on both sides. S, Goodman and D. H. 
Adams started the batting for the Americans, J. 
M. Laing and W. R. Wadsworth sharing the at- 
tack. The first yielded 3 runs, and then 
play became very slow, the first decade occupying 
fifteen minutes in compiling. With the score at 
10, Wadsworth completely beat Adams, who had 
contributed just half the total. 


A. H. Brockie, Pennsylvania’s Captain, was the 


next comer, but before he had a chance to do 
anything he was foolishly run out, and the sec- 
ond wicket was down for 15. J. N. Henry, 
another Pennsylvanian, then joined Goodman, 
who was playing with great care, and before the 
latter was splendidly taken the total had been 
increased to 28. P. H. Clark, Harvard’s Cap- 
tain, got his leg in front of a straight-one from 
Wadsworth, the second ball he received, and 
another wicket was down without any advance in 
the score. George Lippincott, the Captain of 
Haverford College, who came next, got Wads- 
worth away to leg twice in succession, and at 
this stage of the game Laing gave up the at- 
tack in favor of W. H. Cooper. 

Runs then came much faster and there were 
indications of a good stand, when a brilliant 
catch by Wadsworth in the slips retired Henry, 
who had played a useful inning of 10. W. Thay- 
er then joined Lippincott, but before any further 
addition had been made to the score the latter 
was bowled by Wadsworth for 14. H. H. Brown, 
the next comer, was clean bowled by Cooper 
without scoring, and when H. Richardson of 
Harvard joined Thayer seven wickets were down 
for 51 runs, 

Several attempts at short runs resulted as 
might have been expected from the Canadians’ 
sharp fielding, H. Richardson proving the victim 
of Thayer’s bad judgment. G. C, Guest filled 
the vacancy, and when an adjournment was 
taken for luncheon, the score stood at 65, Thayer 
being 15 and Quest 2. After luncheon, Laing 
weat on bowling again, and Thayer pulled him 
round to leg for 3, and a drive for a couple off 
Wadsworth brought it up to 70. Thayer then got 
in a couple of good hits, but with the total at 80 
Thayer was clean bowled by Laing for an excel- 
lent and useful contribution of 24. A. P. Mor- 
ris came in last man, and the innings was soon 
over for a total of 90, Guest being the not-out 
man, with 16 to his credit. 

Little time was lost in starting the Canadian’s 
inning, A. F. R. Martin and J. L. Counsell 
taking up the batting against the bowling of S. 
Goodman and A. P. Morris. They scored at a 
good pace, but with the total at 19, a brilliant 
catch at cover point by H. H. Richardson dis- 
posed of Counsell, who had contributed 10. J. M. 
Laing, the best bat of the team, staid for only 
two balls, a good catch in the slips by Clark 
sending him back without any improvement in 
the total, W. R. Wadsworth then became as- 
sociated with his Captain, and some good cricket 
Was seen until, with the score at 32, Wadsworta 
was clean bowled by Goodman. This let in E. 8. 
Senkler, whose stay, however, was short, the 
fourth wicket falling for 88. 

Db. M. Rogers came next, and slow- play be- 
came the order:of the day, several: maiden overs 
being sent down; with the score at 44 an un- 
fortunate accident caused Brockie, the United 
States wicket keeper, to retire from the field. 
He was struck just above the eye by a Lull 
thrown in from cover point, which eaused a 
gash which required the services of a surgeon to 
revair. Rogers was bowled after scoring 1, and 
W. H. Cooper failed to help the total before he 
made way for P. Goldsmith. The latter was 
also of little help, and the seventh wicket fell for 
55. Martin continued to play steadily and well, 
putting on the runs slowly, which eventually 
necessitated a change in the bowling, P. H. Clark 
going on in place of Morris. G. C. Guest was 
also given the ball, but the runs still kept on 
until, with the score at 89, Douglas was bowled 
by Clark for 16. 

H. Boultbee, the next man, met with a similar 
fate on his first ball, and, without another run 
being added, F. R. Campbell, the last man, was 
disposed of, and the inning was over for just 
one run less than the score of the United States. 

The second inning was then quickly commenced, 
but with only 3 runs scored, P. H. Clark was 
bowled by Wadsworth for 0, and Guest followed 
soon after with the total at 14, and when play 
ceased for the day the total stood at 19 for two 
wickets. The game will be resumed to-morrow 
morning, when J. N. Henry and H. H. Richard- 
son will resume the American batting.

An Indication of the Better Times, 


From The Philadelphia Times. 

No more striking indication has been fur- 
nished of the existing business revival than 
that afforded by the receipts of the State 
Treasury for the first seven months cf the 
present fiscal year, the increase being up- 


ward of $1,600,000 over those of the same 
period for the preceding year. If this ratio 
of increase in maintained, the receipts for 
the current year will be nearly $15,000,000, 
as compared with $12,000,000 and something 
over last year. 

The chief source of the increase lies in 
the increased receipts of taxable corpora- 
tions and partnerships due to a revival of 
business. This revival not only brings in- 
creased prosperity to the community, but 
increased revenue to the State, so that

The figures of the State Treasury, as 
well as the reports of increased activity 
in business from every source, confirm the 
belief that.a new era of prosperity has been 
entered upon and that we are only in the 
first stages of a business revival that is 
likely to last for years.

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TROUBLE IN THE LOYAL CLUB 
Ex-Police Captain John H. Gunner Charged 
with Trying to Disorganize the 
Association. 





There is a lack of harmony among the 
members of the Loyal Club, the Republican 
club of the Twenty-eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict. The regular monthly meeting of the 
club was-held last night. It was a stormy 
one, 

John H. Gunner, the Republican leader 
of the old Twenty-second Assembly District 
and a leading member of the club, re- 
signed several weeks ago, and those that 
are not his friends say that he has tried 
to cause trouble by sending out a circular 


stating that the Stars and Stripes kad been 
insulted. One paragraph is interesting. It 
reads: 

‘““A clique of mischief makers, actuated 
mainly by a narrow-minded prejudice re- 
lating to race and creed, has driven almost 
100 reputable members from the club. This 
was followed by numerous spats and quare 
rels over petty affairs that were childish, 
dividing the club into factions on frivolous 
pretenses, and finally keen disappointment 
at the manner in which the reform-admin- 
istration of this city bestowed the patronage 
at its disposal so annoyed and angered some 
of this clique that in a rage they forgot 
themselves and pesymitted the Americam 
flag ona recent occasion to be placed on @ 
pole outside a window with the Union 
down. For shame! This act, in my opinion, 
was an outrage on public decency and the 
dignity of a Republican club. I was nec- 
essarily compelled to resign. It caused 
me sorrow to be forced to do this.” 

In conclusion Mr. Gunner advised that al] 
true Americans should attend the meeting 
last night and discipline the members who 
insulted the flag. He also suggested that the 
club be reorganized and consolidated with 
several other clubs in the district. His suge 
gestions were not kindly received by many 
at the meeting last night., 

Vice President Timothy O'Toole presided, 

Nathan Mayor said that the talk about ine 
sulting the flag was all buncombe, and that 
Mr. Gunner felt aggrieved because the club 
members refused to accept his_ brother, 
Frank H. Gunner, as the leader of the new 
Twenty-eighth Assembly District. He said 
that the club members had good reasons 
for refusing to be dictated to, and that 
they were not going to be run by the Gun- 
ner brothers. John H. Gunner is an ex: 
Police Canvtain. 
_Frederick Lemmcen said that what the ex. 
Captain wanted was to either break up the 
club or consolid.te it, and that the members 
were averse to either. He said that Gun- 
ner had put the furniture into the club, and 
that he now wanted it back again, but 
that bis chances of getting it back were not 
bright. He said that Gunner would find 
out that the day of dictators was past, and 
that all men lived under the flag that Gun- 
ner in a burst of patriotism had said wag 
defiled. 

Up to this point the-meeting had not been 
tumultuous because the friends of Gunner 
had not arrived. They were being marshaled 
by Secretary John P. Pours in the saioon 
below. When the Secretary thought that 
his forces were strong enough, he led them 
up the stairs and into the meeting reom., 
The appearance of the Gunner supporters 
created great excitement, and there was 
much jostling and pushing and angry ex- 
clamations. The Secretary forced his way 
to the front, and in a high voice demanded 
that the temporary secretary give way to 
him. 

The members of each faction shouted for 
the Secretaries both to record the proceed- 
ings, but finally Pours triumphed because he 
had the books of the club. Then Lemon 
sprung a surprise on the Gunner men by in- 
troducing a resolution severely criticising 
Gunner’s connection with the club, and call- 
ing on him for the papers that he had in his 
possession as Treasurer of the club. The 
resolution hinted that his resignation 
should not be accepted, but that he should 
be expelled. The Secretary was averse to 
calling the roll, but was finally compelled to, 
Then there was an exceedingly lively time. 
At one time it looked as if the meetin 
would end in a free fight. After muc 
wrangling, the resolutions of condemnation 
were passed, and the meeting adjourned. 
Gunner’s friends say that his time will 
come.

dozen sentences without making gross 
grammatical errors. They were not doubt- 
ful mistakes, but very bad ones.

RULES FOR THE COURT’S GUIDANCE 


full Record of Cases Will Be Kept 
by the Clerk. 


The following new rules were promul- 
gated: 


Rule 1. The Court of Special Sessions shall be 
held in the Criminal Court Building, in the City 
of New-York. 

Rule 2. A term of the court shall be heid each 
Month. The term shall begin on the first Mon- 
day of the month and be continued until finally 
adjourned by order of the Court. 

Rule 3. The court shall open at 10 o’clock in 
the forenoon upon each and every day in the 

ear, except upon Saturdays, Sundays, and upon 

gal holidays, unless the Court, for sufficient 
reason, otherwise direct. 

Rule 4. The Clerk, Deputy Clerk, and all the 
@ther officers and the attendants of the court 
shall be present at the sessions of the court, un- 
less absent by consent or by -direction of the 
Court or for good and sufficient reason satis- 
factory to the Court. 

Rule 5. The duties of the clerk and deputy 
clerk shall be the same as those now performed 
by the clerk and deputy clerk of the Court of 
General Sessions as near as may be in addition 
to those enjoined upon them by law. 

Rule 6. The stenographer and interpreter shall 
perform the duties usually performed by such 
officers in courts of law. The assistant clerk 
shall perform such duties of a clerical nature as 
he may by the clerk or deputy clerk be called 
upon to perform, 

All other officers and attendants of the court 
shall perform the duties appropriate to their 
respective positions, as they may be from time 
to time directed by the court or its clerk and 
@eputy clerk. 

ule 7. Immediately upon the receipt of depo- 
sitions in support of an information the clerk 
shall cause to be stamped upon each a number, 
and such numbers shall run consecutively. The 
clerk shall cause to be entered in each case in 
@ proper book of record, in columns, the num- 
ber stamped upon the deposition; the names of 
the defendant or defendants; the name of the 
complainant; the nature of the offense alleged; 
the court from which they are received; the date 
of receipt; the disposition of the case when 
finally disposed of. 

The clerk shall also keep a record suitably 
indexed alphabetically, in which he shall enter 
the name of the defendant and the number 
stamped upon the depositions, and in compiling 
the depositions they shall be arranged according 
to the numbers stamped upon them. 

Rule 8. Except when otherwise directed by the 
court, the Clerk shall cause a calendar to be 
made up for each day that the court will sit. 
Upon such calendar shall be entered a sufficient 
mumber of cases to occupy the court for the day, 
and cases shall be entered upon such calendar 
as follows: Cases in which the defendants have 
mot yet pleaded; cases in which the defendants 
@re in actual custody; cases in which the de- 
fendants have been admitted to bail; upon such 
days as the court may direct proceedings re- 
gpecting bastards. 

The cases must be arranged as nearly as pos- 
gible in the order of the numbers stamped upon 
the depositions in each case, and will be dis- 

of as they are reached upon the calendar. 

Cases will not be adjourned, except for good 
@ause, and then to a day certain. The Court, 
however, shall for good- and sufficient reason of 
@ public nature, have at all times power to de- 
part from this rule, and order its calendar and 
dispose of the cases thereon in its discretion. 

Rule 9. The.order of procedure in the court 
ghall be as follows: 

Sentencing of defen“.nts previously convicted. 

Arraignment of defendants and the entering 
of their pleas. In cases where the defendants 
have pleaded guilty, the imposition of sentence 
if the court desire to then impose it and the 
defendant waives delay. 

Motions and miscellaneous business, 

Disposition of cases entered upon calendar. 
The court may, however, from reasons from a 
public nature, depart from this order of pro- 
cedure. 

Rule 10. The Justices shall meet on the first 
Mondays of January, April, July, and October, 
to transact such business as they may, as a 
body, do. But a special meeting may be held 
at any time by consent of all the Justices or 
may be called by any two of the Justices by 
five ys’ written notice, indicating the nature 
of the business it is desired to transact, and 
pigned by such Justices. Each Justice skall give 
to the Clerk of the Court an address, where

Whenever, for any reason any presid- 
ing Justice to hold any term of court shall be 
absent, the Court shall designate one of the 
Justices holding court to act as presiding Justice.

Ex-Justice Feitner rose and said: 

““My associate Justices of the Court of 
Special Sessions—” 

Justice Hinsdale leoked directly at the 
ex-Justice and continued to tap with the 
gavel. 


Mr. Feitner continued to this staccato ac- 
companiment: ® 


Court of Special Sessions, that we do not 
recognize——”’ 

Justice Hindale—You must sit down, Sir, 
if you please. Mr. McDonald, adjourn the 
court. 

“ But,” persisted Mr. Feitner. 

“This court is adjourned until 2 o’clock 
this afternoon,”’ announced the Chief Clerk. 
“Clear the court!’ ordered Justice Hins- 
dale. 

This order was obeyed with alacrity by 
the police, and Messrs. Feitner, Hogan, end 
Meade were unceremoniously hustled to the 
rail and through the wicket to the oor with 
the crowd. 

Hardly were they in the corridor, when 
Messrs. Grady, Burke, and Taintor pushed 
their way into the court room. They were 
met at the wicket by Sergt. Langan, who 
——- them to sit and consult outside the 
rail, 

At this time Justice Hinsdale and his 
associates were passing from the bench to 
the chamber, and there was confusion 
which enabled ex-Clerk Keating to almost 
touch Justice Jerome, and he handed him 
a paper, which was cast back at him. This 
was repeated by ex-Subpoena Clerk Hugh 
F. Farrell, and Mr. Jerome blamed the 
police for not protecting the court. 

Keating was forced back. Sergt. Langan 
stood in front of him while he said: 

“Of the clerks lately removed, I am the 
only one who is under bonds for the faith- 
ful performance of duty. I am intrusted 
with the safe keeping of the books and 
papers of the court, and hold the papers in 
the cases which have come up in the Court 
of Special Sessions. No one else can hold 
them, not even the new clerk. I retain the 
keys of the safe where these papers are, 
and will not give them up unless I am al- 
lowed to enter my office.’ 


Hogan Opens a Rump Court. 


Mr. Keating left in a hurry, to join 
Messrs. Meade, Hogan, arid Feitner in the 
corridor, near the entrance of what was the 
room of the grand inquisition. These Jus- 
tices were in a row, leaning against the 
bronze staircase railing, Near them was 


Thomas Thornton, against whom a charge 
of wife beating was made in the old Special 
Sessions Court last week, and his lawyer 
P. A. McManus. The case was adjourne 
to yesterday to furnish the ex-Justices with 
legal ammunition, 

Presently ex-Justice Hogan removed his 
hat, and Messrs. Feitner, Meade, and Keat- 
ing followed his example, and Keating 
opened court with the usual cry of, ‘‘ Hear 
ye; Hear ye,’’ while people rushed from 
every quarter to see wnat was passing. 

Hogan announced the Court of Special 
Sessions opened. The lawyer surrendered 
Thornton, who had been admitted to baii, 
and made a motion for the discharge of his 
client on the ground that the court before 
which he pleaded had been superseded. 

** Motion denied,’’ decidel Hogan, with the 
utmost gravity. ‘“‘ Any more evidence to 
offer? ’’ 

‘*No, your Honor,” 
‘*the defense rests.’’ 

“The Court of Special Sessions,’ said Ho- 
gan, “finds the defendant out, and the 
sentence of the Court is that he pay a fine 
of $10 or be imprisoned ten days in the 
City Prison.” 

McManus announced that his client had 
no money, and Thornton was made a pris- 
oner by Hogan and Keating and escorted to 
Hogan’s office, where a ccmmitment blank 
was filled out. The document consigned 
Thornton to the custody of the Warden of 
the City Prison, and Hogan and Keating took 
Thornton there. Warden John Fallon met 
them at the entrance, took the commitment, 
scanned it, and handed it back with: 
**Can’t recognize that.”’ 

Hogan, eitner, Meade, Keating, and 
Thornton talked awhile and went back to 
the office where the commitment had been 
made out. 

Thornton went around te the Criminal Court 
Building. He said he was technically in the 
custody of ‘ three officers of the peace.” 

McManus appeared before Justice Stover, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, and on an 
affidavit that Thornton was deprived of his 
liberty through a conviction by three of the 
old Justices of the Court of Special Sessions, 
who had no authority to act, obtained a writ 
of habeas corpus against Hogan, to whose 
custody Thornton was committed, returnable 
this morning, when the test case will be 
heard, Clerk McDonald will be a witness. 

The new Justices were having a pleasant 
chat with Acting District warps Davis 
and Assistant District Attorney sborne, 
who was assigned to the new Court of 
Special Sessions by Col. Fellows,.when news 
of the ccrridor court proceedings reached 
them. They laughed heartily over it. 
They laughed agains when word came that 
a safe expert took but half a minute to 
effect a successful burglary on the safe in 
Keating’s office. It contained only papers. 
Keating’s court money is no concern of the 
Justices. He is responsible to the Con- 
troller and a bondsman, and cannot get his 
pay until the Commissioners of Accounts 
certify that his court accounts are correct.

During recess nearly all of the old Police

The Protest Was Received. 


At exactly 2 P. M. the new Justices were 
on the bench again. Clerk McDonald looked 
reassured, as he had filed his bond of $1,000 
in the County Clerk’s office, and Assist- 
ant Clerk Fuller’s expression of serenity 


was due to his having during recess passed 
the ordeal of a civil service examination, 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne was 
within the bar, at which were Messrs. 
Grady, Taintor, and Burke, all of whom 
bowed respectfully before Mr. Grady spoke. 
He offered the following protest: 


We are here present under the advice of our 
counsel and in pursuance of our assignment and 
delegation by the Board of Police Justices to 
hold the Court of Special Sessions of the Peace, 
ready to perform the functions of our offices as 
Police Justices, holding such court of Special 
Sessions, which office of Police Justices we claim 
is in full force, and that we do not recognize 
the validity of our attempted removal or assent 
thereto, but will proceed by proper judicial ac- 
tion to establish our rights as speedily as possi- 
ble. This statement is not made in any spirit 
of disrespect to any other person claiming to 
perform the same official functions, but to assert 
the rights we claim, and will proceed to estab- 
lish by the courts of the State, 

Justice Hinsdale listened patiently and 
announced: 

‘““We will not make any entry of this, 
but simply allow you to read your protest. 
Any business before this court, Mr. Dis- 
trict Attorney?” 

While Mr. Osborne was saying that there 
would be no cases ready for to-day, the 
three ex-Justices were bowing themselves 
out of court. 

The first motion in the new court was 

then made by Edward J. Kiely of 182 Nas- 
sau Street, in the case of Leonard vs. 
Leonard. It was a prosecution for assault, 
and came from the Morrisania Police 
Court. Mr. Kiely said that he desired to 
act in harmony with the District At- 
torney’s office, and to avoid embarrass- 
ment to the court, and his motive to have 
the trial on Friday was granted. 
The court adjourned until 10 A. M. to- 
day, when a calendar of about seventy 
cases will be tried. It will take until 10 
P. M. to dispose of it. 

All that Justice Hinsdale would say of 

the opening of the court was: 
“IT am opposed to parading what is going 
to be done. We have the court fully organ- 
ized, and will proceed to business at 10 
o’clock to-morrow morning.” 


Keating Surrenders the Seal. 


After the court was adjourned, ex-Justice 
Grady was admitted to the new Jutsices’ 
private rooms as counsel for ex-Clerk Keat- 
ing. He was cordial and polite, and meek- 
ly surrendered the seal of the Court of 
st cial Sessions, which was not in the safe

I am profoundly grateful to friends who have 
given me assurance of their support. I will also 
renew the expression of my gratitude to those 
who made me the Governor of the State. I have 
faithfully tried to discharge all the duties of th‘s 
exalted trust with unwavering fidelity to the Con- 
stitution and the laws, and with the earnest de- 
sire to promote the best interests of the people. 
When my term shall close, I hope to leave behind 
me an unstained official record.

PROTESTS FROM THOSE WHO RETIRED 


Bernard Martin the Only One to 


Make Any Trouble—Action of 
the Clerks— The Day’s 


Business. 


The five police courts of the city 
opened yesterday morning promptly at 9 
o'clock by the new City Magistrates re- 
The super- 
seded Police Justices and their clerks pre- 


sented formal protests against the occu- 
pancy of their seats and the discharge of 
their duties by the new men. 

There was no disturbance in any of the 
courts, which may have been owing to the 
precautions taken by the police to prevent 
any of the former Police Justices or their 
clerks from gaining access to the bench or 
the court records. The protests were po- 
litely delivered and as polilely received in

Charles E. Sims, Jr. 
City Magistrate Now in Office, 


all cases except that of ex-Police Justice 
Bernard Martin, who protested in a surly 
manner against the right gf City Magis- 
trate (formerly Police Justice) Simms to ad- 
judicate the cases which came before him in 
Essex Market Police Court. 

City Magistrate Charles A. Flammer 
reached Jefferson Market Court House yes- 
terday morning at 8 o’clock. He found the 
court squad of policemen waiting for him. 
They had been ordered to report for duty at 
6:15 o’clock. Henry Sedley, the Clerk of 
the Court, and his staff of assistants were 
also early at work. No one was admitted 
behind the bar except policemen, prisoners, 
newly appointed clerks, and newspaper re- 
porters. 

A few minutes before 9 o’clock Magistrate 
Flammer began formally to hear cases. He 
was dressed in a black cutaway coat and 
waistcoat, with a dark-green butterfly neck- 
tie. He showed his familiarity with his 
duties by the ease with which he signed his 


name in the proper place on the warrants | 


and other papers which were presented to 
him by the Clerk. A single rapid glance 
sufficed to show him the nature of the paper 
he was about to sign. The court proceed- 
ings moved along so smoothly under his 
direction that nothing seemed changed, ex- 
cept the air of decorum which permeated 
the whole courtroom. 

The superseded police clerks were the first 
to present their protests, not deeming it 
necessary to wait for the actual opening of 
the court before they did so. Clerk Farley, 
after opening the safe and turning its con- 
tents over to his successor, presented a 
formal protest to Magistrate Flammer in 
behalf of himself and his assistants, O’Far- 
rell and Aikler. It read as follows: 


Sir: Hereby recognizing you as a de facto but 
not de jure magistrate or pustice, you will hereby 
take notice that I claim, contend, and shall main- 
tain that my office, position, and duties are no- 
wise affected by a certain act entitled ‘‘ An act 
in relation to the inferior courts of criminal juris- 
diction in the City and County of New-York,”’ 
purporting to be an act of the Legislature of the 
State of New-York passed in 1895; that I ampres- 
ent for the purpose of discharging the duties per- 
taining to my office or position; that nothing 
done by mé is to be deemed a waiver of any ob- 
jection which I might otherwise take to the con- 
stitutionality of the said act, and that I claim 
the right to be allowed to discharge the duties 
of my position without molestation or interfer- 
ence and subject only to removal as provided for 
by statute, 


These demands being politely refused the 
former clerks left the courtroom, 


Then came ex-Police Justice J. J. Ryan’s 
turn. Failing to gain admission by the 
back entrance to the courtroom he came in 
by the public entrance and was admitted 
behind the bar. He shook hands with 
Magistrate Flammer and sat down beside 
him. A whispered conversation followed, 
and Mr. Ryan presented this formal protest:

The case went over until Wednesday 
next and Sinnott was paroled. 

In the Tombs Police Court Magistrate

and retired immediately to his private room, 
where he remained for half an hour.

hind the bench. 

When Magistrate Deuel appeared in court 
at 9 o’clock, the first thing he did was to 
receive the typewritten protests of Clerks 
Rosenthal, Ryan, Sullivan, Betts, and 
Knapp. Just then ex-Police Justice Hogan, 
who had vainly tried to gain an entrance 
through the Tombs Prison, appeared and 
asked Magistrate Deuel by what authority 
he was kept from taking his place and per- 
forming his duty as a Police Justice. 

“TI am acting under Chapter 601 of the 
laws of 1895.’’ replied Magistrate Deuel. 

‘“*You know that I belong to the Board of 
Police Justices,’’ said Mr. Hogan, “‘ and that 
I have been assigned by it to this court for 
the next month. Now, do you prevent_me 
from performing my duties as a Police Jus- 
tice or as a City Magistrate?’ 

Magistrate Deuel, after a moment’s hesi- 
tation, said with a smile: 

‘As a Magistrate.’”’ 

“* Appointed by Mayor Strong or by Mayor 
Grant’”’ persisted Mr. Hogan. 

“As a Magistrate appointed by the pres- 
ent Mayor. And I want to add, Judge Ho- 
gan, that I will absolutely keep you from 
sitting on this bench.”’ 

Mr. Hogan then handed his formal pro- 
test to Magistrate Deuel, who gated it and 
filed it away with his papers. The former 
Police Justice then left the room and the 
hearing of cases of no public interest was 
begun by the Magistrate in much the same 
manner as if hig title had not changed at 
midnight Sunda¥. 

Toneph Fox, Joseph Hock, and Otto Kopf, 
who was arrested by the Harbor Police Sun- 
day for selling beer near Bedlow’s Island on 
board the Iron Steamboat Company’s steam- 
er Perseus, were held by Magistrate Deuel 
for Special Sessions on a charge of violating 
the excise law. } 

Thomas Healy, Allen McVatty, D. O’Brien, 
and John Tracy, bartenders on board the 
barge Wiliam Vanderbilt last Sunday, 
were also held on a similar charge. 

Magistrate Deuel announced his determi- 
nation to enforce the law when sufficient 
evidence of its Infraction was presented. 

In Essex Market Court City Magistrate 
Simms took his seat on the bench at 9 
o’clock, having reached the Court House and 
gone to his room half an hour previously. 
The change in this court was more marked 
than in any of the others. Some of the 
rubbish which soiled its walls had becn 
swept away during the night, and hangers- 
on were kept in their proper place in the 
courtroom for the first time during the 
past five years. 

After Clerks Dineen, Hennessy, and Mc- 
Ilhenny of the former Police Justices 
Board had presented their typewritten 
protests, Bernard Martin p ented -him- 
self before the bench and said something

to Magistrate Simms about his early ar- 
rival in court, to which the latter made no 
reply. 

Mr. Martin, somewhat disconcerted, drew 
his formal protest from his pocket and 
read it aloud. When he had finished, Mag- 
istrate Simms, who had meanwhile been 
writing, looked up for the first time, and 
reached out his hand for the protest. 

The dismantled Police Justice, instead of 
handing over his protest, as the others had 
done, folded it up again, and put it back 
in his pocket, remarking as he did so: 

“This is my private property.” 

After court proceedings had been begun 
there was a slight delay owing to the ab- 
sence of Mr. Hayes, the former chief clerk, 
who alone knew the combination of the 
safe where the records were kept. Mr. 
Hayes came into court later, and after a 
friendly chat with Magistrate Simms, 
opened the safe and handed in his protest. 

The distinguishing feature of the busi-/ 
ness at Essex Market Court yesterday was 
the few excise cases, which have hitherto 
been numerous Mondays. 

The following are some of the offenses 
ascribed to prisoners in the Essex Market 
Court: 

Fighting, disorderly conduct, and pro- 
fanity; fighting, disorderly conduct, and 
refusing to go when ordered; fighting, dis- 
orderly conduct, and interfering with an 
officer; extortion, disorderly conduct, and 
fighting; shooting craps. 

The Justice fined several prisoners, but 
when they tendered the money in payment 
to the Chief Clerk, the Magistrate told the 
latter not to receive it, because he was 
not yet under bonds, but to tell the prison- 
ers to pay it in the prison. 

Keeper O’Brien was unable to accept the 
money, because he had not received full 
committments, and prisoners who were will- 
ing to pay their fines were locked up in jail 
and deprived of the liberty they were will- 
ing to pay for. Among the prisoners so 
treated were five ‘“‘crap”’ shooters, boys 
under eighteen years of age. 

By 11 o’clock the court was going along 
smoothly, and Magistrate Simms was 
rapidly disposing of the cases. 

In the Yorkville Court Magistrate Mott 
took his seat at 9 o’clock. Before the day's 
work was actually begun the Magistrate 
was called into his private room, where 
he received the protest of ex-Police Justice 
McMahon. P 

Magistrate Mott proceeded slowly and 
carefully at first in the discharge of his 
new duties. Some of the cases which he 
heard related to the sale of liquor in res- 
taurants, where the police alleged that the 
food served was merely a cover for the 
drink. In these cases ‘ire Magistrate’s 
questions showed that his desire was to 
bring out the merits of each case as to 
whether the meal was legitimate or only 
used as a pretense. 

In the Manhattan Oyster House, where 
Patrolman O’Neil had procured a sandwich 
and beer from a waiter named Thomas 
Gilchrist, at. 806 Columbus Avenue, Magis- 
trate Mott finally decided to hold the 
waiter to answer. At the same time he 
told the patrolman to arrest the proprietor 
as well as the waiter the next time a sim- 
ilar incident occurred in the proprietor’s 
presence. 

Thomas Rock, of 345 East Twenty-first 
Street, was held because he prevented Pa- 
trolman Keating from entering the saloon 
of Frank McCabe, at Twenty-first Street 
and First Avenue, Sunday, to make an 
arrest.

quiet and orderly manner. A number of 


-Harlemites attended the court in antici- 


pation of a scene of some kind,,in which 
expectation they were disappointed. 

Patrick J. Divvar, the retired Police Jus- 
tice, did the protesting in this instance. 
Clerk Welde presented the protest of the 
clerks, and the Republicans of the Twenty- 
sixth District Club presented a floral horse- 
shoe. Magistrate Crane’s first judicial act 
was the gracious one of discharging John 
Ward of One Hundred and Fourteenth 
Street and Amsterdam Avenue. Ward said 
it was his first offense. 

In the Morrisania Police Court a few 
minutes before 8 o’clock a tall young man 
with a heavy black mustache announced 
himself as Robert C. Cornell, the new City 
Magistrate. He was received by the court 
squad of police and James McCabe, the new 
cierk, who was transferred Sunday from 
the Harlem Police Court, where he filled 
¢ similar place under the old Police Jus- 

ces. 4 

The first case heard was that of Patrol- 
man Farley against John J. O’Brien of 
One Hundred and Sixty-first Street and 
Sedgwick Avenue, where the latter keeps 
a hotel. Farley went into the hotel Sunday 
in plain clothes and asked for a drink, 
which was refused to him unless he ordered 
something to eat with it. Thereupon he or- 
dered crackers and cheese and beer. ‘Then 
he arrested O’Brien for violating the excise 
law. After careful consideration Magis- 
trate Cornell decided that O’Brien had 2om- 
plied with the law, and discharged him. 
It will be seen that his decision is dia- 
metrically opposite to that given by Mag- 
istrate Mott in a similar case. 

After this case was disposed of, Mr. Koch, 
formerly Police Justice, presented his pro- 
test, and his right to sit was denied by 
Magistrate Cornell. 

Then the excise case of Patrolman Walsh 
against Henry Beekman, who keeps a sa- 
loon at 228 Willis Avenue, came up. Walsh 
had to buy crackers to get two bottles of 
what the proprietor told him was Weiss 
beer. Some of the beer was produced in 
court in its original pacgage, and Magis- 
trate Cornell, after smelling it, held Beek- 
man in $100 bail for trial. 

The most serious case before the Magis- 
trate was a charge of forgery preferred 
against Francis L. Whitman, twenty-five 
years old, who said he was a _ real 
estate dealer of 359 East One Hundred and 
Fifty-seventh Street, who, it is alleged, 
swindled George Wenze of 3,007 Third Ave- 
nue and Christian Brockardt of Elton 
Avenue, both of whom were his friends. 
Whitman was to have been married next 
Wednesday. Last Wednesday he asked 
Wenze t® cash a twenty-doliar check signed 
A. L. Gebbs, drawn on the Hamilton Pank. 
Wenze di@ so, and the next day cashed a 
similarly drawn check for Whitman for 
$20. The prisoner presented similarly €rawn 
checks for $20 each to Brockardt, with the 
Same success. The checks were returned 
from the Hamilton Bank last Saturday as 
worthless, and Whitman then gave checks 
for the amounts on the Mount Morris Pank, 
signing his own name. These were found 
to be worthless. 

Whitman told Magistrate Cornell that he 
had loaned a large sum of money to several 
people who had told him that they had de- 
posited it in the Mount Morris Bank. He 
was held for trial in default of $500 bail. 

Magistrate Cornell said that it had been 
decided to hold continuous sessions of the 
new courts every day, excet Saturday and 
Sunday, when the courts would be closed at 
12 and 11 o’clock respectively.

BOSTON’S NEW CIF¥Y CHARTER 


Many Changes Made in Heads of De- 
partments and Other Officers. 


BOSTON, July 1.—The new heads of de- 
partments assumed their duties this morn- 
ing in the different City Hall departments 
under the new city charter. The result has 
been a wholesale reduction in the forces 
and salaries. 

The Surveyors and the Board of Survey 
officers have been consolidated with the 
Street Commission office, and the names 
sent to the Mayor were only reappoint- 
ments, and in many cases their salaries 
were increased. Mayor Curtis has, how- 
ever, drawn a blue pencil through sixteen 
of them, and reduced the salaries of many. 

The Election Board organized with Linus 
E. Pearson as Chairman, and M. W. Bour- 
lin as Secretary. 

Dr. A. B. Heath, the new head of the 
Institution Department, assumed charge at 
10 o’clock. He appointed Dr. Edwin W. 
Dwight as Deputy, and Hubert Pope Secre- 
tary. There will be no other changes in the 
office under Dr. Heath. City Architect 
Wheelwright turned over the effects cf his 
office to Superintendent Bogan of the Build- 
ings Department. The unfinished business 
of the office will be continued under Super- 
intendent Bogan. 

Water Commissioner Smith and _ his 
deputy, Jeremiah McCarty, assumed their 
charge at 10 o'clock. 

Considerable power has been taken away 
from the Public Institution Commission 
which the old board enjoyed for years. In 
the future no person confined in any of the 
institutions of the city shall be released by 
the new Commissioner, unless the release 
is approved by the Justice of the court 
which imposed the sentence, It is said this 
will have a tendency to overcrowd the in- 
stitutions of the city. 

Col. Henry S. Russell also assumed con- 
trol of the Boston Fire Department, and 
at once reappointed Lewis P. Webber as 
Chief and the executive ofticer of the Com- 
missioner.

FREE TRADE, CHARITY, AND SINGLE TAX 


Subjects Discussed at the National Ke« 
form Conference, 


RICHMOND, S. I., July 1.—The third ses- 
sion of the National Reform conference, at 
Prohibition Park, to-day, was attended by 
a small audience. Ernest Crosby of New- 
York presided. Erastus Wiman spoke on 
the subject of free trade. 

Mr. Wiman said his own conviction, 
after all the careful thought upon this sub- 
ject permitted to an ordinary business man 
located in a nitch where commerce ebbed 
and flowed, was that protection was a huge 
mistake. The policy which called for the 
taxation of 90 per cent. for the benefit of 


the other 10 per cent. was false and falla- 
cious. It was false economy because of its 
injustice. I- was fallacious because in the 
end it could not be successful. 

The only prosperity, declared the speaker, 
had come from the exercise of free trade 
between the forty nations that make this 
world. Had protection been carried to a 
logical conclusion there would have been 
no trade between the States. Great as has 
been the growth of internal commerce, 
because of this freedom, our foreign com- 
merce would have far exceeded it if free 
trade had prevailed. 

Already, under the Wilson bill, he said, 
the tide has turned. 

Van Buren Denslow, who was to have 
stereo @ paper on protection, failed to ap- 

ear. 

Bolton Hall, Secretary of the Tax Reform 
League, delivered an interesting address 
on “ Taxation and Charities.” He con- 
tended that the present charities were be- 
ing — and were doing more harm 
than good. He advocated as the most 
efficient and cheapest of all relief, the plan 
to allow the poor to cultivate vacant lots 
near the cities. This, he said, is being 
done in about thirty cities. 

George Stevens of Philadelphia made an 
interesting address on the “Single Tax’ 
subject.

Leon Harvier, who for the last twent$ 
years has been a familiar figure in Wall 
Street, and prominent in literary and theate- 
rical circles, died aS his home, 29 West 
Tenth Street, Saturday evening, at the age 
of forty-three years. He had been fll fos 
about five weeks with brain fever, compli- 
cated with pneumonia. 

Mr. Harvier was born in this city ané 
educated at St. Francis Xavier’s College 
and Charlier’s French School, and after- 
ward completed his education in Europe, 
where he traveled extensively. He wag 
an authority on the early history of the 
city and proud of being a New-Yorker. 

His father was Calixte Harvier. Leom 
and his father were at one time in parte 
nership together in the Harvier Building at 
49 Exchange Place. [eon spent nearly 
twenty-five years in Wall Street. During 
that time he was connected with Arthur 
Kimler & Co., Brown Brothers & Co.’s 
banking house, the Credit Lyonnais, and for 
the past ten years with the Kiernan News 
Agency, now merged into the New-York 
News Bureau. While identified with the 
news bureau he was correspondent and 
representative of European newspapers, 
sending daily financial letters. 

Mr. Harvier was one of the original meme 
bers of the old Arcadian Club, which 
was the nucleus of the present Lotod 
Club. He was interested in politics from 
a patriotic standpoint, never seeking or 
desiring office. Literature and things theate 
rical were his special amusements. He 
read and remembered everything worth 
reading, and was an acknowledged critic. 

Some years ago Mr. Harvier married 
Miss Evelyn Baker, daughter of the late 
George Appleton Baker of Boston, and at 
one time a well-known actress. .Mr. Hare 
vier was a brother of Ernest Harvier.

Charles R. Karutz, Alderman-at-Large 
died at his home, 102 Ewen Street, Brooks 
lyn, of Bright’s disease yesterday morning. 
He had been ill for four weeks. The iast 
time he appeared in the Aldermanic chame 
ber, he was very weak, and had to be 
assisted from the City Hall to a car. 
He was born in Bierbone, Germany, in 
1846, and came to this country with his 
parents in 1862, and settled in the Sixteenth 
Ward, Brooklyn.

THOSE FIGURES FOR 1893. 

After publishing and circulating hun- 
dreds of columns of misleading compari- 
sons between the imports of the first 
seven or eight months of the new tariff 
and those of the corresponding months 
one year ago—when the people of this 
country were buying as little as possible 
either at home or abroad—the organs of 
the high-tariff associations and certain 
Republican daily papers have been 
driven by our exposure, as they admit, of 
the unfairness of such comparisons to 
publish statements relating in part to an- 
other period. 

We showed, by the official figures, that 
in the leading schedules of dutiable goods 
the imports for the first seven or eight 
months of the new tariff had been consid- 
erably less than the imports for the cor- 
responding months two years ago (the 
fiscal year 1895) when the McKinley tar- 
iff was in full force. 

Do the high-tariff associations or the 
tepublican daily journals venture now to 
publish this comparison with 1893? They 
studiously avoid any mention of it, and 
point to a comparison between the im- 
ports of this year and those of the cor- 
responding months of ‘the fiscal year 
1890, the first months of the McKinley 
tariff. The figures thus obtained are 
slightly to their advantage, but. every- 
body knows that the demand for im- 
ported goods here was supplied in part 
during the first months of the McKinley 
tariff by the large quantities imported 
just before that tariff went into effect.

The latest of the admirable series of 
publications issued by Messrs. G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons, the title of ‘' Ques- 
tions of the Day,” is ‘‘ Real Bimetallism,”’ 
by Everett P. Wheeler, Esq., of this city. 
It is worthy of note because its author 


under 


is neither a professional student of eco- 
nomics nor, in the ordinary sense, a poli- 
tician. He is a hard-worked lawyer, the 
incumbent of a place in the City Govern- 
ment—President the Civil 
Boards—which would give even less 
conscientious man abundant occupation 
for his spare. time, and in a number of 
ways is philanthropic, public-spirited, 
and busy about many things. He takes 
up this subject as an American citizen 
interested in the prosperity and henor of 
his country and a man of affairs with, 
perhaps, more than usual opportunity to 
study it in the light of the experience of 
other countries as well as our own. And 
he treats the subject with the directness 
and force that come of full knowledge, 
mature reflection, and the trained reason- 
ing faculty. 

What Mr. Wheeler means by “ real bi- 
metallism’”’ is very clearly stated in the 
following extract from his little book: 

** And now let me make one proposition 
to the free-coinage adwocates. You say 
that the free coinage of silver would tend 
to equalize the value of the two metals, 
and that this would be done by natural 
means, without any legal compulsion. 
Would you agree to repeal all laws mak- 
ing silver a legal tender, if on our part 
we should agree, on that basis, to allow 
silver to be coined by the Government 
without charge to the purchaser, (own- 
er?) In other words, are you willing to 
let each.of the two metals stand on its 
own bottom, without any aid from a 
legal-tender quality? ”’ 

That proposition, as the author says, 
is an absolute test of the inherent 
weakness of the whole free-coinage 
argument. His work contains a num- 
ber of instances of acute analysis and 
practical refutation of specific argu- 
ments made by the free-silver men, and 
particularly in “‘ Coin’s Financial School,” 
and they are valuable, because many 
minds are entangled in plausible argu- 
ments, but the essential and irresistible 
refutation of them all lies in this terse 
proposition, based on the real relation of 
the two metals in the markets of the 
world. 

We call attention to this little volume, 
not only on account of what we regard as 
its substantial value, but because of the 
spirit in which it is written. Mr. 
Wheeler says in his modest preface: 


“I offer this book to my countrymen as a 
partial payment of the debt which every 
American cwes to the cause of good gov-

When the Court of Appeals had at last 
confirmed the judgment it seemed that 
the murderer’s shifts for delay had been 
exhausted.

But his counsel, 
by dint of applications quite without 
merit or plausibility, and his friends, 
by working upon the sympathy of 
Gov. Morton, with the appeal that 
Buchanan was not prepared to dic, 
managed to postpone the executiog of 
the sentence for more than two months 
longer, and to confuse: the Warden of 
Sing Sing as to what his duty was in 
the premises. In this latter operation 
the Attorney General of the State has 
taken a not very creditable part. 

It was almést inevitable that the suc- 
cess of these various pretexts for delay 
should have encouraged the murderer to 
believe that there was no end of such 
pretexts and that the sentence would not 
be executed at all. He must, therefore, 
have been in a more backward state ot 
preparation for death after the last pre- 
text had been taken away than at the time 
for which he was first sentenced, It is evi- 
dent, also, that the exemplary effect of 
punishment is greatly weakened by such 
delays. A criminal who is assured that 
if he commits a wanton murder he may 
be executed after three years is very 
much less apt to be deterred by such a 
prospect than by the prospect that if the 
evidence against him warrants his con- 
viction he will certainly be put to death

There are hundreds of saloons in this city 
that are within 200 feet of a school or a 
church, and it has been, perhaps, the gen- 
eral impression that,in every such instance 
a plain provision of the law was violated. 
That such is not the case is made pain- 
fully plain by a decision rendered yesterday 
by the General Term of the Superior Court, 
ordering a mandamus to issue compelling 
the Excise Board to renew the license of 
one Cairns, whose saloon is only eighty feet 
from St. Agnes’s School. The court holds 
that the statute does not apply to places 
that were in existence at the time of its 
passage, in 1892, and that the board's 
refusal to renew this particular license was 
illegal. The law is somewhat obscure, but 
its wording seems to sustain the present 
interpretation. That being the case, an 
amendment of the law is evidently needed. 
Whatever may have been the intention of 
the Legislature, there is no doubt that 
public sentiment is against the existence of 
saloons close to churches and schools. Such 
propinquity is offensive for a score of rea- 
sons. 


In a more superstitious age than this, the 
Defender’s refusal to enter the element in. 
which she is expected to win so much glory 
for herself, her owners, and the country 
in general would have been considered a 
most unlucky omen. Even now, the acci- 
dent is not quite without significance. To 
assert that some one has been careless 
would probably be unjust, but that some 
one has been something that does not prom- 
ise well for victory is too obvious to be de- 
nied. The date of the great races is so 
near that there is no time to be wasted if 
the yacht is to be in perfect condition when 
the day of trial comes. There will, there- 
fore, be a shade of impatience in the com- 
miseration which the boat’s builders and 
owners receive on account of their mis- 
fortune.

relatively or intrinsically useless. 


Some of the figures of the Kentucky 
Democratic State Convention are worthy 
to be borne in mind by those who are dis- 
tressed because the outcome promises to be 
a united vote by the sound-money and sil- 
ver Democrats. The platform reaffirming 
the National platform of 1892 and the Na- 
tional Administration was adopted by a 
vote of 647 to 233. Hardin, the candidate 
for Governor, was nominated by a vote of 
468% to 409% for three other candidates. 


Civil administration of the National 
Weather Bureau has been cheaper than 
military administration. The expenditures 
for four years under civilian control end 
direction, were about $3,400,000, for which 
appropriations of $3,632,053 were made. 
Out of $878,489 appropriated for the present 
year, only $835,000 was expended, leaving 
a surplus of about $43,000. The comparison 
in favor of civilian control is striking. The 
average cost per year for ten years under 
the War Department was $924,661; for four 
years of civil management the average was 
$849,523.

It was to the effect that after 
he had become a candidate for Clerk, Mayor 
Strong had given him two letters, one to 
City Magistrate Flammer and the other io 
City Magistrate Kudlich, warmly indorsing 
him for appointment as Clerk; and that, 
after these letters had been sent, the Muyor 
sent private letters to the two City Mazis- 
trates saying that they need pay no atten- 
tion to his previous letters. 

Mr. Davis’s friends said that he told the 
Mayor what he “thought about it.” But 
the Mayor was quite as happy after Mr. 
Davis had seen him as he had been before. 

The Mayor yesterday signed the ordinance 
compelling all vehicles carrying passengers 
at night to display lights.

AN OLD FRIEND TALKS ABOUT GEN. GRAN? 


His Quiet and Unobtrusive Manners 
Again Testified To. 


From The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 

Col. John Grandison, a Scotchman, seven 
ty-eight years old, who lives on Salt Creek, 
near Vanceburg, Ky., lately told some ine 
teresting stories about Gen. Grant. Col. 
Grandison was a partner of Simpson Grant, 
the General’s brother, in the tanning busie 
ness, 

“In the early fifties,” he said, “ Capt 
Grant, who was stationed at Oregon, came 
on a three weeks’ visit to his brother at 
Esculapia Springs. He, his brother, and I 
slept in the same room. The young Cap- 
tain exhibited the same ci. racteristics then 


that distinguished him in after life. He wags 
then the quiet, sflent man—no display what- 
ever—nothing that would faintly indicate 
the coming hero of the age. He was kind, 
quietly courteous, but obtrusive in nothing. 
Old Jesse Grant, at that time, did not 
dream that his son possessed any ability 
beyond the ordinary. 

“ After this visit to Esculapia, I saw the 
General no more until I called on him at 
the White House, soon after his first elece 
tion. I wrote on my card: 

“ JOHN GRANDISON, 
“Simpson Grant’s Tannery, 
**Esculapia, Ky.” 

“ You bet that card brought a hurried ine 
vitation for old John to step right in! I 
got as enthusiastic a reception as a Major 
General could have gotten. He delighted 
to talk- about common things with common 
men. He inquired about the tanyard, and 
the people he met there with seemingly as 
much interest as if he were discussing a 
military campaign.” 

After the war, when Gen. Grant was. a 
candidate for President, Col. Grandison wag 
at Maysville, Ky., and, seeing a group of 
men gathered about a man who was talk- 
ing enthusiastically, he went up, drawn by 
common curiosity. 

The man to whom the group was listen- 
ing was telling how he had seen Gen. 
Grant drunk at WHsculapia Springs a few 
years before,and how he had seen him there 
suffering with delirium tremens. -Col, 
Grandison pushed through the crowd and 
denounced him as a liar. 

“You were not at Esculapia Springs at 
that time,’’ roared Col. Grandison, “ and 
had you been you would never have seen 
a quieter, nicer gentleman than Capt. Grant 
was while on a visit to his brother there.” 

Up to the death of Jesse Grant, the Gen- 
eral’s father, Col. Grandison was a frequent 
visitor at his home. 

““T went to see him at Covington soon 
after the General was nominated for the 
first time,’’ said Col. Grandison. ‘“‘ He was 
in a towering rage, and convulsed us all 
with laughter when he swore he would 
spend every cent he had to help defeat his 
son. He was mad because the General was 
giving up a life tenure in the Lieutenant 
Generalship to accept the Presidency.”

LONDON, July 1.—The sitting of the 
House of Commons to-day was marked by a 


very small attendance. As is customary 


upon the occasion of a change in the Min- 
istry the leading members of the Oppo- 
sition and their followers changed their 


seats, taking the side of the House former- 
ly occupied by the leaders and members of 
the majority. The Afghan Prince Nasr Ul- 
lah Khan occupied a seat in the Speaker’s 
gallery. 

In the House of Lords Lord Halsbury, the 
new Lord High Chancellor, took his seat 
upon the woolsack for the first time as the 
presiding officer, representing the new Gov- 
ernment. The galleries of the House were 
well filled and a number of ladies, the wives 
or daughters of peers, were present in 
bright costumes. 

Prince Nasr Ullah’ Kahn, after leaving 
the House of Commons, went to the House 
of Lords, where he was seated in the gal- 
lery set apurt for dignitaries. The business 
conducted in both houses was merely form- 
al, and they both adjourned after brief 
sessions. 

The Yorkshire Evening Post announced 
that Mr. Gerald William Balfour, Member 
of Parliament for the Central Division of 
Leeds, has been appointed Chief Secretary 
for Ireland. 

Mr. Balfour is a brother of the Right Hon. 
Arthur James Balfour, the newly appointed 
First Lord of the Treasury, to whom he 
has for some time been private secretary. 

The announcement of the appointment has 
created a great deal of surprise, but the 
authority for the statement is apparently 
beyond question, The Post being Balfour’s 
present organ. Gerald William Balfour is 
not known in political circles except as a 
young and promisin,; politician. 

In a speech to his constituents in West 
Bristol, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, said the Govern- 
ment hoped to carry through the House of 
Commons before dissolution the Factory 
bill introduced by the late Liberal Gov- 
ernment. 

The Right Hon. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
was re-elected to Parliament to-day, on the 
occasion of his oppointment to the Cabinet 
office of Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

The Right Hon. Arthur James Balfour 
was to-day re-elected to Parliament, to 
represent the East Division of Manchester, 


his appointment to the office of First Lord 
of the Treasury requiring his return by his 
constituents. 

The Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain was 
to-day re-elected to represent the West 
Division of Birmingham in the House of 
Commons. The occasion of the election was 
the appointment of Mr. Chamberlain to the 
Cabinet office of Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. 

Sir Henry James, the newly appointed 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, has 
written to his constituents in Bury, which 
district he represented in the House of 
Commons, a farewell letter, upon his ac- 
ceptance of a peerage. : 

Henry M. Staniey, the well-known African 
explorer, will again contest the North Divi- 
sion of Lambeth in the coming general 
election for members of Paliament.

ENGLISH FRANCHISE 


Charles Dilke, Henry Labouchere, and 


Others Attack Conservatives. 


LONDON, July 1.—Sir Charles Dilke, 
Henry Labouchére, and other Radicals have 
issued a manifesto demanding a reform in 
the registration and franchise laws, so that 
One man will have only one vote. 

They also demand a reform in Parliament- 
ary procedure so as to prevent willful ob- 


struction and to bring about the abolition of 
the legislative power of the House of Lords. 

The manifesto declares that in the coali- 
tion Government all the forces of monopoly, 
privilege, and reaction are combined. 
Against them must be evoked the moral 
courage and strength of the free electors.

HAVANA, July 1.—Col. Aldavo reports 
from Ciego de Avila that a Government 
force, uhder command of Major Chabran, 
has routed the insurgent bands under Cas- 
tillo and Zayas, killing three men and capt- 
uring a number of saddle horses and a 
quantity of arms.

There 
are a great many Cubans, prominent in bus- 
iness and politics, who come to your country 
and become citizens simply for the purpose 
of arousing friendly sentiment here. They 
do not renounce their citizenship in Cuba,

RUSSIA’S VLADIVOSTOCK ARMY. 


An Improbable Report of Aggressive 
Measures Against Japan. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Among diplomats 
who are in a position to be informed re- 
garding the movements of Russia in the 
Orient, the published statements that that 
Government has mobilized an army of 
80,000 men at Vladivostock and massed her 
ships in the harbor at that port for tlic 
purpose of striking a blow at Japan, re- 
ceive but little credence. 

It is pointed out that such a mobilization 


of troops could hardly be conducted, even | 


at Vliadivyostock, without those countries 


interested in watching Russia becoming 
cognizant of it. It is also said that Russia 
could not have such a number of men it the 
far East unless the troops stationed in Si- 
beria have been reinforced by the many 
bands of straggling soldiery belonging .to 
the various tribes which are included by 
Russia in her army footing. 

An army composed of such untried and 
undisciplined men would not, it is main- 
tained, be sent on an expedition against 
Japan if such an expedition were contem- 
plated. 

The ‘fact that ships are gathered at Viidi- 
vostock attracts no attention, for it is a 
military, naval, and coaling station, as well 
as a commercial port, and the number of 
vessels there was increased some time ag 
when the aspect of affairs was much more 
warlike than now. 

The well-known opposition of Russian of- 
ficers to the inspection of outsiders wouid 
operate against the gathering of such infor- 
mation as Capt. Sanderson of the Nor- 
wegian ship, according to the very doubtiul 
story put into his mouth, appears to have 
sécured. 

Only rarely has Russia permitted an in- 
spection of her army and her camps, and 
then only by accredited officers of a friend- 
ly Government. Such an opportunity at 
Viadivostock was: afforded United States 
Officers Upton and Forsyth several years 
ago. 

The army is encamped at a point whcre 
the ordinary commercial man or tourist 
would be unable to judge of its numbers 
or its strength, and how such an estimate 
as has been made was reached is a quescion 
that diplomats are unablé to answer. 

Just why Russia at this time should seck 
to*'make a warlike demonstration against 
Japan is something not comprehended here. 
The opposition of Russia to the terms of the 
treaty of peace with China was overcome 
by the subsequent modification of that con- 
vention, and, so far as the Government of 
Japan is concerned, there is no feeling of 
bitterness at all likely to lead to a rupture 
between the two countries. 

The principal grievance of Russia, it is 
pointed out, lies against China, and relates 
entirely to the loan she is about to make, 
but with that Japan has nothing to do. 


GRAVE FIRE LOSS IN PARIS. 


Military Stores Burned— 


Insuflicient Water Supply. 


PARIS, July 1.—One of the largest fires 
that has occurred in this city in some time 
broke out at noon to-day in the military 
equipment works in the Rue Rochechouart, 
in the northern part of the city. 

The fiames spread with the greatest ra- 
pidity, and the employes were quickly driv- 
en into the street. The firemen were prompt- 
ly at the scene, but their efforts to subdue 
the flames were rendered fruitless by a 
scarcity in the water supply. 

The fire extended to buildings on Rue 
Petrelle to the north and to Rue Condorcet 
to the south. The immense building on the 
latter street devoted to the manufacture of 
gas meters was destroyed. 

Altogether eight buildings, including sev- 
eral dwellings, were burned. It was not 
until late this evening that the fire was ex- 
tinguished. The loss in fully 1,250,000f. Im- 
mense crowds gathered in the vicinity to 
watch the conflagration, and it was neces- 
sary to call upon the troops to.aid the po- 
lice in cordoning the streets. 

Two firemen and dozens of civilians were 
severely hurt. 

M. Leygues, Minister of the Interior, vis- 
ited the injured in the hospital to which 
they had been taken. He presented to one 
of the injured firemen a medal for bravery. 
President Faure has given 2,000f. and the 
Municipal Council 1,000f. for the relief of 
the sufferers. The origin of the fire is un- 
known.

SOFIA, July 1.—The Bulgarian Govern- 
ment has addressed a note to the Govern- 
ment at Constantinople asKing an explana- 
tion of the Porte’s orders that the com- 
mander of the Turkish Army Corps at 
Adrianople shall act upon his own initiative 
in conducting movements upon the Mace- 
donian frontier. 

The note adds that Bulgaria herself will 
be compelled to take strong military meas- 
ures if they should be required in the cir- 
stances.

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James Renwick’s Old Masters Be- 
queathed to the Metropolitan. 


A RARE COLLECTION OF PAINTINGS 


Canvases Attributed to Rubens, Mu- 
rillo, Titian, and Vandyck—Con- 
ditions of the Gift—The 
Testator’s Will. 


A great collection of paintings will pass 
to the Metropolitan Museum of Art under 
the will of James Renwick, the celebrated 
architect, if the Trustees of the Museum 


agree to place the pictures in a separate 
room or alcove, 

The collection is one of the most valu- 
able ever held by a private individual in 
this country, there being seventy-four can- 
vases, estimated to be worth over $500,000. 
It embraces examples attributed to Rubens, 
Murillo, Vandyck, Velasquez, Titian, and 
other masters, and comprises about half of 
Mr. Renwick’s paintings. Whether the entire 
list is made up of genuine works by the 
painters whose names are attached to them 
is not positively known. 

Curater Storey of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, conceded to be one of the foremost 
authorities in the world in matters relating 
to the old masters in painting, said to a re- 
porter for The New-York Times last even- 
ing: 

“IT should not like to say whether the 
pictures in Mr. Renwick’s list are genuine 
examples of the old masters or not. It 
will require a careful examination to deter- 
mine that. I saw some of the pictures in 
Mr, Renwick’s gallery years ago, and I 
know that some of them were certainly 
old masters. Others were not. It is so 
Idng ago that I do not remember the paint- 
ings that I recognized then as genuine ex- 
amples.”’ 

“Will the Museum accept the pictures on 
Mr. Renwick’s terms?’ Mr. Storey was 
asked. ; 

“That, of course, I cannot say. That is 
a matter for the Trustees.”’

All these are given to the museum on 
condition that the trustees make an agree- 
ment in writing with the executors of the 
will that the pictures, bust and statue shall 


be set apart in a separate room or alcove, 
above which shall be the inscription: ‘‘ The 
James Renwick Collection,” or somethin 
similar, to indicate the origin of the gift. 
The trustees must also agree to keep the 
collection always open to the view of the 
general public on such days and hours as 
are set apart for the admission of visitors 
to other parts of the museum. The condi- 
tions are somewhat similar to those on 
which Miss Catherine Lorillard Wolfe gave 
her famous collection to the museum. It 
was some time before the conditions im- 
posed by Miss Wolfe were carried out by 
the authorities of the institution, for the 
conditions of her will required that the col- 
lection should be kept in fireproof rooms. 

Mr. Renwick, who died a week ago last 
Sunday, left altogether about 150 paintings, 
and Of these the seventy-four bequeathed 
to the museum are the choicest examples. 
The others are bequeathed to relatives and 
friends. The entire collection is still intact 
in Mr. Renwick’s late home at 28 University 
Place. 
The will making the gift was filed yws- 
terday in the Surrogate’s office for probate. 
The executors are Mr. Renwick’s nephews, 
James A. Renwick, Edward B. Renwick, 
and Augustin Monroe. The total value of 
Me. Renwick’s personal property is $800,000, 
of which the paintings make up the bulk. 
There is in addition real estate valued at 
$650,000. 

Should he museum ‘Trustees refuse to 
accept Mr. Renwick’s conditions, the paint- 
ings are to revert to the residuary estate. 
This residuary estate is to be divided equal- 
ly between the testator’s nephews and 
nieces, who are Edward 8: Renwick, Au- 
gustin Monroe, James A, Renwick, Edward 
B. Renwick, and William W. Renwick; 
Meta R. Sedgwick, and Elizabeth R. Whit- 
tinghame ; 

To William W. Renwick is given the 
testator’s collection of books on architect- 
ure. James A. Reywick is to have all the 
real estate owned by the testator in Tomp- 
kins County, N. Y. Various pictures and 
works of art are given to his relatives, 
and the books, furniture, jewelry, wines, 
&c., in the Universit: Place house are 
divided among the nephews and nieces. 

Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry, who was 
Mr. Renwick’s lifelong friend, is given 
a water-color painting by Tydont, and an 
oil painting by Carl Triebal. J, Lawrence 
Aspinwall, whom Mr. Renwick designates 
as “my friend and partner,” is to get 
his collection of books on “ English Ca- 
thedrals.”

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GIFTS FOR THE MUSEUM 


AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. — 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Washington to- 
day is a dreary desert, as far as official 
news is concerned. The President, the 
Secretary ‘of State, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the Secretary of Agriculture 
are all in Massachusetts; the Secretary of 
War its out West, the Secretary of the In- 
terior is down South, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral is preparing to take possession of his 
newly purchased residence in the city, the 


new Attorney General is in search of a 
home here, and Secretary Herbert is almost 
alone on active duty. 

But the routine business of the Govern- 
ment is jooving along with a smoothness 
never before observed at this time of the 
year, usually the period of many organic 
changes incident to the coming into effect 
of the new appropriations with the begin- 
ning of the new fiscal year. 

Those changes are quite pronounced this 
year on account of the recommendations of 
the Dockery Commission, but as all of these 
recommendations were formally sd by 
Congress and embodied in the appropriation 
bills, they have been known beforehand, 
and have been put into operation with 
scarcely any friction. It will take some 
time fully to disclose the great improve- 
ments in the business workings of the 
various departments which the recom- 
mendations of that commission have effect- 
ed. In one respect alone—the abolition 
of the unnecessary Auditors of the Treasury 
Department and the consolidation of the 
accounts under one controlling head—the 
result has been not only a great saving of 
money, but a most noticeable increase in 
efficiency. For the first time within living 
memory, the fiscal year has closed without 
one official account nomaining unbalanced 
and unacted upon in the Auditor’s Depart- 
ment of the Treasury. In other depart- 
ments the recommendations of the commis- 
sion have not yet been put into practical 
effect. The changes and consolidations rec- 
ommended are now going into force, and 
the results in the business workings of the 
departments will shortly become apparent. 

*,* 

If San Francisco reports as to the findings 
of the Steamboat Inspector stationed on that 
coast in the Colima disaster should prove ta 
be well founded, his report and the evidence 
accompanying it will be likely to receive a 
sharp overhauling when they reach the 
Supervising Inspector here for revision, and 
go before the Secretary of the Treasury 


for approval. But it is not safe to assume 
that the San Francisco statements on this 
matter are in any way accurate. They as- 
serted that the investigation had been or- 
dered from Washington. This was not true. 
The country is divided into certain steam- 
boat districts, over each of which there is a 
Supervising Inspector, who controls the ac- 
tions of his subordinates and takes the ini- 
tiative in all such cases as that of the 
Colima disaster, without waiting for or ex- 
pecting directions from Washington. Then 
it is the Severe oy rule to transmit the 
evidence taken and the recommendations 
of the local Inspectors to the Chief Super- 
vising Inspector withoul giving any pre- 
liminary publicity as to their contents. 
Under these circumstances it is regarded us 
highly probable that the statement pub- 
lished in certain San Francisco papers in 
regard to the findings of the local board in 
the Colima affair will prove to be as wide 
of the mark as many other statements froin 
the same quarter have recently been shown 
to be.

One persistent instance of misrepresenta- 
tion from the same quarter was to-day 
brought to notice in connection with J. Lamb 
Doty, a well-known Washingtonian, at one 
time a station agent and telegraph operator 
at Bryn Mawr, Penn., who for the last 
seven years has been United States Consul 


at Tahiti, and who was previously United 
States Commercial Agent to Bermuda. Mr. 
Doty seems to be of an enterprising turn of 
mind and to have secured a corner on the 
cocoanut market out there, cbtaining options 
upon large tracts of land and securing con- 
tracts for South Sea labor. This appears to 
have incited the jealousy of rival merchants, 
who have set afloat circumstantial stories 
as to his being in imminent danger of re- 
moval by the State Department. These 
stories have all originated in one San Fran- 
cisco newspaper, but have been sent all over 
the country. a TAA 

The first ground alleged for Mr. Doty’s 
impending removal was his having recently 
married, according to native customs, a 
native girl, under circumstances which 

“were reiated with all the coloring of a sen- 

! sational romance. The facts appear to be 
that Mr. Doty’s marriage was a prosaic 
one*entered into according to the customary 
forms several years ago; that his wife's 
father was a Wrench physician of repute; 
that his wife is a woman of education, and 
that they have one or two children, and no 
scandal whatever attaches to the union. 

The second allegation made against Con- 
sul Doty was that he had absented himself 
from his island home and had engaged in 
speculations which had brought down upon 
him the enmity of other merchants and for 
which he had been reprimanded by .the 
State Department. Assistant Secretary Uhl 
gives an effective quietus to these last as- 
sertions. He states that no complaints 
have been made against Mr. Doty, that no 
reprimand has been sent to him, but that, 
on the contrary, he is regarded as a most 
efficient Consul, who has been closely at- 
tentive to his duties and has given satis- 
faction to the department in every way. 
The allegation as to his commercial trans- 
actions is one with.which the State Depart- 
ment would have no right to interfere, even 
if it had been brought to its attention, 
which it has not been. Mr. Doty belongs to 
a class of Consuls known as “trading Con- 
suls,’’ classed together in the Diplomatic 
and Consular bill, under the heading of 
Schedule C, and who by law are permitted 
to engage in trade—a privilege which ts 
denied to all other Consuls, but which is 
accorded to them in consideration of the 
fact that their fixed salary is limited to 
$1,000 a year. Numerous efforts have been 
made in Congress to abolish this trading 
class of Consuls and to give all our Con- 
sular representatives abroad a salary suffi- 
cient to enable them to maintain them- 
selves without exercising the dangerous 
privilege of engaging in commercial specula- 
tions. Economists of the Holman school 
have, however, always differed from such 
recommendations. Mr. Belmont, : when 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs, prepared an elaborate bill abolishing 
all these trading Consulates, and Mr. Bay- 
ard, as Secretary of State, gave it his 
hearty approval, but it never advanced fur- 
ther than a favorable report from the For- 
eign Affairs Committee. 

Mr. Woty’s case, even if it: be true, as al- 
leged, that he has used his position to make 
a corner in the cocoanut market, is only 
one more illustration added to many of the 
inherent viciousness of the ‘ trading Con- 
sul’’ system. Our late Consul dt Mada- 
gascar, Mr. Muller, now in a French prison, 
affords another case in point.

WAGE ADVANCES GENERAL 


Iron Workers Receiving the Greatest 
Benetit. 


CLOTH OPERATIVES ALSO PROFITING 


The Amalgamated Association Scale 
Is Improved Upon by the Man- 
ufacturers of the Pitts- 


burg District. 


PITTSBURG, July 1.—The indications are 
now that there will be no interruption of 
work in the iron industry the coming Sum- 
mer, The iron manufacturers and Amalga- 
mated Association officials will meet this 


week and will, in all probability, decide on 
a scale similar to the one agreed upon be- 
tween the iron manufacturers of the Ma- 
honing and Shenango Valleys and the as- 
sociation last week. The scale adopted at 
Youngstown begins with a $4 rate per ton 
for puddling, on a card of 1 1-10 cents a 
pound for bar iron. The puddler will re- 
ceive an advance of 25 cents a ton for each 
advance of 1-10 of a cent a pound in bar 
iron. Since the settlement at Youngstown 
bar iron has been advanced 1-10 cent per 
pound, which makes the puddling rate $4.25 
per ton, . The chances are favorable for an- 
other 1-10 cent advance, which will make 
the puddling rate $4.50, or 50 cents higher 
than the rate fixed at Cleveland. The non- 
union as weil as the union mills in this dis- 
trict will pay this rate. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—Another gen- 
eral advance in the price of foundry pig 
iron was announced to-day by the Thomas 
Iron Company, which sets the price for the 
market in the East. No. 1 X is advanced 
to $13.50; No. 2 X for foundry, $12.50; No. 
2 plain to $11.75, and gray forge to $11.50 
per ton. The above prices are at the fur- 
nace, while to tidewater points the price is 
50 cents per ton more on each grade. The 
advance averages $1 per ton. 

FLORENCE, N. J., July 1.—The employes 
of R. D. Wood & Co.’s Florence Iron 
Works went to work to-day in better heart 
than they have for some time. An advance 
of 10 per cent. in their wages will take ef- 
fect to-morrow. This, will affect 500 men. 

NEW-HAVEN, July 1.—The New-Haven 
Rolling Mill, Fair Haven, has announced 
an increase in the wages of its employes of 
5 per cent. The new scale will go into effect 
in a fortnight, and will affect 150 men. 
The increase is the result of the recent im- 
provement in the business of the concern.

Company has posted a notice of a 10 per 
cent. increase in wages, to take effect to- 
The notice is signed by the receivers, 
Alvin Carl and P. J. Benlow, and affects all 
departments.

SOUND MONEY MAKING HEADWAY

vorable Reports from the South, 


Reports received at the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday show that the silver situa- 
tion is very much improved in the South 
and West.

The following letter from Howard Potter 


of Brown Brothers & Company has just 
been received at the sound money head- 
quarters of the Chamber of Commerce. It 
shows that the business world is still very 
much interested in the silver questton. The 
letter reads as follows: 

“We regard a fixed ratio between silver 
and gold at 16 to 1, or 22 to 1, or any 
other ratio, as something beyond the power 
ef man to maintain. It can be enacted, to 
be sure; but the enac* nent will have only 
an illusory and temporary effect if eon- 
fined to one nation, and only a qualified and 
limited effect even though enacted by a 
consensus of civilized netions. 

“Tt enacted only by one nation, the im- 
mediate effect will be that the less valuable 
metal will drive that which is more valuable 
out of circulation. That consequence was 
observed as long ago as the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and so reported to that Queen by 
Sir '‘homas Gresham. Observation ever 
since hres confirmed the truth of what he 
then reported, and it has accordingly be- 
come an axiom in monetary science under 
the name of ‘ Gresham’s law.’ 

“We can only hope that the intelligence 
of the American pecple will recognize a 
fact which is recognizer. now apparently 
by European nations. and that the disas- 
trous consequences which would inevitably 
flow from free coinage legislation, in what- 
ever form, may accordingly be averted.”

GOLD MEDALS FOR CLASS A RIDERS 


Managers of the Meet at Asbury 
Park Pleased with the Condi- 
tions Under Which the 
Prizes Will Be Won. 


ASBURY PARK, July 1.—With the ap- 
roach of the opening day of the big nation- 
al race tournament this Summer city is be- 
coming unusually active. People interested 
in the meet have already begun to arrive 
from distant points, and by the end of the 
present week cyclists and cycling will be the 
Beneral topics for discussion.

State Monopoly in Russia. 


‘ From The London Paily News. 

The task which the Russian Minister of 
Finance, M. Witte, has set himseif of grad- 
ually bringing the whole of the private rail- 
way systems under Government control and 
administration is now very nearly complet- 
ed. The Government has commenced well 
by making an enormous reduction in the 
goods and passenger tariffs, and the express 
trains on all the trunk lines are being in- 
creased in number and accelerated in speed. 
The next measure of the Minister was to 
acquire a monopoly of the great spirit in- 


dustry and a control of the retail trade 
generally. The wine and sugar duties are 
likely to come next, not as Government 
monopolies, but as Government commercial 
exploitations. Private competition, how- 
ever, will avagl little against so powerful a 
competitor. M. Witte has latterly arrived 
at the conclusion that the import of foreign 
coal would cease if the Russian producers 
knew how to push their own product. This 
native article has certainly ween sufficiently 
well protected for some years past by the 
almost prohibitive import iax of nearly &s. 
per ton imposed on British coal, but still 
the imports have continued, although in a 
lesser quantity. It is announced that the 
Ministry will open its own coal depots in the 
Black Sea ports and the interior centres, 
and it will, of course, undersell private trad- 
ers.

FENDER ARLOATATLAST 


~ Pulled Of the Ways by the Wrecking 
Tug Right Arm. 


NAT HERRESHOFF’S GLOOM VANISHED 


Whe Cradle Resembled a Bunch of 
Firecrackers—Defender's , Mast 
Stepped and She Is to be 
Rigged at Once. 


BRISTOL, R. L, July 1.—The launch of 
the Defender was completed this after- 
moon, when the boat yielded very unexpect- 
edly to a pull by the tug Right Arm, and 
came off the ways, where she had been 


firmly fixed. She is now safely afloat by 
the side of the Herreshoffs’ north pier, and 
fis apparently uninjured, so that, beyond 
the delay of a day in fitting her out, no 
harm has been done. 

Now that she is fairly afloat, everybody 
fs as happy as when she first started down 
the ways, and Nat Herreshoff’s gloomy look 
hoff’s gloomly look has given way to one, if 
has given way to one, if not of pleasure, 
at least of pleasureable surprise. 

For the coming off of the boat was indeed 
® surprise. The tug was making a last 
and apparently equally hopeless effort to 
tthe preceding ones, when suddenly some- 
thing gave way, and the boat slid slowly 
into the water. Just what was holding 
ther all the time probably no one will ever 
know, but the cradle must have caught 
hard on something, for when it came out 
from underneath the boat and was hoisted 
on the tug, it resembled, with its twisted 
rods and tangled timbers, a bunch of fire- 
crackers more than a launching cradle. It 
was fortunate for the boat that it did not 
crumple up earlier. 

The pulling off of the boat this afternoon 
Baved the use of pontoons, though they 
‘were on hand and ready. After the un- 
successful attempt of Sunday afternoon, 


the lashings to the cradle were renewed, 
as well as to the anchors out ahead of the 
tug, and at 2 o’clock this morning a sec- 
ond attempt was made, but the Defender 
still refused to move. 

The attempt this afternoon was in the 
mature of a forlorn hope, and succeeded, as 
forlorn hopes sometimes do. Preparations 
for it were made early in the afternoon, 
and at 2:30 o’clock the Right Arm started 
ahead full speed, and at the same time took 
all the strain on the cables to the anchors 
that the big steam windlass could get. The 
hawsers astern were stretched like iron 
bars, while the cables came in until the 
windlass could not get another inch. 

“It’s no use,” sang out Capt. Davis of the 
tug to Nat Herreshoff, who ws in a boat 
near by, but hardly were the words out of 
his mouth than something snapped under 
the Defender, and she began to yield to 
the tremendous pull upon her. 

Nat Herreshoff’s face lit up for a moment 
With the joy within, but a second later he 
was the taciturn designer again, and di- 
rected things as gruffly as at any previous 
time. 

Once started, the Defender moved quickly 
@nd as her stern reached the end of the 
Ways it dropped into the deep water of the 
harbor. while her bow rose somewhat in the 
fir. Then the stern lifted under the buoy- 
ancy of the long counter, and with a splash 
the bow dropped into the water and the 
Jaunching was complete. There was not 
S0 much enthusiasm as on Saturday, but 
very much more profound satisfaction.

Beat the Dragoon After Being Badly

The Vorant II., G. G. Tyson's thirty-four- 
rater, won her first race yesterday in the ppe- 
cial regatta of the Indiam Harbor Yacht Ciub.

starboard. On the point of sailing the Dragoon 
drew away from the Vorant, and the times taken 
as they tacked around the mark were: The 
Dragoon, 1:28:30; the Vorant, 1:34:00.

BRITANNIA Di FEATED AILSA AGAIN 


Howard Gould Says the Valkyrie Is 
a Fast Boat—His Niagara Beat- 
en by Dakotah on Time 
Allowance. 


ROTHESAY, Scotland, July 1.—Much to 
every one’s disappointment, Valkyrie III. 
did not race against the Britannia and the 
Ailsa to-day. It rained early in the morn- 
ing, and Lord Dunraven decided that it 


was unwise to get her new sails wet. When 
the rain cleared away, it was too late to 
get the Valkyrie ready to start. Lord 
Dunraven announces that the Valkyrie III. 
will sail in thé Clyde and other regattas only 
when the weather is suitable. He does not 
wish to run any risks of stretching sails or 
spoiling anything that may be affected by 
wet weather. The appearance of the cup 
challenger in the rest of the Clyde events 
is, therefore, entirely dependent on meteor- 
ological conditions.

she is superior to the Ailsa in moderate 
winds and light airs. Thus, the chances of 
the Ailsa being chosen to make an effort 
to capture thé cup representing the yacht- 
ing supremacy of the world are hardly 
worth consideration. She was squarely 
beaten on every point of sailing by the Bri- 
tannia, and she has ceased to excite won- 
der. Although the Valkyrie III. has not 
been tested in a good breeze against the 
Britannia, the impression ,.of yachtsmen 
here is that the cup challenger is a good 
deal better than the Prince of Wales’s cut- 
ter. 

The wind was from the east at first, and 
later shifted to northeast, blowing merrily. 
The Britannia won by 2 minutes and 41 
seconds clear of time allowance. The Ailsa 
is “apparently too heavily sparred, and has 


more sail than she can use profitably, even 
in ordinary weather, She showed much 
tenderness in the best breeze of the day. 

The starting gun sounded at 10:30, and 
the Britannia and Ailsa headed for the 
line. The Prince of Wales’s cutter got the 
weather berth and crossed at 10:30:09, with 
the Ailsa close on her lee quarter at 
10:30:16. Balloon forestaysails were set 
just as the racers got away. After turning 
Bogany Point, it was a broad reach, with 
the wind forward of the port beam to the 
Mount Stewart mark. The Britannia led 
the Ailsa past Ascog by about 49 seconds. 
The Britannia rounded the Mount Stewart 
mark at 10:51:10, with the Ailsa 50 sec- 
onds astern. 

It was a beat to the Largs mark, across the 
Firth; a reach, close-hauled, to Skelmorlie, 
and a run home, with the wind on the star- 
board quarter. In the run to the home 
mark, on the first round, the Ailsa picked 
up 10 seconds on the Britannia. On the 
first leg of the second round the Britannia 
added to her lead, rounding Mount Stew- 
art, with practically the same wind the 
yachts had at the start, a minute and a 
half ahead of the Ailsa. There was a 
rattling wind at the finish. The yachts, after 
rounding the home mark the second time, 
had a broad reach, diagonally across the 
quadrangular course, to Largs, and a reach 
to the finish, with the wind forward the 
starboard beam. 

The Herreshoff twenty-rater Niagara had 
as competitors over the thirty-one mile 
course to-day the Zinita and Dakotah, with 
which she had an unsatisfactory struggle 
on Saturday. The course was once around 
the quadrangle and diagonally across to 
and from the Largs mark. The Dakotah 
received 12 minutes and 55 seconds from the 
Niagara. The skippers of the Zinita and 
Niagara watched each other like cats, Capt. 
Barr cleverly held the Niagara on top of 
the Zinita until a moment before the pre- 
paratory gun sounded. The Zinita got clear 
then, after an effort. The os gun, at 
11:15, found the Zinita in the iagara’s 
weather. She forced the Herreshoff model 
leeward. In reaching down toward Ascog 
the Zinita had trouble shaking off the lively 
little ten-rater Dakotah. The times at the 
Mount Stewart mark were: Niagara, 
11:24:51; Zinita, 11:26:25; Dakotah, 11:27:12. 

There was no time taken at Largs, as the 
yachts were enshrouded in mist. The 
Zinita emerged from the grayness first, 
leading the Niagara by a minute. Both car- 
ried spinnakers from Skelmorlie to the 
home mark. The Niagara jibed around 
the mark, and, cutting across the Zinita’s 
stern, got on her weather quarter. The 
Zinita was only 9 seconds ahead. In the 
diagonal stretch across the quadrangle to 
Largs, the Zinita carried jibtopsail and 
balloon forestaysail, and the Niagaca had 
only her working forestaysail and no jib- 
topsail. Zinita led until the wind fresh- 
ened, when the Niagara sailed her down, 
dashing home in splendid style, more than 
2 minutes ahead of her. The Dakotah 
won by 2 minutes and 46 seconds on time 
allowance. 

A representative of The United Press last 
night visited Mr. Howard Gould on board 
the Niagara. Capt. Carter was with him. 
Mr. Gould thinks the Valkyrie III. is a very 
fast boat. He said that if she should win 
the America’s Cup, a challenge would be 
cabled to England forty-eight hours after- 
ward. He is well pleased with the Niagara, 
which he declares is a good all-round boat. 
She is specially fast in running. He does 
not care about racing the Dakotah on 
time allowance, preferring pure class rac- 
ing, in which the first boat home wins.

Jury Says Kunley Killed Himself, 


The inquest in the case of George Kunley,

AFLOAT AGAIN 


The Barge of St. John’s Guild Takes 
Its First Trip This Season. 


THREE HUNDRED LITTLE INVALIDS 


Improvements Have Been Mado 


Board the Boat Which Increase 


on 


Its Carrying Capacity— 
Those in Charge. 


There was a gathering of old friends and 
the introduction of several new faces at 
the first trip for the twentieth season of 
that marvel of modern philanthropic enter- 
prises, the Floating Hospital of St. John’s 


Guild, yesterday. Monday is a west-side 


day, and the first passengers were taken 
on at the foot of Fifty-second Street. 
From there the big barge, with all its 


banners flying gayly in the breeze, floated 
triumphantly down to Thirty-fourth Street, 
on to Tenth Street, and from there out for 
the day. 

Some of the babies on board were old 
voyagers—so to speak—having received the 
benefit of a trip on the barge a year ago, 
and others there were who had made their 
appearance in the world since the last trip 
of 1894. 

One of these was a tiny little black baby, 
whose little twin sisters—the babies of last 
year—were wild with delight at. the pros- 
pect of a long sail in a beautiful big boat. 

The first to arrive at the Fifty-second 
Street dock was a woman with a baby in 
her arms, a youngster of three clinging to 
her skirt, and two other small mortals 
grown accustomed to looking after them- 
selves—a boy and girl of five and six years. 

There were 300 of the little invalid passen- 
gers, and their attendant mothers and sis- 
ters—a goodly number for the first trip 
with an inauspiciously cloudy morning 
to start. “Grandma’’ McGregor, whose 
ninety odd years have made her a privileged 
character, was not present, to everyone’s 
surprise. The days when the hospital barge 
stops on the west side seldom fail to find 
“Grandma’”’ waiting patiently at the iast 
stopping place. She never needs a iicket, 
and officers and men are most assiduous 
in seeing that she is helped carefully aboard 
and furnished with a comfortable seat. 

Five of the trustees of the Guild were 
present, Dr. Charles A. Leale, ex-Presi- 
dent; John W. Weed, ex-Vice President; 
Dr. William Thurman, Dr. B. V. Thomp- 
kins, and John P. Faure, Chairman of the 
Foating Hospital Committee, who never 
fails to be present at the starting of the 
boats the season through. 

Mrs. Faure, Mrs. B. V. Thompkins, Mrs. 
Smith, Miss Fanny W. Kennett, and Mrs. 
Henry Winthrop Gray also accompanied 
the party. It was Mrs. Gray who, with 
Mrs: Robert B. Potter, last Summer at 
Bar Harbor collected $500 to endow a little 
crib in the hospital It is known as the Bar 
Harbor crib, and yesterday Mrs. Gray saw 
the first baby placed on the comfortable 
mattress which is a part of its furniture. 
It was a very sick baby, and will have to 
occupy the little bed more than once, 
breathe the fresh salt air, and receive the 
tender treatment of the hospital doctor and 
nurses before it is well and strong again. 

New iron cribs, painted white, with brass 
knobs, have replaced the old wooden ones 
of last year. A second crib, for which $500 
has been given, is named the Great Neck 
Meadow Club Crib. 

Another addition to the hospital are set- 
tees, with backs, for the women. This in- 
creases the seating capacity 160, and makes 
the maximum capacity of the boat between 
1,500 and 1,600. 

The size of the dressing rooms for women 
in connection with the salt-water baths has 
been doubled. That bathroom, with its hot 
and cold plunge and spray salt-water baths, 
is the glory of the- Floating Hospital. A 
large number. of women and children 
availed themselyes of the opportunity to 
use it yesterday. 

There were seventeen little patients taken 
to the Seaside Hospital for a prolonged 
stay. Nine of these, with their special 
nurses, were from the hospital in the city. 
One little girl, with hip disease, a great 
sufferer, was carried all the way in a 
steamer chair, lowered over the side of 
the large boat to the tender, and car- 
ried ashore and into the hospital without 
a jar. 

The funny incident of the day was due 
to a boy two and a half years old, who, 
pointing to the water barre!, demanded 
some beer. He was given water to drink 
and went away quite satisfied, only to 
came back shortly, asking in peremptory 
tones for ‘‘ more beer.”’ 

The attending physician this year, Dr. 
Amasa D. Chaffe, is new to the work. 
The matron, Miss Gertrude B. Mosher, 
serves on the boat for the first time. Miss 
Smith is the assistant matron. 

Miss Louise H. Birchall is the chief nurse 
and head of the trained nurse department. 
Miss Lois Kunz is in charge of the salt- 
water baths, and Miss F. M. Linton is in 
charge of the wards. Miss Belle J. Walton, 
Miss L. Henderson, and Miss Emma S. Hart 
are the nurses in charge of the deck. 

Capt. J. A. Kelly, who has been on the 
hospital five years as Superintendent, and 
L. D. Richards, Assistant Superintendent, 
who has been there for the last fourteen 
years, are still in charge. 

There have been a number of improve- 
ments made in the Seasice Hospital at New- 
Dorp, S. I. New white cribs have been add- 
ed, and the kitchen and laundry have been 
extended. Dr. Hanley is still tke physician 
in charge, and Mrs. Bristol! is the matron. 

The entire trip yesterday was in every 
way satisfactory, and gave promise of more 
anc better work than ever before.

POSTMASTER DAYTON APPRECIATED 


The Improvements Made During His 
Two Years in Office Recognized. 


When Postmaster Dayton went to his ofs 
fice yesterday. he found that his private 
room resembled a bower of roses more than 
it did the room in which for two years he 
has transacted the business of his depart- 
ment. Cards on some of the floral pieces 
bore the inscription wishing Mr. Dayton 
“that all his ventures may be as suc- 
cessful as his career for two years as Post- 
master.’”’ This told the story. Postmaster 
Dayton had held office for two years, and 
his clerks were showing their appreciation 
of his efforts in their behalf, and also what 
he had accomplished in that time for the 
mail service. 

Mr. Dayton had little to say on the subject 
of his two years’ service, but he looked the 
appreciation he felt of the thoughtfulnesg 
of his clerks. The heads of the various 
departments speaking for him, said, how=- 


ever, that the many improvements in the 
service under his régime would be as com- 
paratively nothing compared to what he 
would do if allowed to carry out his many 
ideas for the betterment of the service. If 
he can sectire the appropriations every 
branch Post Office will in time be connected 
with the general office, as will also every 
railroad station. By this means the wagon 
service will be dispensed with. 

He has made noticeable improvements in 
the service during the last two years. Thé 
branch at Forty-third Street and Lexington 
Avenue, where the mails coming and going 
from the Grand Central Station are handled, 
has been opened. -Branch V, which was es- 
tablished at Hudson and Franklin Streets 
for the accommodation of the wholesale 
dry goods district, outgrew its quarters and 
was removed to the Wool Exchange Build- 
ing. A branch station was established at 
Sixty-eighth Street and Third Avenue, and 
the handsome quarters of Branch O were 
obtained at Thirteenth Street and Fifth 
Avenue. The stamp business there for the 
last year has been $400,000. The Ellis Isle 
and Post Office has been made a branch of 
the New-York office instead of having, ag 
formerly, its.own Postmaster, and a great 
number of other branches have been estab- 
lished, and some removed to more commode 
dious quarters. 

The placing of large paekage and news- 
paper boxes in various places throughout 
the city was an idea of Mr. Dayton’s, ads 
was also the semi-monthly meeting of 
branch Superintendents where views are ex- 
changed. 

Mr. Dayton has always been very happy 
in his relations with the clerks in his de- 
partment. He has used his best efforts 
to have the classification bill, which failed 
of passage at the last session of Congress, 
made a law, and he was instrumental in 
having passed the $90,000 appropriation fot 
the employment of extra clerks and cars 
riers. He also removed the “spy gallery 
and provided resting rooms and closets for 
the clerks.

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PRODIGAL WITH WATER 


More Wasted in This City than It Is 
Necessary to Use. 


SECTION PUMPS AND LOWER PRESSURE 


Chief Engineer George W. Birdsall 
Explains the Reason the Press- 
ure Is Not the Same All 
Over the City. 


*“Nine-tenths of the valves in the city 
water mains were partly or wholly shut down 
by my orders,” said George W. Birdsall, chief 
engineer of the Department of Public 
Works, yesterday, to a reporter for The 


New-York Times. 
“You cannot have all the pressure you 


want everywhere,” continued Mr. Bird- 
sall. “‘I received this morning a letter from 
an owner of three houses on West Twenty- 
seventh Street, near the North River, com- 
plaining that he cannot get water to as- 
cend to his fifth stories this Summer, while 
he had plenty of water last Summer. 
“Well, the reason for this change is 


gimple. Last year I ordered the Ninth 
Avenue main to be gagged, while this year 
it is wide open. Leople down town have 
higher pressure and people in the inter- 
vening streets must be content with less.” 

“How far has the meter system been ap- 
plied to manufactories?” asked the re- 
porter. 

“We have put, or are putting, meters 
upon every building in town, except pri- 
vate dwelling houses. This includes sa- 
loons and every other place where the 
water supplied is not used for domestic 
consumption. At present we are adding 
meters at the rate of 2,500 a year.”’ 

“Are there many pumps connected di- 
rectly with the supply pipes attached to 
the mains?’’ asked the reporter. 

“Thousands of them,” replied Mr. Bird- 
Ball. 

“If all these pumps are sucking water 
from the mains, must not the adjoining 
houses which have no pumps suffer from 
lack of pressure?’’ was the next question. 

“The difference will only be five pounds’ 
pressure,’”’ said Mr. Birdsall, with great 
promptness, at the same time showing 
the reporter two charts. One of these rep- 
resented the gradual decrease in pressure 
in a twenty-four-inch main, as it runs down 
town. The other exhibited the variation in 
pressure of a twelve-inch main which runs 
in Chambers Street in front of the offices 
of the Public Works Department. The 
latter diagram showed sudden variations, 
due, Mr. Birdsall said, to the starting and 
stopping of suction pumps in the neigh- 
borhood. The decline in pressure in the 
twenty-four-inch main would run through 
the centre of the sudden variations in the 
twelve-inch main, thus proving that the 
pumps only disturbed the average pressure, 
but did not reduce it. 

A case was mentioned by the reporter 
where a large orphan school always had 
pienty of water, due to its suction pump, 
while the dwelling houses next to it had 
no water at all. Mr. Birdsall proved that 
such cases could not exist by another ref- 
erence to his diagrams, which the reporter 
failed to follow. 

“Has it ever been shown how much of 
the water of the city is used for .manufact- 
uring purposes, how much for proper do- 
mestic uses, and how much is absolutely 
Wasied?”’ asked the reporter. 

“No; that information has never ‘been 
obtained, even approximately, though I 
wish it could be,” was Mr. Birdsall’s reply. 
*“*I have a sample case of a friend of mine 
in Inwood, which shows how the use of 
water increases with the supply of it. 

“At this friend’s request, I ran a six-inch 
Pipe across to Inwood, but before doing so, 
I asked my friend to use a meter which I 
lent him. At that time he was using water 
Pumped into a cistern from a well. ‘After 
two weeks’ trial we found that the average 
consumption per day for each member of 
his household was eleven gallons, 

“When the six-inch pipe was laid my 
friend connected the new supply with the 
old fittings, putting a ball at the end of his 
inlet pipe, where it opened into the cistern. 
Some months later we ascertained that the 
average consumption per head per day of 
the members of his household had risen to 
thirty-seven gallons. 

“A year later my friend tore out his old 
fittings and substituted new ones, such as 
are commonly -used in ordinary city dwell- 
ing houses, There were additional bath 
tubs and all the conveniences for a supply 
of water on each floor, When these fittings 
had been in use for some time we tried the 
meter again, and found the average quan- 


‘tity had risen again to seventy-six gallons 


per day for each member of the household. 
Thus, you see, an abundance of water 
breeds increased use of it. 

“If London gets along with twenty-seven 
gallons of water a day for each inhabitant, 
how is it that New-York requires 100 gal- 
lons a day for each unit of its population?” 
asked the reperter. 

“That is largely because the people of 
London have been taught not to waste their 
Water supply, and also because of the 
peculiarity of the manner in which they 
are supplied,’’ replied Mr. Birdsall. ‘‘ They 
gct two or three hours a day each to fill 
their tanks, and that supply must last them 
until next day at the same hour, Here we 
give each owner of a lot witha house upon 
it a tap five-eighths of an inch in diameter. 
After the tap is cut in the street main they 
can put any size of service pipe they like 
upon it. 

“When we found that the supply of 
water wa®S likely to fall short of the de- 
mand in 1887, we began to put meters on 
the stables, then on the hotels, then on the 
saloons. The large manufactories have al- 
Ways had meters. In case a man’s dwelling 
house has more than twenty-five feet front 
We sometimes give him a three-quarter-inch 
tap, but generally add a meter also. 

“ Where is the water pressure highest in 
the city?’’ the reporter asked. 

“At the shore front, where the land lies 
lowest, because the pressure is always equal 
to the weight of a column of water as high 
as the head from which it springs.’ 

At this rate every thirty-three feet of 
height between the sea level and the level 
of the waterin the supplying reservoir gives 
a pressure of fifteen pounds to the square 
inch, because the weight of a column of 
water one inch in diameter and thirty-three 
feet high just balances the weight of the 
atmosphere. In practice, however, press- 
ure at rest is one thing and the quantity 
of water delivered at that pressure is an- 
other, the loss from friction in the pipes 
being considerable, especially when the 
diameter of the pipe is small, 

By partly shutting off the mains Mr. 
Birdsall decreases the quantity of water 
which can be obtained in a given time 
from all the service pipes connected with 
mains not wide open. The pumps are then 
get so much the harder at work, and with 
larger service pipes, and, therefore, less 
friction, absorb ‘the lion’s share of the 
total supply allotted to the district in which 
they are working. This can be shown in 
practice, no matter what pressures Mr. 
Birdsall may quote in theory. 


In the City of Glasgow, in Scotland, 


‘mich has admittedly one of the best and 


almost, if not quite, the best-managed 
water supplies in the world, the city au- 
thorities not only allow no suction pumps 
to be connected directly with the mains, 
but they will not even allow any alteration 
in the size of the service pipe between 
the street main and the house cistern which 
it supplies. For example, an ordinary dwell- 
ing house is allowed to have a half-inch 
tap in the main, with a five-eighths-inch 
pipe to the cistern, where it terminates 
with a pall cock. The householder is not 
allowed to take any supply off this pipe 
throughout its length. Neither is he al- 
lowed to increasé the size of his service 
pipe on any pretext, and Inspectors make 
frequent visits to houses to see that these 
rules are strictly observed. In the case of 
a high building, such as an apartment 
house, where the pressure is not sufficient 
to give a proper supply to the top of the 
house, the supply cistern may be placed 
in the cellar or on the first or second 
floor, and the suction pump connected with 
the cistern, which is open to the ordinary 
atmospheric pressure. In this way houses 
which have suction pumps have no advan- 
tage over those adjoining them, and the 
pressure in the mains is always normal 
and without variation, except from the 
automatic action of the ball cocks. 

Mr. Birdsall was asked by the reporter 
what the decline in pressure due to fric- 
tion amounted to in New-York City. He 
said that it averaged five pounds a mile; 
in other words, a difference of eleven feet. 
The larger the mains, the smaller the loss 
due to friction, which increases directly 
with the length of the pipe, but inversely 
with its diameter. 

In reply to some other questions, Mr. 
Birdsall said that the Central Park reser- 
voirs were full yesterday, but that the 
small reservoir at Forty-second Street 
would lose nine feet between Sunday night 
and Monday night. The last hot spell 
increased the average daily consumption of 
water from 150,000,000 gallons a day to 
175,000,000 gallons, or 25,000,000 gallons a 
day. No one could accurately foretell the 
quantity of water which each citzen would 
require a generation hence. There had been 
a constant increase per capita since the 
Croton Aqueduct was first opened, half a 
century ago. 


KING’S BRIDGE ROAD FRANCHISE 


Board of Aldermen to Act To-day on the 
Mayor's Veto of the Gift to the 
Third Avenue Company. 


The resolution of the Board of Aldermen 
granting the King’s Bridge Railroad fran- 
chise to the Third Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany, which was vetoed by Mayor Strong, 
will come up before the Aldermen at their 
meeting to-day for action on the veto mes- 
sage. 

Unless the Aldermen who favor the Third 
Avenue company can pass the resolution 
over the Mayor’s veto it dies. To do this 
they must have twenty-one votes. They 
had twenty on the previous passage and 
some of those who voted for the Third Ave- 


nue Company at that time said yesterday 
that they did not believe that an attempt 
would be made to pass it over the veto. 

The effort may be made, and if it is, it 
may be found that two of those who stood 
by the Third Avenue Company previously 
will vote against any attempt to pass it 
over the veto. 

There was no indication yesterday that 
the Mayor would be overruled. The Third 
Avenue Company has filed a new applica- 
tion for a similar route, and its new peti- 
tion will go to the board to-day. One of 
the provisions made in the new petition is 
that the Third Avenue Company will give 
to any other company desiring to eompete 
for the franchise the right to use its tracks 
fram St. Nicholas Avenue, on One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street, to the Boule- 
vard. This is an old suggestion of Edward 
Lauterbach, who says that it would give 
the Metropolitan Company a connecting 
link between the end of its line and the 
Boulevard, from which it could run its 
line into the desired territory. At present 
the Third Avenue Company has exclusive 
right to tracks on One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street. 


SIX-YEAR CADETS ASSIGNED TO DUTY 


Three Men Fail to Find Vacancies to 
Which They Are Eligible. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Secretary Her- 
bert has assigned the six-year naval cadet 
graduates to the corps in which they will 
hereafter serve, filling the twenty-one ex- 
isting vacancies in the line, eight in the 
Engineer, and one each in the Construc- 
tors’, and the Marine Officers’ Corps. The 
new ensigns are:

Under the statute of 1894, surplus graduates 
of the Naval Academy in the line can be as- 
signed by the Secretary of the Navy to the 
Engineer Corps of the Navy, although they are 
in the line division, provided they are reported 
by the Academic Board at the Naval Academy 
as proficient and are recommended for such as- 
signment.

| SANDWICHES NOT A MEAL 


Hotels Cannot Evade Excise Law by 
Serving Them with Drinks. 


WILL BE DRIER YET NEXT SUNDAY 


Chief Conlin and _ Police 
men Commended by President 

Roosevelt Their 
Work Sunday.

If last Sunday was “dry” in this city, 
it is probable that next Sunday will be even 
more so, 

‘““We are not going to let up,’”’ said Police 
Commissioner Roosevelt to a reporter for 
The New-York Times yesterday. ‘We pro- 
pose to enforce the laws as we find them, 
and while yesterday’s work of the police 
was very satisfactory, I am _ personally 
going to see that the law is even more 
strictly enforced next Sunday. 

“While I think that the police force did 


very well yesterday, I am ‘of the opinion 
that their vigilance can be exercised in a 
direction which has hitherto been somewhat 
neglected. I refer particularly to the ho- 
tels.”’ 

“Tt has been suggested, Mr. Roosevelt,” 
said the reporter, ‘“‘ that, the efficiency of 
the police may be impaired by reason of 
the er%rmous amount of excise duty the 
force is called upon to execute on Sunday.” 

““Not a bit of it,’’ replied Mr. Roosevelt. 
“We are, all of us, from the patrolman up, 
here to do our duty, If there is work to 
be done, it must be done. You may be 
very sure that we shall not tolerate any 
evasion or violation of any law which we 
have been sworn to uphold, and shall do all 
in our power to cause a strict enforcement 
of the excise law.’’ 

Commissioner Andrews expressed himself 
as satisfied with the manner in which the 
excise law was enforced Sunday. The 
Commissioner made a tour of five precincts. 
Talking of his experiences, Commissioner 
Andrews said: 

“I never saw anything like it. Every 
place seemed to be closed. In one instance 
I saw a man coming out of a saloon with 
a bundle under his arm, and I suppose it 
was beer or liquor. But I do not know it. 
I am convinced that the police did their 
best to enforce the law, and to some extent 
the Liquor Dealers’ Association helped us 
out.”’ 

One of the first acts of President Roose- 
velt yesterday upon arriving at Police 
Headquarters was to send for Acting Chief 
Conlin, Inspector Brooks, and the news- 
paper reporters. When they had assembled, 
Commissiéner Roosevelt, addressing Acting 
Chief Conlin, said: 

““T want to tell you that I am well pleased 
at the way the excise law was enforced 
yesterday. From my reports, observations, 
the reports in the newspapers, and from 
what my colleague, Commissioner Andrews, 
tells me, I feel that the department did its 
duty right up to the handle. And again, as 
I know you feel, you were setting a low- 
water mark yesterday, and the work is to 
be kept up all the time. 

“TIT am especially pleased, in view of the 
attitude taken by certain very worthy but 
misguided citizens, who have said to the 
Mayor and myself that we should not en- 
force this particular law. I need not tell 
you that we have got to enforce this par- 
ticular law as well as we enforce all other 
laws. This law has to be enforced, not- 
withstanding anything that may be said. 

“I whsh to emphasize two points. The 
first is that notwithstanding the fact that 
the police are doubtless much encouraged 
by what they believe the new Magistrates 
will do when excise cases are brought be- 
fore them, it must make no difference to us 
what they do. Our duty is plain. We must 
go straight ahead along the lines we have 
laid down and enforce the law, no matter 
what course the Magistrates yeirsue. 

‘“* Secondly, I am informed that in a num- 
ber of hotels liquor was given yesterday 
with what was nominally called a meal, and 
I will ask your especial attention to cases 
like that next Sundav. Keep the same vig- 
orous watch over hotels, and see that the 
big ones are not getting around the law, 
whether they give sandwiches with drinks 
for absurd prices or not. In cases where 
the same sandwich does duty with two or 
three beers T want the man who does that 
kind of business taken care of. 

“You must be careful to see that the 
places where the man of means gets his 
drinks are as tightly closed as the saloon 
where the poorest man in the city gets his 
drinks. Pay special attention to the ho- 
tels.”’ 

Chief Conlin told Mr. Roosevelt that the 
hotels had been attended to Sunday, and 
that several arrests had been made. 

‘TIT am aware of that,’’ said the President 
of the Police Commission, ‘‘ and I am glad 
of it. Let’s have more of it.” 

‘Before the interview terminated, Mr. 
Roosevelt requested Acting Chief Conlin to 
furnish him with a list of police officers 
who did excise duty particularly well Sun- 
day, and who got injured in any way in 
performing their duty. 

At the meeting of the Police Board yes- 
terday morning writs of certiorari were 
served upon the Commissioners in the cases 
of Patrick Mullen, Frank J. Borst, and 
Thomas Jefferson, who were dismissed from 
the Department some time ago, and are 
suing for reinstatement, 

A resolution was adopted making an act- 
ing Roundsman of Patrolman Michael 
J. Tierney, who is detailed in the 
President’s office at Police Head- 
quarters. It was stated that Tierney 
had accompanied Commissioner Roosevelt 
on several of his midnight trips around the 
city, and that more recently he has been 
out alone several nights under instructions 
from the President looking for delinquents. 
He will continue to do duty in the Presi- 
dent’s office in the day time, and act as a 
special Roundsman at night. 

Patrolman Jacob IF’. Meyer, of the Broad- 
way squad, was commended in a _ report 
sent to the board by Acting Capt. Oates for 
stopping a runaway horse attached to a 
coupé at Fifth Avenue and Twenty-third 
Street June 17. The officer was dragged a 
block before he brought the horse to a stop. 
Mrs. Brooker of the Hotel Waldorf was 
in the coupé. Meyer was awarded honor- 
able mention. 

The suggestion made by A. A. Levy of 
Nassau Street, that policemen should wear 
russet shoes, was not adopted, Commis- 
sioner Grant, as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Repairs and Supplies, making 
an adverse report. . 

The trial of Policeman Byrne for drunk- 
enness and creating a disturbance in a 
Broadway cable car, which was to have 
taken place yésterday before Commissioner 
Andrews, has been postnoned until to-mor- 
row morning at 10 o’clock, upon request 
of the policeman’s counsel. 

Police Commissioner Grant yesterday 
made an explanation of the charge that 
had been brought against him by the 
Central Labor Union, to the effect that he 
had written to a Philadelphia architect, 
stating. that he might be able to 
give Philadelphia builders some work in 
the way of erecting. new station houses in 
this city. ‘‘I have written to the police 


| authorities and to prominent architects in 


several cities for plans of their modern 
police station houses,’’ said Commissioner 
Grant. ‘‘ New-York City is in need of 
several new stations, and as Chairman of 
the Committee on Repairs and Supplies I 
have all to do with the matter. The latest 
station houses built in New-York have been 
on one plan. I want to see if they can be 
improved upon. For that reason I have 
communicated with architects and police 
officials in big cities to get their plans. 
Maybe I can get some good ideas in this 
way. I have not promised the work to any 
outside parties. When the time comes to 
put up a new building the board will adver- 
tise for bids in the regular way, and the 
lowest bidder, if satisfactory, will get the 
contract.” 


ALL-NIGHT LICENSES FOR SALOONS 


Question Comes Up Again Now that 
the Law Is Strictly Enforced. 


The strict enforcement of the excise laws 
has again raised the question of all-night 
licenses for saloons in certain sections of 
the city where there is a public demand 
for them, by men employed at night. Dur- 
ing the last few days a number of inquiries 
have been made of the Excise Commission- 
ers as to the policy they would pursue. 
While not committing themselves they seem 
inclined to modify. their expressed intention 
earlier in the present administration not 
to take the first step in granting this class 
of license. . 

Commissionér Harburger said yesterday in 
regard to the published statement that 
the reason why the board would not grant 
any all-night licenses was because Mayor 
Strong was opposed to them: “I do not 
know what Mayor Strong’s ideas are. He 
has not made any such declaration to me 
and the Commissioners have received no 
expression of opinion from him about such 
licenses. 

‘The Commissioners have and will grant 
licenses to respectable ballrooms. I can- 
not say that we will do so to saloons. We 
have the power to grant all-night licenses 


to saloons where a public demand and a 
negeeeity exists for them.”’ 

Commissioner Murray said that he was al- 
ways in favor of granting all-night licenses 
to public ballrooms, like Madison Square 
Garden. He was afraid that if they 
granted an all-night license to one saloon 
it would mean the commencement of a 
general licensing of saloons. While the 
present board did not care to assume the 
responsibility, if one saloon keeper received 
an all-night license even on the ground of 
public necessity,scores of other saloon keep- 
ers could demand the same privilege, per- 
haps on equally good grounds. 


LAND GRANT UNDER WATER DENIED 


Citizens of 
the 


Successfully Opposed by the 
Southold, Who Influence 
Land Office Commission. 


ALBANY, July 1.—The Land Office Com- 
missioners to-day declined to authorize a 
grant of land under water at Southold 
which has been pending before the Commis- 
sioners. The application was made by 
James Wickham and others six months 
ago, and the territory applied for consists 
of sixty-one and a fraction acres. 

In January a hearing was had in this 
city on a remonstrance to the granting of 
the land filed by the authorities of the 
town of Southold: One of the principal 
objections was that, were the grant made, it 
would’ seriously interfere with the clam- 
ming industry of the town, and, in fact, 
take away from the poorer population their 
means of support during the Winter months. 
A second hearing was held in February at 
Southold, and a greater number of wit- 
nesses-were.examined. 

It was stated in the application that the 


grant was desired for the purpose of bene- 
ficial enjoyment, and was to be occupied by 
what are termed jingle-shell runs, (light, 
narrow docks, not necessarily permanent,) 
a regular dock, and the erection of a sea 
wall along the whole frontage. 

The remonstrants maintained that the 
greater portion of the territory desired con- 
sists of natural clamming grounds, used 
by persons every day when the wind and 
tide are favorable; that scallops and seed 
oysters are found occasionally, and that it 
is also used for the drawing of nets. It 
was also stated that it was the only means 
of many persons in the Winter months of 
taining a livelihood. 

The public sentiment of the town was 
almost unanimously against the making of 
the grant. The,committee of the Land 
Board which examined into the matter re- 
ported that it found it unnecessary to have 
so large a grant of land for the purposes 
stated in the application, and, being of the 
opinion that sound public policy requires 
it. recommended that the application be de- 
nied. The report of the committee was 
adopted. 


THREE NEW TORPEDO BOATS TO BE BUILT 


Proposals for Their Construction In- 
vited by the Navy Department. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The Navy De- 
partment to-day invited proposals for the 
construction of three steel twin-screw sea- 
going torpedo boats for the navy. The boats 
are to be of about 180 tons displacement. 
The material used in their construction is 
to be of domestic manufacture. The vessels 
may be constructed of steel or other metal, 
or of alloy. 

The contracts will require a speed of not 
less than an average of twenty-six knots 
per hour maintained sucessfully for two 
consecutive hours. If they fail to develop 
and maintain twenty-six knots, but exhibit 
an average speed of not less than twenty- 
five knots an hour, they will be accepted, so 
far as speed is concerned, at a reduced 

rice, the reduction being at the rate of 
$10,000 a knot. If the speed falls below an 
average of twenty-five knots an hour it will 
be optional with the Secretary of the Navy 
to reject the vessels or to accept them at 
a reduced price, to be agreed upon between 
the Secretary and the contractors. 

The act of Congress authorizing the ves- 
sels provided that one of them should be 
built on or near the coast of the Pacific 
Ocean, one on the Mississippi River, and one 
on the Gulf of Mexico. The act provided 
further that in case the vessels could not 
be built at these points at a fair cost they 
should be built at any place in the United 
States. Referring to this section of the act, 
the proposal says: 

In view of the’ fact that the department may 
not be able to make a contract for the con- 
struction, at a fair cost, of one of said torpedo 
boats either on the Pacific coast or on the Mis- 
sissippi River, or on the Gulf coast, it is desired 
that each bidder will state the price for which 
he will undertake to build one, two, or threesof 
said vessels, according to the capacity of his 
plant, in order that the contract may, if neces- 
sary, be awarded to one bidder for the construc- 
tion of more than one vessel. 


The department is now waiting for bids.

STATISTICS OF THE FISCAL YEAR 


Expenditures Exceed Receipts About 
Forty-two Million Dollars— 
Banknote Circulation 


and Coinage. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The debt state- 
ment, issued this afterrcon, shows a net 
decrease in the public debt, less cash in the 
Treasury, during June, of $10,730,324.97. 

The interest-bearing debt increased $50; 
the non-interest-bearing debt decrease] 
$860,821.93; cash in the Treasury increased 
$9,870,053.04. The balance of the several 
classes of debt at the close of business on 
June 30 were: Interest-bearing debt, $716,- 
202,060; debt on which interest has ceased 
since maturity, $1,721,590.26; debt bearing 


no interest, $278,989,469.99; total, $1,096,- 
913,120.25. 

The certificates and Treasury notes off- 
set by an equal amount of cash in the 
Treasury outstanding at the end of the 
month were $579,207,863, an increase of 
$5,841,120. 

The total cash in the Treasury was $811,- 
061,686.46. The gold reserve was $100,000,- 
000; net cash balance, $95,240,153.51. In the 
month there was an increase in gold coin 
and bars of $8,203,433.93, the total at the 
close being $155,893,931.46. Of silver there 
was an increase of $756,099.88. Of the sur- 
plus there was in national bank depositories 
$16,903,120.83, against $16,483,720.80, at the 
end of the preceding month. 

The Treasury official statement of receipts 
and expenditures for the fiscal year ended 
June 30 was issued to-day. It shows: Totai 
receipts, $313,310,166; total expenditures, 
$356,135,215; deficit, $42,825,049. 

The receipts for the year were $15,500,000 
greater than for the year 1893-4, and were 
from these sources: Customs, $152,749,- 
405.58; internal revenue, $1438,567,463.78; mis- 
cellaneous, $16,993,296. 95. 

The expenditures were $11,000,000 less 
than the year 1893-4, and were for these ob- 
jects: Civil and miscellaneous, $93,272,- 
591.08; War, $51,820,304.58; Navy, $28,800,- 
835.11; Indians, $9,934,441.25; pensions, $141,- 
391,623.64; interest, $30,915,919.88. 

Custom receipts were $21,000,000 larger 
than for last year, and internal revenue re- 
ceipts, $3,500,000 less. 

In expenditures, $8,500,000 less was paid 
out than last year on the miscellaneous ac- 
count, $3,000,000 less for War, $3,000,000 
less for Navy, about the same for pensions, 
and $3,000,000 more for interest. 

The receipts for the month of June ex- 
ceeded the expenditures by nearly $4,909,000, 
the receipts aggregating $25,615,474 and the 
expenditures $21,683,029. 

The receipts for June, 1894, were $26,485,- 
925, and the expenditures $25,557,021. The 
gain in custom receipts for June, 1895, over 
June, 1894, was $3,500,000. 

The national banknote circulation out- 
standing June 30 was $211,600,698, an in- 
crease since June 30, 1804, of $4,341,391. The 
circulation based on bonds increased during 
the year $5,493,514. 

Coinage executed at the United States 
mints during June was very light, being as 
follows: Gold, $1,750,000; silver, $440,045; 
minor coins, $71,200. Only $12,000 in stand- 
ard silver dollars was coined during the 
month.

CYRUS C. STAPLES & CO. TO ASSIGN 


Members of the Brooklyn Stock Brokerage 
Firm, It Is Said, Think It the Best 
Way to Dissolye Partnership. 


The stock brékerage firm of Cyrus C. 
Staples & Co., 213 Montague Street, Brook- 
lyn, will this morning make an assignment 
to Col. Albert E. Lamb. 

This is the largest brokerage firm in 
Brooklyn. It has been prominently identi- 
fled with all the large financial affairs in 
that city during the last five years. 

Mr. Staples was the Brooklyn agent 
for J. Edward Addicks in his at- 
tempt to get control of the _ stock 
of the various local gas companies. 
He also acted as the purchasing 
agent of the Hollins syndicate when it 
secured control of the Brooklyn City Raul- 
road Company, prior to the formation of the 
Long Island Traction Company. 

The amount of the liabilities and assets 
is not known. Accountants are now going 
over the books. 

Mr. Staples’s partner is Louis C. Irwin, 
whose father is a wealthy resident of the 
Park Slope. Mr. Irwin is a young man 
who has had considerable experience in 
financial affairs, and he has, it is said, been 
trying to dissolve the partnership for a 
year. 

In speaking of the assignment Mr. Staples 
said: ‘‘It’s only a formal matter, that has 
no particular significance. Mr. Irwin gave 
me notice some time ago that he desired to 
end our contract. Well, when the time 
came to settle up our affairs, we found 
there were certain things which neither 
cared to’assume, and so we decided to liqui- 
date the affairs of the firm and put them in 
the hands of Col. Lamb. This cannot be 
called a failure. Nobody is gaing to lose 
any money.” 

Mr. Staples also said that their principal 
creditors, who were banks and trust corm- 
panies, were amply secured by gilt-edged 
collateral. 

Col. Lamb, 
said: 

“There are two principal classes of lia- 
bilities. One consists of notes secured by 
collateral. These are all right. There ts 
other paper out which is merely indorsed. 
I cannot say yet whether the assets of the 
firm will be sufficient to meet them.”

TIMES ARE BETTER IN ALABAMA 


So Declares Reuben F. Kolb, the Political 
Leader of that State—His Views 
on the Equal Rights Law. 


Reuben F. Kolb of Alabama, leader of the 
Kolb political faction in that State, and un- 
successful candidate for Governor, is al tie 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. As to the political con- 
ditions in his State, or the policy which he 
proposes to follow in the future, Mr. Koib 
said that he preferred not to speak for pub- 
lication. 

“ Business is improving in Alabama,” he 
said, ‘‘and if it continues todo so it may 
have some effect on the sentiments of the 
people on National political questions--such 
as the silver question.

I’m in favor of 
giving the negro his political rights and an 
equal show at law, but when it comes to 
putting him into white men’s society by 
law, it can’t be done. f

al equality would stay away from a Turkish 
bath which they knew was frequented by 
eolored men, and would avoid a hotel if 
they thought it probable that they would 
have to sit at the same table with them at 
dinner.

JOHN OLIVER’S WiLL ADMITTED 


The Surrogate Decides that It Is En- 


titied to Probate. 


After a most peculiar contest, the will of 
John Oliver has been admitted to probate 
by Surrogate Fitzgerald. 

Mr. Oliver died on May 13, 1894. He had 
been a steamboat man on the Hudson River, 
and was well known in this city and Al- 
bany. He left a widow, Delia Maria Oliv- 
er, a daughter, Sarah Elizabeth Fyles, 
and a son, Henry Francis Oliver. By his 
will he left all his property in trust with his 
daughter, Mrs. Fyles, to devote it to the 
maintenance of his wife, and upon her 
death it was to go to the daughter, with the 
requirement that if the son should need any 
assistance she should render it to him. 

Mr. Oliver’s widow was insane, but a con- 
test over the will was made in her behalf. 
She died in the meantime, but the contest 
was continued in the name of her son, 
Henry Francis Oliver, who is an inmate of 
the Government Hospital for the Insane, at 


Washington. y 

The witnesses to the will were John 
Featherly, Jr., and S. V. R. Ableman. The 
latter died shortly after the death of Mr. 
Oliver, and Featherly disappeared, and has 
not been seen or heard of in seven years. 
The will had been executed in 15885. 

In the absence of the witnesses to the exe- 
ecution of the will, evidence was given to 
prove their handwriting, and that of Mr. 
Oliver, and also statements mad by Mr. 
Oliver as to his intentions with respect to 
his will, and declarations made by him at 
the time he executed the paper. 

In view of the facts the Surrogate holds 
that the paper is entitled to probate. 


DEATH DUE TO AN ELECTRICAL SHOCK 


Mrs. Roland Was Near a Church That 
Was Struck by Lightning. 


Mrs. William R. Roland of Beatty Street, 
Van Pelt Manor, in the old town of New- 
Utrecht, died yesterday from the effects of 
an electrical shock received a week ago 
during a heavy storm. 

The NHghtning struck the spire of the 
Dutch Reformed chapel in Van Pelt Manor 
as she was opposite the chapel. She felt 
the shock severely, and when she reached 
home she sank to the floor exhausted. 
Paralysis of the right side resulted from 
the shock. She was about fifty years old, 


and the wife of William A. Roland, who 
is employed in Fulton Market. 


The Transfer of Asylums in Kings. 


The Kings County asylums for the insane, 
at Flatbush and at St. Johnland, passed into 
the control of the State of New-York yes- 
terday, according to the bill passed by the 
last Legislature, and within the next ten 
days the Commissioners of Charities must 
file an itemized inventory of all the property 
to be transferred. The Supervisor at Large, 
under the provisions of the law, will exe- 
cute a quit claim deed to the State of New- 
York in consideration of the sum of $1. 

The property at St. Johnland inciudes 
about 900 acres of land, and by the transfer 
of the asylums to the State the County of 
Kings will be saved an expense of about 
$300,000 a year.

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BUCHANAN PUT TO DEATH 


Two Electrical Shocks Neetled to End 
the Wife-Poisoner’s Life. 


DENIED HIS GUILT TO THE LAST 


Dr. Gibbs Says Buchanan's End Wage 
Although He Sur 
vived the Effects of the 


First Current. 


Painless, 


SING SING, July 1.~—Dr. Buchanan, thé 
condemned wife-poisoner, was put to death 
by electricity at the State prison here this 
morning. The current was applied twice be- 
fore the attending physicians pronounced 
the condemned man dead. The first appli- 
cation of the current was continued for 
fifty-seven seconds. The full current of 
1,760 volts was again sent through his body 


and he was then examined by Drs. Irvine 
and Gibbs. 

After the first current had been turned 
off Buchanan gasped twice. The physicians 
discovered that his heart was still beating, 
although he was unconscious. After am 
interval of thirty-two seconds the full cur- 
rent was again turned on and continued 
for twenty-three seconds, after which he 
was pronounced to be dead. 

Electrician Davis had charge of the exe- 
cution and was busily engaged in complete 
ing his preparations when the witnesses 
were admitted to the death chamber at 
11:15 o’clock A. M. The witnesses weré 
given seats around tne walls of the room 
end Mr. Davis continued his preparations. 
He carefully adjusted all of his wires and 
appliances and then connected them with 
twenty incandescent lamps. placed on a 
board that was laid aross the arms of the 
death chair. 

The current was turned on. The test was 
declared to be successful and the apparatus 
in good working order. The wires wera 
then disconnected from the lamps and those 
leading from the cap to be worn by 
Buchanan and the sponge that was to be 
bound to his left leg were connected with 
these from the electrical switchboard 
which is back of the death chair. 

The electrician’s tests were carefully ine 
spected by Warden Sage, Headkeeper Cone 
naughton, and State Detective Jackson. 
They stood about the chair and watched 
every movement that the electrician made, 
When he told the Warden that everything 
was in readiness, the iatter passed 
through the doorway leading to the corridor 
next to Buchanan’s cell and immediately 
returned with Buchanan, who was leaning 
on the arm of Prison Chaplain Welles. Fole 
lowing them came Prison Guards Deety, 
Durkin, Mullin, and MeMillin. 

Buchanan entered the death chamber at 
11:20 o’clock A. M. His face was blanched 
and colorless, his eyes were closed, but his 
step was firm and strong as he was led 
into the chamber and toward the death 
chair. 

He was ina state of collapse the moment 
he was placed in the death chair and the 
straps adjusted. The cap was clamped 
down, the sponge adjusted to his left leg 
and the current turned on at 11:21 o’clock 
A. M. 

The first current was of 1,760 volts, the 
maximum strength. At the first contact of 
the current the body of the condemned man 
appeared to strain at the straps. The effect 
of the current was watched by Drs. Irvine 
and Gibbs, who stood beside the chair with 
their watches in hand. The full current 
was allowed to pass through the body for 
seven seconds, and it was then gradually 
reduced. After fifty-one seconds the current 
had been reduced to fifty volts. 

The current was then turned off, and a 
hasty examination of the body was made 
the physicians. They announced that 
3uchanan was not dead. Life was barely 
perceptible. They detected a slight pulsa- 
tion of the heart, and there was a gasping 
such as is usually made by the sudden ex- 
pulsion of the air from the lungs. This 
has been observed in other cases, and alone 
would not have been considered of any 
moment, but accompanied by the feeble 
pulsations of the heart, as indicated by the 
physicians’ instruments, it had to be con= 
sidered, and Dr. Irvine signaled for another 
application of the current. 

One thousand seven hundred and sixty 
volts were again turned on, The body again 
stiffened against the straps that confined it 
until the chair seemed about to give way 
under the pressur®. There was a sound 
caused by burning flesh, and at the end of 
twenty-three seconds the current was agaip 
turned off. The second application of the 
current ended the mean’s life. The physi- 
cians made a second examination and pro- 
nounced Baichanan dead. It was then 
twenty-two minutes and fifty-three seconds 
past 11 o’clock A. M, 

The body was taken from the chair to 
the dissecting room, where an autopsy was 
made by Dr. Sheehan of Sing Sing, Dr. 
Kelly of Mount Vernon, and Dr. Sullivan of 
Passaic, 

Dr. Van Geiser, one of the physicians at 
the autopsy, says that the brain was nor- 
mal. Dr. E. W. Morrell says the heart was 
in good condition, but was contracted from 
the shock. Dr. Van Geiser has the brain 
for analysis, and part of the brain tissues 
will be sent to Dr. H. J. Berkley of Park 
Avenue, Baltimore, the Pathologist in the 
Johns Hopkins University, in Baltimore, 
and Dr. Arthur Wells Elting of Upper Red 
Hook, N. Y., for analysis. 

Dr. William J. O’Sullivan, one of Buchane 
an’s counsel, also assisted at the autopsy. 

Dr. Gibbs made the following statement 
before the autopsy: 

“I think the cause of the apparent partial 
failure of the first application of the current 
was the fact that the straps were drawn 
too tight about the neck and chin, perhaps 
preventing the immediate expulsion of the 
air from the lungs and therefore causing 
the slight pulsation of the heart which we 
observed. I believe Buchanan was uncon- 
scious after the first shock and was be- 
yond resuscitation before the current was 
turned off the first time. 

“The evidence of life which we found, 
however, was sufficient to render it neces- 
sary, in our opinion, to apply the current 
the second time. There can be no doubt 
of the fatal effect of the second shock. The 
entire time of the execution, from the time 
the current was first applied until f{ was 
turned off the second time, was less than 
two minutes, and I am convinced that it 
was absolutely painless.” 

The witnesses who were present at the 
execution were Augustin H. Goelet, T. E. 
Cortel, John Wilson Gibbs, Drs. Ira Van 
Geiser, Van Syckle, and O’Sullivan of New- 
¥ork; Dr. Morrell of Yonkers, Dr. John J. 
Sullivan of Passaic, N. J.; Dr. CG D 
Kelly of Meunt Vernon, N. Y.; Aaron A. 
Schlippenbach, Vice+Consul of Russia, News 
York; Prof. George FP. Huntington, New- 
York, and the newspaper representatives. 

Buchanan ate kis breakfast this morning 
and. then sent for Warden Sage. When they 
met Buchanan was apparently less affected 
by his approaching death than the Warden. 
Buchanan thanked the Warden for the 
kindly treatment that he had received while 
under his charge and, continuing, said: 

“Warden, these are probably my last 
words, and I want you to be in a position 
to spegk with certainty concerning any con- 
fession which ia the future you may hear

TIT have made. I want to say to you now 
that I am entirely innocent of the crime 
for which I am about to be executed. ‘There 
Was no more morphine in that woman as 
administered my me than there is in you at 
this moment. I suppose I am not the first 
innocent man to be executed.” 

Buchanan added that he would be perfect- 
ly cool when his time came to go to the 
chair, and that he would make no scene. 

Mrs. Buchanan arrived at the prison 
about 10 o’clock. She had been to Ellerslie 
during the night to obtain a respite from 
Gov. Morton. She was unsuccessful, and 
sent the following telegram to Warden 
Sage, which he received about 9 o'clock: ~ 

“RHINECLIFF, N. Y., July 1.—All plead- 


ings in vain. Governor cannot possibly in- 
terfere. ANNA BUCHANAN. 


Mrs. Buchanan remained in the Warden’s 
rooms while the execution was being con- 
ducted. She was so overcome that it was 
necessary to have a physician in attend- 


ance. When her husband’s death was an- 
nounced to her: she was completely pros- 
trated, and it required great labor to bring 
her to consciousness again. 

The uncertainty that has existed as to 
the legality of the proceedings taken by 
Buchanan's attorneys was set at rest this 
morning, although not until Warden Sage 
had sent the following telegram to Gov. 
Morton: 

‘“*“My messenger has returned without a 
written opinion of the Attorney General. I 
have therefore wired the Attorney General 
at both Albany and Syracuse. Deputy At- 
torney General Hasbrouck refuses to give 
a written opinion in the late proceedings 
as to whether the papers served on me act 
as a stay or whether I should proceed with 
the execution. Are these proceedings differ- 
ent from the last brought by Buchanan’s 
counsel? I decline to act without direc- 
tions from you, either in writing or tele- 
graph. It is your function to decide and 
not mine. Answer at once, as the execu- 
tion is set down for to-morrow, Monday 
morning.”’ 

A short time after the dispatch was semt 
to Gov. Morton Warden Sage received a 
telegram at Sing Sing from the Attorney 
General saying that in his opinion the pa- 
ers filed with Warden Sage in the case of 

r. Buchanan did not act as a stay, and 
advising that the law should take its course. 

Later in the morning Warden Sage and 
Prison Chaplain Welles went to Buchanan's 
cell and told him that he would be execut- 
ed this morning. It was the first positive 
information that Buchanan had that he 
would surely die to-day. The Chaplain re- 
mained with him after Warden Sage had 
left the cell. 

It is not known what will be done with 
the body, although an undertaker from 
New-York City came here to-day to get it. 
He says he was sent by the attorneys who 
have been trying to obtain a new trial for 
Buchanan. 


RHINECLIFF, N. Y., July 1.—Mrs. Bu- 
ehanan remained here last night and 
started for Ellerslie, the Governor’s home, 
at 6 o’clock this morning. In spite of the 
early hour the Governor rose immediately 
upon being informed of her arrival, and 
gaye her a heariny; lasting an hour and a 
alf. 

Mrs. Buchanan pleaded with him on her 
knees to spare her husband’s life, but the 
Governor, while expressing the deepest 
sympathy, said he could not interfere again 
fm the case. He offered her assistance, and 
asked her to call upon him if she needed 
help now or hereafter, which she promised 
to do.

W. BUCHANAN’S CRIME 


He Poisoned His Second Wife in Order 
to Get Her Property. 


Dr. Robert W. Buchanan was put to 
death for causing the death of his second 
wife by poisoning. The crime was com- 
mitted April 22, 1892, while the couple were 
living at 267 West Eleventh Street, this 
city. The husband was a practicing physi- 
cian, about thirty years old. His wife and 
victim was nearly twenty years his senior, 
and previous to their union had considerable 
wealth, accumulated, it is said, by keeping 
a disorderly house in Newark, N. J. Both 
had been previously married and divorced. 

Buchanan was born In Halifax, N. S., 
in 1862. When a lad he became an apothe- 
cary’s: clerk. He subsequently studied 
medicine in Scotland and received his doc- 
tor'’s He returned to Nova Scotia 
and practiced medicine. He there married. 
hie came to New-York in 1886 and practiced 
his profession. 

He obtained a divorce from 
1890. About the same time he met and 
married Annie B. Sutherland, the woman 
he poisoned. He married her for the prop- 
erty that she had accumulated in her ille- 
~ business, and freely stated so. He had 

er execute a will in his favor before they 
Were married. 

Having married the woman, Buchanan 
brought her to this city, and procured from 
her a deed to all her property. This’ was 
all within one month of his divorce from 
his first wife. 

He told his friends in this city that the 
Woman was his housekeeper, and denied 
that she was his wife. This he did, because 
of her bad reputation. They lived together 
for a little over a year. The woman then 
arranged to return to Newark and her 
former business, and demanded the return 
of her property. 

Buchanan then determined to 
her, and April 21, 1892, the day that she 
was to make her final arrangements in 
Newark, she was taken violently ill. Dr. 
McIntyre was called in, and he prescribed 
for her. Trained nurses were obtained to 
eare for her, and every appearance of con- 
sideration was given to her care. Dr. Mc- 
Intyre visited her at 2 o’clock P. M. the 
day before her death. That afternoon the 
professional nurse saw Buchanan administer 
something to his wife, after which she fell 
into a heavy sleep from which she never 
wakened. 

Drs. Watson and McIntyre gave a cer- 
tificate of death from cerebral hemorrhage, 
and the woman was buried without the 
cause of her death being questioned. 

Buchanan at once went to Nova Scotia 
and within a short time remarried his first 
wife, with whom he returned to New-York. 
While he was absent from this city it was 
rumored that he had poisoned his wife, the 
body was exhumed, and traces of arsenic 
were found in it. He was at once arrested 
and indicted for murder in the first degree. 
His trial was a cause célébre. After his 
conviction every conceivable effort to obtain 
a new trial was made, but without success. 
His case was taken from the State courts 
to the United States courts, where his at- 
torneys were again defeated. 

He was first sentenced to die in the week 
beginning Oct. 2, 1893. He was again sen- 
tenced to die during the week beginning 
April 22, 1895, and was again sentenced to

TO PRESS THE BUCHANAN APPEAL 


The Wife Poisoner’s Lawyers May Sue 
for Damages for His Death. 


Col. George W. Gibbons, who, with A. 


Cc. Butts, labored hard to save the wife 
murderer Buchannan from the electric 
chair, said yesterday afternoon that he did 
not intend to let the case drop. 

“Nothing, however, can be done until 
the United States Supreme Court decides 
the question of our appeal,” he said. ‘* We 
will perfect our appeal, perhaps making 
fome modifications to suit the present con- 


dition of facts, and then ask for an opinion. 
We will proceed exactly the same as 
though Dr. Buchanan were alive.”’ 

“Will you commence an action against 
the State and the Warden at Sing Sing for 
damages, holding them responsible for the 
death of your client?” Col. Gibbons was 
asked. 

“Well, you see we can do nothing in that 
direction until we get an opinien in regard 
to our appeal. If the United States Su- 
preme Court decides in our favor, we will 

ush the case to the limit.” 

Col. Gibbons, when asked if there were 
any precedents of counsel continuing to 
press the case of a murderer after execu- 
tion, said that the case of the Japanese, 
Jugiro, in the 140th New-York Reports, had 
many parallel lines, and it is upon the de- 
cisions in that case that they base their 
hopes. 


BUCHANAN’S BODY ON EXHIBITION. 


Takentoan Undertaker’s Room, Where 
Persons Crowded for Admittance. 


The body of Dr. Buchanan arrived in the 
Grand Central Station at 8:30 o’clock last 
night. It was taken to the rooms of an 
undertaker at 127 Varick Street. The body 
was in a black cloth covered coffin with sil- 
ver handles. 

A large crowd collected in front of the un- 
dertaker’s place, and was admitted to view 
the body. Men, women, and children 
pressed on each other’s heels, so anxious 
were they to see Dr. Buchanan in death. 
‘Many women carried babies in their arms, 
and the undertaker engaged half a dozen 
men to keep the line in order and prevent 
‘accident. 

Arrangements for the funeral were not 
completed last night. The deed to a burial 
plot in Greenwood Cemetery, where Bu- 
‘chanan’s second wify is buried, cguld not

WERNBERG HAD AN ATTACK OF SPEED 


The Erratic Sprinter Won a Race and 
Stewards Wart to Know 
How It Was—Prig Affected

Fewer people were at the Sheepshead Bay 
track yesterday than on any day of the 
meeting. This was in part due to the fact 
that the regulars among the racegoers 
knew that there would be a heavy track, 
and thought that in consequence the very 


promising card provided would probably 
be badly marred by scratches. 

In the latter conjecture they were correct, 
for in all but the last two races several of 
the horses entered were stricken out of the 
list of starters, all but two of the nine 
named for the June Stakes declining the 
issue,, while but three of the twelve entered 
for the fourth race faced the starter. 

Sport began with a dash over the Futuri- 
ty course for sprinters, in which Wernberg 
was the easiest sort of a winner in 1:10, 
though over a precisely similar track, and 
with a poorer class of horses against him, 
he was beaten on Friday by such cattle 
as Factotum and Ridicule. This sudden 
change of form was so astounding that the 
Stewards immediately began an investiga- 
tion, to see how it could be accounted for. 
Wernberg was an odds-on favorite "when 
he was beaten, and 4 to 1 was laid against 
him yesterday, when he won. ‘“ Monk” 
Overton had the mount in each race. He 
was questioned by the Stewards, and Jim- 
my McLaughlin, who owns and trains the 
horse, was-’also summoned to appear and 
explain things if he could. McLaughlin 
could not be found before Mr. Galway, one 
of the Stewards, had to leave the track, 


however, and so the investigation was post- 
poned until to-morrow. Owlet and Ed Kear- 
ney, who were the twe ‘“ good things” for 
the race, cut no figure in it at all, and fin- 
ced in sixth and seventh places respect- 
vely. 

Ramapo won the second event, for which 

he was a hot favorite, in true race-horse 
style, and seems to be getting back to his 
old form. This was a handicap at a mile 
and three-sixteenths, and resulted in a 
rather _ spectacle, Cromwell leading 
up to the last sixteenth, when Ramapo 
came to the front and won as he pleased. 
Counter Tenor should at least have been 
second, but he was ridden in the most 
bungling fashion imaginable by the elder 
Lambley, who did not ride the horse as if he 
was overanxious to win with him, running 
him up to his field and then holding him 
back in a most erratic fashion. 
_ Hazlet was an added starter in the June 
Stakes, and won it in a common canter, 
the only contest being between the two 
other starters, Ramiro and Wishard, for the 
place, which the former finally secured. 

Sandowne, who was practically the out- 
sider in the selling race at a mile, in which 
but three started, won as he pleased, run- 
ning in front from start to finish. Prig, who 
was the favorite, was last to pass the 
judges. The excuse for him is that he is 
“‘an erratic horse,’’ and that the distance 
was not quite far enough for him. 

Gismonda was the “tip” for the dash 
for maiden two-year-olds, and she won it 
with very little trouble from the field of 
nine that ran against her. 

A run of a mile over the turf track 
wound up the day’s racing, Salvation win- 
ning after a pretty race with Paladin and 
Deerslayer, the latter stealing up on the 
rail while the two former were fighting in 
the middle of the track. Taral, who rode 
Salvation, discovered what was going on 
just in time to save the race by a head 
from Deerslayer. The finish in this race 
was the only one that aroused any enthu- 
siasm during the day.

PIM THE VICTOR, 


By Beating Mahony, His Associate, He 
Wins the West Newton Tourney. 


WEST NEWTON, Mass, July 1.—The great 
Pim scored his final victory of the week by de- 
feating Mahony, the Irish crack, in a close five- 
set match at the Neighborhood Club’s courts this 
afternoon. The English champion won by a 
score of 6—4, 6—8, 4—6, G—4. The match de- 
veloped scientific tennis on both sides, but lacked 
the brilliant features which usually characterize 
the play of American experts. 

It is to be regretted that a match cannot be 
arranged between the successful Pim and Bob 
Wrenn, the champion of this country, to decide 
once for all the supremacy of the tennis world, 
but such a thing seems impossible with Wrenn 
in his present form. Pim will return to Ireland 
leaving a doubt in the minds of many as to his 
ability to successfully compete with Harvard's 
doughty little quarterback and second baseman, 
although the present victory has ranked him 
above the strongest quartet of players that this 
country can produce, 

The match to-day was witnessed by a large 
crowd, but the play was not of the kind to elicit 
popular applause. It was too slow and carefully 
executed to be brilliant, and Pim’s real form 
did not develop until after the fourth set, when 


Mahony held the lead, 2 to 1, and was rapidly 
nearing the winning post. Then the visiting 
crack pulled himself together for some effective 
work, and rattling tennis resulted. The opening 
set went to Pim on clean passes, coupled with 
accurate placing at the four corners. Mahony 
established his game at the outset by taking 
up his position at the net, where he did some tell- 
ing work at times, but found Pim’s drives were 
slippery things to handle as a rule. The latter 
walked off with the set, 6—4, and then con- 
tented himself with some very ordinary tennis, 
in which outs and nets formed a large part of 
the score. He played entirely on the defensive, 
and was evidently doing just enough to maintain 
a fair showing and no more, . 

Mahony hung to his position at the net and 
gradually increased his pace until Pim found it 
difficult to get outside the range of his long 
arms. Mahony blocked in capital style, and to 
his net work at this int is due his successful 
bagging of the set, 4 

The story of the third set is soon told. Ma- 
hony played the game of his life, developing a 
dash and snap which he has not put in evidence 
since the tournament began. Pim was fairly 
outclassed on both volleying and placing, and 
Mahony took the set at , thereby giving 
him the lead. The Pim element had a worried 
look at this point and began to hedge, on the 
prediction of their favorite’s success, Things 
were evidently not going their way, but Pim 
thought differently, and very soon gave abun- 
dant evidence of his intention of remaining in 
the ring by starting a hot game at the net, which 
made Mahony’s previous effort in that direction 
look tame and weak in contrast. The pace he 
set was not visibly faster than that of the pre- 
vious sets, but there was a vicious little swing 
to his strokes that told the story. 

Mahony still held to his old form, but was 
distanced in short order, and Pim captured the 
set 6—4, thereby tieing the score. With the 
sets two all, the excitement became intense, and 
Mahony still had a strong backing for first place, 
but the way Pim handled his racquet during the 
first three games soon dispelled all hope in that 
direction. he set was his in a walk, and, al- 
though Mahony made a short stand and Hed 
out three games before the match was over, Pim’'s 
victory was a foregone conclusion. The total re- 
sult of the match gives Pim 200 points to Ma- 
hony’s' 187, The visitors will sail for England

Westchester’s week of polo at the Country Club 
was concluded yesterday afternoon, when the 
fifth or final game of the contest for the Alden 
Cup was played.

If, however, Coggeshall does not get the 
Republican nomination he can have his 
name placed on the Trades Assembly 
ticket by the asking.

| DOCK LABORERS MAY NOT BE PAID 


Hired by Commissioners Without Regard 
to Civil Service Rules Requiring 
Registration. 


Just before the civil service regulation 
compelling the. registration of laborers ‘by 
the Civil Service Commission went into 
effect May 1, the Dock Department, with 
the evident intention of making places for 
men recommended by Republican poli- 
ticians, dismissed a large number of the 
laborers who had been employed under the 
Tammany administration and appointed in 
their places a number of men belonging to 
Republican organizations. They estab- 
lished a list of 889 laborers, including about 
200 of the old employes. 

The Dock Commissioners knew that the 
civil service rule in relation to the registra- 
tion of laborers would go into effect May 
1, and most of the men were appointed as 
reserves. They supposed that the men ap- 


pointed as reserves could be employed when 
they were needed without any reference to 
the regulations of the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners. Some people thought at the time 
that the politicians in the Dock Depart- 
ment had found a fine way in which to out- 
wit the civil service rules. Perhaps the 
Dock Commissioners thought they had, too. 
But they have not. 

Acting in behalf of the Civil Service Com- 
missioners, Secretary Lee Phillips of the 
commission has notified the Controller that 
any men employed from this reserve list 
after May 1 were employed in violation of 
the civil service reguiation and that they 
are not entitled to their pay. This is a 
hard blow at the schemes of the Repub- 
lican politicians in and about the Dock De- 
partment, 

The Controller has asked the Corporation 
Counsel for an opinion, and until the ques- 
tion is fully determined, none of the laborers 
who have been employed by the Dock Com- 
missioners since May 1 from this reserve 
list can get their pay. The hardship that 
this will entail upon them is apparently due 
to the ignorance of the Dock Department 
as to what the civil service regulation rela- 
tive to the registration of laborers on and 
after May 1 really meant. : 

In the opinion of the Civil Service Com- 
missioners, the effort to employ any of the 
men from the resérve list is a clear evasion 
of the civil servicé regulations. 

How many men will be affected by this 
opinion is not known. From the total num- 
ber of 889 laborers placed on the list April 
29, there were 225 put to work prior to 
May 1. These laborers do not come under 
the registration rule, and can get their pay. 

It is believed that not one of the other 
654 men on the reserve list can be legally 
employed by the Dock Commissioners unless 
they are properly registered in the office of 
the Civil Service Commissioners and recom- 
mended by them for appointment. It could 
not be ascertained yesterday at the Finance 
Department how many of the illegally em- 
ployed laborers were on the June payrolls 
of the Dock Department. The number may 
be less than 100, but the Dock Commission- 
ers were about to employ the reserves in 
large numbers. 


TO BELLEVUE IN A STRAITJACKET 


Julia Sugrue Became Insane and Fled 
Partly Clad Through the Streets, 


Julia Sugrue, a domestsic, twenty-eight 
years old, living at 109 Washington Street, 
became violently insane early yesterday 
morning, and shortly after 2 o’clock she 
was sent in a straitjacket to Bellevue, 
struggling and screaming. 

The girl has for some time lived with her 
brother John and his wife on the second 
floor of the tenement at 109 Washington 
Street. At noon Sunday she began to act 
queerly, and at midnight she became sud- 
denly violent. She made such a noise that 
the whole neighborhood was aroused. She 
finally ran from the house, screaming that 
she was going to drown herself. She was 
dressed in a wrapper only, and wore no 
shoes. 

Close behind her ran her sister-in-law, 
barefooted. She pursued Julia up Wash- 
ington Street to Cortlandt, screaming, 
‘*Save the girl!’’ At Cortlandt Street she 
told Policemen Frank Driscoll and John 
McGinn of the Church Street Station that 
her sister-in-law was bent upon suicide, and 
they started in pursuit. Julla was then two 
blocks in the lead. 

The two policemen caught the girl at 
Franklin Street, and with the aid of two 
more men from the Leonard Street Station, 
they got her upon a truc! and started for 
the Hudson Street Hospital, but not before 
all four men had had their clothing torn 
and their faces scratched. 

At the hospital it required the combined 
efforts of an ambulance driver, a clerk, and 
the four policemen to hold the woman 
while a straitjacket was placed upon her. 
Then she was placed in an ambulance and 
taken to Bellevue. 


TO HAVE 1,380 ELECTION DISTRICTS 


New Division in Consequence of the 
Recent Reapportionment. 


The work of dividing the city into election 
districts under the new apportionment was 
completed: yesterday by Clerk Hildebrand 
of the Bureau of Elections. He has been 
engaged at it for several weeks. 

Chief Clerk Allen announced that there 
will be 1,380 election districts in the city, 
exclusive of, the territory in the new an- 


nexed district. The division of the an- 
nexed district has not yet been made. 
Mr. Allen said there will probably be 
from ten to fifteen election districts in the 
annexed territory. Last year the number 
of election districts in the city was 1,141. 
The number of Inspectors of Blection to 
be appointed to serve at the coming election 
is 5,520. In addition to these, 2,760 poll 
clerks and a like number of ballot clerks 
will be appointed to serve on election day..

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, July 1.—An irregular and nar- 
row wheat market wound up in a break to- 
day, .with a well-known local professional's 
sales of ‘ short” stuff, The crowd started 
in to bull prices this morning on a variety 
of counts. The Bulgarian crop was re- 
ported in bad shape, and the latest news 
from Indiana and Illinois was unfavorable. 
There was not much confidence to the buy-* 
ing, however, the scalpers turning very 
quickly on the selling that took place, and 
a decline occurred. The Corn Trade News 
of Liverpool estimated that stocks of wheat 
afloat decreased 5,000,000 bushels, some of 
the early buying being on the figures, but 
near the close it was concluded that the 
period in which the reduction was made 
was one month and not one week, as at 
first assumed. The bears were benefited 
by the conclusion, and bulls were corre- 
spondingly disappointed. The visible supply 
decreased 1,664,000 bushels, and the amount

Railway Stocks Fail to Recede, but, 


on the Contrary, Show Marked 


Firmness—The Strength of Dis- 


tillers—A Bullish Close. 


MONDAY--P. M. 
To-day’s stock market was again almost 
wholly professional. There was a contest 
at the opening in Chicago Gas, one party 
trying to push the stock up and the other 
being equally anxious to depress it. The 


result was that first prices were anywhere 
between 62 and 60. A few minutes later the 
stock was selling at 584, but from that 
point strength developed and continued, the 
final price being 62%, a net gain of 2% point 
as the result of the day’s speculation. 
There was absolutely nothing new concern- 
ing the property. President Lincoln, in an 
interview, said that he knew of no reason 
for the recent decline, and that there was 
no change in the prospects of the company. 

Sugar and American Tobacco were also 
erratic, early weakness in both cases be- 
ing followed by sharp rallies. Distillers 
sold down to 19%, but closed at 20%, a frac- 
tional gain. This stock was by no means 
active, the principal trading in it resulting 
from an effort on the part of the Greenhut 
faction to cover some of its short contracts 
without advancing the price. The effort, 
however, like all of its predecessors, was 
unsuccessful, and it is probable that the 
clique increased its already unwieldy short 
interest. Tennessee Coal and Iron lost a 
couple of points in the early trading, but 
soon recovered, and closed unchanged. 


Other industrials were firm, notably Gen- 
eral Electric, which gained 1%; Leather, 
preferred, 1%, and Rubber, 1% points. 

Many traders looked for lower prices in 
the general railway list, as a result of the 
shake-up in the industrial group, but those 
who sold stocks on that theory did so to 
their cost. There was absolutely no press- 
ure against the railway list except that 
exerted by the bears. Holders of railway 
stocks are not to be frightened by profes- 
sional operations in the industrials when 
they are able to see on all sides evidences 
of returning prosperity. To-day’s news told 
of the restoration of rates in the West and 
South, of increasing wages, of growing 
business, and of good average crop pros- 
pects.

| RFFECT OF AN UPPER CUT 
On That Hinges the Result in the Fitz- 
simmons Case. 


MEDICAL EXPERTS ARE QUESTIONED 


They’ Say Riordan Could Not Have 
Boxed if the Fatal Injury Had 
Been Inflicted by a Fall 
on the Sidewalk. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., July 1.—In the trial 
of “Bob” Fitzsimmons for the killing of 
“Con” Riordan during a sparring con- 
test, the day was taken up in listening to 
expert medical testimony. Dr, D. M. Tol- 
man was required to state what he. con- 


sidered the cause of Riordan’s death. He 
said it was concentrated violence on the 
man’s jaw. He was aslgd if the rigors and 
convulsions which Riordam showed on fall- 
ing to the stage after Fitzsimmons’s blow 
were not due to the concussion of the brain 
and laceration of the brain tissues. He said 
they were due to those causes. The /acera- 
tion at the base of the brain the physician 
considered fatal in itself. The question as 
to whether a short, quick, rapid. blow, 
delivered by boxing gloves weighing 
six to ten ounces upon the jaw of a man, 
is likely to produce severe bodily injury, 
was objected to. and the objection sus- 
tained; a victory for the defense. 

Then the question was reduced to one 
whether a blow on the jaw was apt to 
cause serious injury. The doctor was al- 
lowed to say that a blow received on the 
jaw in such a line that the force of the 
blow should be concentrated along the line 
of the jaw and articulation with the base 
of the skull would cause serious injury. 

Then the cross-examination was taken up 
by Charles E. Ide. He got out the an- 
swers that a blow upon the side of ihe jaw 
was not necessarily fatal, and that a blow 
coming at right angles was not ordinarily 
fatal. 

It was attempted to show that the injury 
to the nerve centre by the laceration would 
cause an immediate paralysis that would 
prevent Riordan putting up his hands to 
spar and sitting in a chair afterward, The 
physician did not think it probable, but, as 
Riordan did do thése things afterward, 
why then he did them notwithstanding the 
laceration. , 

Another important branch of the cross- 
examination was as to the effect of alco- 
holic liquors upon the walls of the arteries 


of the brain. The expert said there were 
degenerating changes, and they were, there- 
fore, more liable, to rupture. He also said 
that in the violent exercise of boxing the 
arteries were more liable to rupture. 

Dr. Totman was asked if there was any 
indication of alcoholism. 

‘* Not that I saw.’’ 

‘“ Was there any evidence of an apoplectic con- 
dition? ”’ 

oe No.”’ 


The District Attorney continued his ex- 
amination to ascertain if the blood clot 
could have been formed four or five hours 
before the contest. 

“Could he have gone into the contest after the 
blood clot had formed? "’ 

‘**T object,’’ interrupted Mr. Ide. 
has already said he could not tell."’ 

The objection was overruled,, and the 
witness answered that in his opifiion Rior- 
den could not have, gone into the contest 
after the clot had formed. 

Mr. Ide took up the re-eross-examination, 
asking the witness if it was possible for the 
blood clot in the Riordan case to have been 
cause by a fall on the floor. The answer 
was that a fall might have caused the 
clot if Riordan’s head struck in a certain 
way. 

A very small elot, witness said, would 
affect the nerve centres. He thougnt Rior- 
dan could have gone into a contest with a 
blood clot if the clot was not sufficiently 
large to affect the nervous action. ’ 

With the permission of the Court, Mr, 
Ide asked the witness this question: 

‘* Leaving out from the hypothetical question 
propounded by the District Attorney the fact of 
Riordan’s receiving a blow or assuming the 
facts contained in his hypothetical question, ex- 
cept his receiving a blow, and assuming the 
additional fact that the man was seen to fall 
unconscious in the street previous to the contest 
from brain hemorrhage, would that not account 
for the condition you found Riordan in after 
death?’’ ‘' Absolutely not’’ answered the wit- 
ness. 

Dr. H. H. Didama, the next witness, was 
asked to answer the hypothetical question, 
which was read to him by District Attorney 
Shove. He was asked: 

‘Assuming the facts are true, 
opinion, caused death?’’ 

‘‘In my opinion, death was caused by the blow 
that was given."’ 

Witness was asked by Mr. Ide if there 
were not instances where a man’s jaw or 
part of it was knocked off or shot off and 
yet there wes no laceration of the brain. 

‘*T presume there have been such cases.”’ 

“Then external violence would not necessarily 
result in laceration of the brain? ’”’ 

‘* No.” 

‘“‘Then how does the fact that a clot of blood 
was found at the base of Riordan’s brain show 
that death was caused by the blows? "’ 


Witness answered that in his opinion 
death was caused by the blow, and he was 
led to this opinion by the description given 
of the contest and the abseice of other 
cuuses. 

Dr. Franklin J. Kaufmann attended the 
Riordan autopsy, and it was his opinion 
that the laceration o7 the brain was caused 
by the blow given by Fitzsimmons. 

Mr. Ide asked if the injury could not have 
been caused by the man striking the back 
of his head so violently on the floor that it 
rebounded. 

The answer to this was that ‘a fall like 
that would do much damage.’”’ 

The witness was positive, though, that a 
blow on the side of the jaw would cause 
death. 

Dr. Frederick W. Smith was present at 
the autopsy and saw the large cloé of blood 
that had formed at the base of the brain. 
In answer to the hypothetical question he 
said that it was his opinion that death was 
caused by the blow. 

Lawyer House, of the defense; then de- 
scribed Riordan’s fall on the sidewalk and 
asked if the condition in which the brain 
was found could be effected in this way 
without the blow in the boxing contest. 

The witness said that if Riordan fell on 
the sidewalk and received an injury to his 
brain, he would have been prevented from 
taking part in the boxing contest. He 
would not have been able to walk to the 
theatre. It was possible, the witness add- 
ed, for Riordan to get an injury to the 
brain by falling on his head on the side- 
walk, but not probable.

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NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


Opposition to the Leasing of the Con- 
cord and Montreal. 


BOSTON, July 1.—Regarding the publisned 
reports that Director Pierson of the Con- 
cord and Montreal Railroad Company 
would institute legal proceedings to annul 
the lease of the Concord and Montreal Rail- 
road to the Boston and Maine Railroad that 
gentleman says: ‘‘ There is a probability 
that the lease will be opposed through 
the courts. I have been asked to take ac- 
tion, but I feel unable to do so. I have 
been fighting for the last seven years for 
the Concord and Montreal Road, and I 
think I have done my share. I shall not 
take any legal action personally to set 
aside the lease, although I might lend my 
influence to such an attempt. 

“T have always believed that the citi- 
zens of New-Hampshire should control at 


least one road in New-Hampshire, and 
have always been the opposing force in 
the board against any consolidation. I am 
the second largest stockholder in the road, 
and I have been approached many times 
and offered between #300 and $400 a share 
for my stock, but I have refused to sell 
for any price so long as the road was 
owned by New-Hampshire people. The 
Concord and Montreal Road is one of the 
best-paying pieces of property in New- 
England. If it was good for nothing the 
Boston and Maine would not want it. I be- 
lieve in three years the road can pay 8 
per cent. on all classes of stock, and later 
10 per cent. 

‘* Experts have appraised the property and 
report that Concord and Montreal stock- 
holders have $2.50 for every dollar of cap- 
ital and indebtedness. What more could a 
stockholder desire?’’ 


Another Reading Default. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—For the fifth 


consecutive time since the present receiv-. 


ership, the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road to-day defaulted upon the interest 
due on the general mortgage bonds, but 
paid all prior liens, the only other default 
being upon the principal of $19,000 Schuyl- 
kill Navigation bonds. 

Those of the general mortgage bondhold- 
ers who deposited their securittes under the 
Sarle-Olcott plan of reorganization received 
from the Finance Company of Pennsylvania 
the interest due to-day upon the July eou- 
pon, but those who did not accept the 
terms of the plan until after the time limit 
had expired, in January last, were not paid. 
The amount of interest disbursed for gen- 
eral mortgage interest by the Finance Com- 
pany to-day in accordance with the reor- 
ganization plan was close to $200,000, the 
total amount required being $250,000, but 
there were a great many holders out of 
the city who failed to present their certifi- 
cates up to the close of business. The 
committee also paid interest upon what 
are known as equitable certificates, issued 
to parties who advanced the money to pay 
the general mortgage coupon. 

At the Reading office, it was learned that 
but one bondholder had presented his coupon 
for payment and he was informed by Treas- 
urer Church that the receivers had issued 
instructions not to pay the interest, and he 
disappeared without a murmur. The com- 
pany first defaulted upon these bonds Jan. 
1, 1893, and no interest has been paid 
since that date. 


New Trolley Line Opened. 

NEWARK, N. J., July 1.—A trial trip on 
one track was made to-day over the New- 
ark and Elizabeth trolley line, and it is 
hoped that everything will be in readiness 
for patrons on the Fourth of July. On 
Thursday, if everything works, it is expect- 
ed there will be an excursion directly from 
Elizabeth to Eagle Rock. The excursion 
will be under the care of a club in that 
city. The power that is to supply the new 
line comes from Newark. The new line to 
Jersey City, by way of Harrison and Kear- 
ny, began running this morning, the start 
being made at the coal chutes on South 
Broad Street. The cars are run along Broad 
Street to Bridge Street, this city; then 
along Harrison Avenue, and the old turn- 
pike road, Harrison, to Sandford crossing, 
which is opposite the Pennsylvania Railroad 
shops, in Kearny. 

On account of the refusal of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad to 
allow the Traction Company to run its 
tracks over the crossing, passengers for the 
present are being transferred to cars oa 
the opposite side of the crossing, which 
run to the Cortlandt Street Ferry.

The New-York ail New-England Rail- 
road will be sold under foreclosure, in pur- 
suance of the reorganization scheme, on 
next Tuesday. There is longer any 
doubt that the control ot a majority of the 
200,000+ shares of stock bas already passed 
into the hands of men friendly to if not 
allied with the Vanderbilts. The common 
belief in railroad eircles is that J. Pier- 
pont Morgan has engineered the purchase of 
the New-Engiland stock, and that he has 
had the financial support of the Vander- 
bilts and the Rockefellers. Should such 
prove to be the case the New-England will 
cease to be a disturbing factor in the terri- 
tory of the New-York, New Haven and 
Hartford road.

HONOLULU, June 24.—A strong oppost 
tion has developed to the appointment of 
William R. Castle as Minister at Wash- 


ington. His name, with several other ap- 


pointments, was sent in to the Senate on 
the 20th’ by the President, for confirmation. 


In executive session an attack was made 
by Senator McCandless upon Mr. Castle, 
and his name and that of Mr. E. Hastings, 
Secretary of Legation, were referred to a 
committee consisting of Messrs. Baldwin, 
3rown, and Waterhouse. ‘This committee 
has not yet reported. 

The opposition to Mr. Castle has been 
especially vciced by members of the Amer- 
ican League, which comprises the most 
radical element in the republic, and by their 
organ, The Star. This paper has refrained 
from specifying any partictar objection 
to the nominee, but intimates in general 
terms that ‘a large majority of those 
comprising the support of the Government 
are firm in the conviction that Mr. Castle 
is not the man for this place.” 

It also recommends Mr. Hastings ag 
“standing well with the State Department 
and having a good footing at the White 
House. He has the confidence of the people 
here.” 

The Advertiser, which supports Mr. Cas- 
tle, says: 

Neither Mr. Cleveland nor 
has reason to believe that any representative 
this Government might send will congratulate 
them on the Hawaiian policy of the Administra- 
tion. Frank Hastings is mentioned as the 
proper person for Minister, &c. has pienty 
of friends in Washington and many more in 
Hawaii. Withal he is a very capable young 
man, but as representative at the most important 
post in our diplomatic and consular corps Mr. 
Hastings is not the man for the position. He 
should, if possible, be a native of Hawaii, or at 
least a man who for many years has been active 
in and acquainted with the public affairs of this 
country. Mr. Hastings does not possess. these 
qualifications. 

Mr. Castle has been generally considered @ 
popular and acceptable man. It is now brought 
to light that there are a number of more or less 
influential persons hostile to him for personal 
reasons connected with law business. The fact 
of his having long done much work for a con- 
siderable Chinese clientage has also worked 
against him. How the Senate will finally decide 
is somewhat doubtful, although the probability 
is in favor of Mr. Castle. It is not thought in 
the least probable that the President would 
nominate Mr. Hastings for the if Mr. 
Castle is rejected, although Mr. Dole is vefty 
friendly to him. He has never been prominent 
here in public affairs, and was quite neutral in 
politics, until after the republic was established. 
Some prominent leader in tbe revolution would 
naturally be chosen for the post.

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AN INTERESTING EXCISE CASE 
DEINAT IN COURT FOR THE EX- 
OCISH ROARD’S COUNSEL. 


No Destruction of Property Rights In- 
tended by the Legislature—A Wid- 
ow’s Appeal for a Renewal. 


Alfred R. Page. counsel to the Excise 
Board, yesterday got what is known in 
“ pugilistic”’ circles as an ‘‘ undercut” at 
the .ands of the General Term of thé Su- 
erior Court, and Judge Me/tdam of that 
tribunal is exceedingly, though dignifiedly, 
rejoiced. 

Incidentally, the General Term, besides 
“ knocking out’ Mr. Page, gives a decision 
on a piece of excise legislation affecting 
property valued at $1,500,000. 

The Legislature, in 1892, passed an act 
providing that ‘“‘no person or persons who 
shall not have been licensed prior to the 
passage of this act shall hereafter be li- 
censed to sell strong or spirituous liquor, 
wine, ale, and beer, in any building not 
used for hotel purposes, and for which a 
license does not exist at the time of the 
passage of this act, which shall be on the 
same street or avenue, and within 200 feet 
of a building occupied exclusively as a 
church or a schoolhouse.” 

There was considerable doubt as to the 
precise application of this act, and a test 
action was brought in 1892, before Judge 
McAdam, in the Special Term of the Su- 
perior Court, who filed an opinion in which 
he said: 

“The inhibition contained in section 43 of 
the act of 1892, Chapter 401, applies only 
to buildings for which a license did not 
exist at the time of the passage of the act. 
The act does not require that the former 
licensee shall apply for a renewal.” 

This ruling was followed until the present 


Excise Board, with Mr, Page as counsel, 
came into power. Mr. Page held that the 
board was bound to reject all applications 
for licenses made for places within the 20U- 
feet limit, unless it was made by the former 
licensee. The licensee could not pass his 
rights with the property, declared Mr. Page, 
and regarding Judge McAdam and his rul- 
ings of 1892, he wrote rather loftily, in an 
opinion to the board: 

Ordinarily, where a construction has been given 
to a statute by a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, the board should follow that decision until 
a higher court has declared the law to be other- 
wise. But this construction of the statute is so 
manifestly erroneous that it should be disre- 
garded as ah exposition of the law. 

Acting under this latter opinion the board 
declined to grant a license to Thomas 
Cairns for the premises at 700 Third Ave- 
nue, upon the ground that they were with- 
in eighty feet of the entrance to the school 
building occupied by St. Agnes’s Parochial 
School. Cairns applied to Judge McAdam 
for a writ of certiorari to review the pro- 
ceedings, and this was made returnable 
at the General Term, where it was heard 
by Judges Freedman and Gildersleeve. 

Judge Gildersleeve yesterday filed an 
opinon, in which Judge Freedman con- 
curs, sustaining the law as laid down by 
Judge McAdam in 1892, reversing the action 
of the board, with $50 costs, and directing 
that a mandamus issue requiring the board 
ta grant Cairns a license. The General 
Term says: 


Applying to the section of the statute under con- 
sideration the well-established rules of construc- 
tion, we are of opinion that it was the intention 
of the Legislature in enacting Section 43 to pro- 
vide that buildings within the prohibited dis- 
tance (200 feet) used for hotel purposes, or for 
which licenses existed when the act was passed, 
should not be affected by it, and that as to such 
buildings any person otherwise eligible should 
have a license. The fair reading of the prohibi- 
tion clearly indicates that the Legislature in- 
tended not to destroy property rights in places of 
business which were then established, but that 
no other places should be licensed within the 
prohibited area other than those which were li- 
censed at the time of the passage of the act. 

The case was fought on behalf of Cairns 
by the Brewers’ Association, as about 1,500 
places would have been affected and their 
property right practically wiped out of ex- 
istence if Mr. Page’s construction of the act 
had been sustained. 

An instance of the manner in which the 
ruling worked was given last Saturday, 
when the widow of a saloon keeper applied 
for a renewal of the license held by her 
husband. The board refused, as the place 
was within the prescribed limit. The Com- 
missioners expressed the greatest sympathy 
for the widow, Who was left with seven 
small children on her hands and no way 
of supporting them, as the saloon repre- 
sented all her possessions. But the board 
said it could no nothing for her. The Gen- 
eral Term decision will save her property, 
and give her a renewal of the license held 
by her husband for years. 

Ex-Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, Samuel Unter- 
myer, and E. J. Myers represented Cairns, 
while the Excise Board was represented by 
its counsel, Mr. Page. 

The case will probably go to the Court of 
Appeals. 


THE CITY PRISON INADEQUATE, 


Recorder Goff Thinks There Is Need of 
a New Building. 


The report of the June Grand Jury as to 
the unfit condition of the Tombs as a city 
prison was referred, yesterday, to the July 
Grand Jury by Recorder Goff, for further 
investigation. jn his charge, the Recorder 
said, among other things: 

There may be brought to your attention the 
matter of the necessity of important changes in 
the City Prison. During the past many abuses 
were tolerated there because of the crowded con- 
dition of the building. It has been clearly dem- 
onstrated that as a city prison the building does 
not at all answer the purposes of the day. It 
is a question whether the building is so arranged 
that it may be made adaptable. It seems to me 
that the old building may have to be removed and 
a@ new one substituted. The matter of this change 
is now in the hands of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction, and they will act upon 
it. But any further suggestion that your body 
may see fit to offer will be considered by them. 

Matters had been somewhat improved in 
the Tombs, the Recorder added, by the 
recent activity of the District Attorney’s 
office in clearing out the prison. He added: 

The former congested state of the City Prison 
was, as the last Grand Jury said, ‘‘a blot upon 
the fafr name of our city.’’ This condition has 
been greatly relieved, for, whereas on the Ist 
day of June lagt there were 340 unfortunates in 
jail, we have to-day only 180. Of these latter, 
116 are now under indictment, and 64 are await- 
ing your action.

TWO MURDERERS SENTENCED. 


Recorder Goff Sends Spath and Cas- 
satita to State Prison. 


Two murderers weré sentenced yesterday 
by Recorder Goff. 

Jacob Spath was sent to State Prison 
for life, and Francisca Cassatta was sen- 
tenced for nineteen years. 

Neither one of the men seemed in the 
least impressed by the sentence passd upon 
him. They left the courtroom grinning 
as if the whole thing was a huge joke. 

A lot of Italian women interested in Cas- 
satta seemed to view the matter more 
seriously. As he was led away, they fell on 
his neck shrieking and wailing. It was all 
the Deputy Sheriff could do to get the man 
across the “ Bridge of Sighs’”’ and into the 
Tombs, where he will remain with Spath 
until this morning. 

Cassatta killed Francisca Barscia last 
February in front of 248 Elizabeth Street. 
The jury brought in a verdict of man- 
slaughter in the first degree, with a strong 
recommendation to mercy. W. . Howe, 
counsel for Cassatta, made a motion yester- 
day for a new trial, saying that the facts 
of the case warranted either a verdict of 
murder in the first degree or acquittal. 

In reply, the Recorder said he held to Mr. 
Howe's opinion. He was of the belief that 

e murder was a cold-blooded one. He 

led the motion.

Policeman Charts J. Laz failed to 
appear yesterday before Recorder Goff, 
to plead to the indictment charging him 
with having accepted a bribe from Louis 
Gordon for reporting favorably on a fire 
at the latter’s place of business, 21 Walker 
Street, on July 24 last. 

Early in tre day his counsel, Thomas 
Fennell, announced that Lenz would plead 
not guilty. Fennell later went to see Chief 
Clerk Unger of the District Attorney’s 
office, and was informed by the latter that 
Lenz need not appear, as the case would 
not be called. Fennell then called up Lenz 


Catherine Fox, to notify 
them not to come down town to-day, and he 
was then informed that they had not re- 
ceived any subpoenas. Fennell says that 
later he was told that his client would be 
called. 

That was Mr. Fennell’s explanation to Re- 
corder Goff. The rumor then_circulated 
that Lenz had run away.

AGAINST WILLIAM 8S. WYSE. 


His Transfer of His Property to His 


Wife Must Stand. 


William S. Wyse’s appeal to the General 
Term of the Superior Court in his suit 
against his wife, Marie S. Wyse, has been 
decided against him. 

Mr. Wyse conveyed all his property, 
valued at $150,000, to his wife. She after- 
ward obtained a separation, and Mr. Wyse, 
who formerly made an income of $15,000 or 
$20,000 a year as general advertising man- 


ager for Harper Brothers, became, very 
much reduced in circumstances, being, as 
he declared, almost destitute. 

He sued to have the conveyance of the 
property to his wife set aside on the ground 
that he was mentally incompetent at the 
time he made it, and that she exercised un- 
due influence. 

Judge Freedman, who presided at the 
trial, decided against Mr. Wyse, and the 
General Term sustains this decision. 


Counterfeiters Sent to Prison. 


Several prisoners convicted of counter- 
feiting were sent to the penitentiary yester- 
day by Judge Benedict of the United States 
Circuit Court. 

James J. Mahoney and John Williams, 
who pleaded guilty to having passed coun- 
terfeit dollars in Tremont on May 16, were 
sentenced for five years each in the Erie 
County Penitentfary. 

Michael Torres, who 
making counterfeit coin in 
on April &, and who pleaded guilty, was 
sentenced to eight years in Erie County 
Penitentiary. Torres is sixty-two years old 
and very feeble. This is his second con- 
viction. 

Frank Saldano, who 
making counterfeit coin on March 12 in a 
house in East Seventy-fourth Street, was 
sentenced for five years in the Erie County 
Penitentiary. ; 

Marco Negri, charged with making coun- 
terfeit coin, pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to five years in Kings County Peni- 
tentiary. 

Ernesto Saffero, who was convicted of 
passing counterfeit coin made by Negri, was 
sent to the Elmira Reformatory for three 
years. He is eighteen years old. 

William Anstrov and John Barlinski, con- 
victed of making and passing counterfeit 
coins in Kingston, N. Y., were sentenced 
for five years each to the Erie County Peni- 
tentiary. 

P. Gussano, who pleaded guilty to passing 
a counterfeit two-dollar bill in Harlem, in 
February, was sentenced for two years in 
the Erie County Penitentiary. 

A number of smugglers were also sen- 
tenced. Thev included Daniel J. McLeod 
and Conrad Frederick Ferdinand Sandman.

Yacht Phebe. 


Ramon Valez,. owner of the schooner

~ Valez declares that the assignment of the 
mortgage was not made in good faith, but 
without consideration, and that Damon is 
not responsible financially.

City Court Decision Overruled. 


An interesting point relating to the power 
of the City Court was passed upon yes- 
terday by Judge Bischoff of the Court of 
Common Pleas. 

Sitting in Special Term, Judge Bischoff 
was asked last week to issue a mandamus 
to compel Judge Fitzsimons of the City 
Court to grant a writ of certiorari direct- 
ing the Excise Board to review its action 
in refusing Henry J. Semken a_ saloon 
license. : 

Judge Bischoff denies this application, and 
says: 

“Assuming that the City Court of New- 
York is a City Court, within the meaning 
of the act, still jurisdiction to grant a 
writ is not apparent. The statute relied 
on provides that a writ of certiorari may 
be made returnable to and the cause be, 
heard in a City Court, but nowhere em- 
powers a City Court to grant or issue a 
writ.”’ 


Held for Smuggling Phenacetine. 


James M. Grady, a laborer, was heid in 
$2,500 bail by United States Commissioner 
Shields yesterday for having in his posses- 
sion 130 ounces of phenacetine that was 
supposed to have been smuggled. : 

Grady was arrested in a drug store at 274 
Tenth Avenue by Agent Scally and had in 
his possession at that time a bag with the 
drug in it. The officer said that Grady iold 
him that the bag and contents were not his 


property, put that they had been given to 
him by a man who had smuggled them. 

M. J. McCann, a lawyer, who said that he~ 
had been appealed to by Grady, who was 
penniless, sought to have the case dismissed 
on the ground that there was nothing to 
show, except the deféndant’s statement 
made under duress, that he knew the zZo0o0ds 
were smuggled, but this was denied by the 
Commissioner. 


Results of Subway Troubles. 


As a result of the Grand Jury’s investi- 
gations last month into the charge made 
by the Subway Commission, an indictment 
has been found against John W. Darragh, 
an electrician, of 6 Charles Street. For 
some time the Subway Commission and 
Board of Electrical Control has received 
many complaints against various brokers 
who are accused of having strung skeleton 
wires contrary to the laws of 1877. The 
wires were stretched from 40 Broadway to 
1 Broadway. 

Darragh is accused of having stretched 
the wires, and he was arrested on a bench 
warrant issued by Judge Fitzgerald of the 
Court of General Sessions. 

Darragh was arraigned later in the day

FOR A NEW TRIAL 


WILL ASK 


To Prove an Alibt for Clarence and 
Sadie Robinson, Convicted of 
Killing Montgomery Gibbs. 


BUFFALO, July 1.—Clarence and Sadie 
Robinson, convicted of killing Montgomery 
Gibbs, will, through their counsel, Judge L. 
Q. Hardesty, apply for a new trial on new- 
ly-discovered evidence. 

During all last week the relatives ‘of the 
convicted couple were in Buffalo in con- 
sultation with Judge Hardesty, and at a 
conference on Saturday it was decided to 
make the appeal as soon as preliminary 
details are arranged. It is said that the 
sensations created by the trial will be mild 
compared with the affidavits which will be 
read on the motion for a new trial. Bight 
witnesses for the defense have been se- 
cured, who will establish, Judge Hardesty 
says, a complete alibi for the prisoners. 
Two witnesses have been secured who will - 
indicate that Gibbs was killed by another 
person. This will constitute the new evi- 
dence. 

Part of the appeal will also be based upon 
the case and exceptions in a legal way, 
maintaining that the admissions of the con- 
fessions at the trial were illegal; that the 
admission of the letter written by the wife 
to the husband was irregular; that the 
confessions were not voluntary, but that 
the prisoners simply confessed to what the 
detectives required them to confess, and 
that the trial of husband and wife under 
one indictment was irregular. 

“We have secured witnesses,” said Judge 
Hardesty, ‘‘ who establish a complete alibi— 
witnesses whom it was impossible for us 


to secure on the trial simply because we 
did not know them. A complete chain of 
testimony has been found which accounts 
for both prisoners from 8 o’clock to il 
o’clock on the night of April 28, the time of 
the killing of Gibbs. One witness, a gentle- 
man in good standing, shows in an incon- 
trovertible manner that Sadie Robinson did 
not have man’s clothes on from 9:40 to 11:15 
on the night of the crime. He knows that 
absolutely, and is corroborated by two 
other witnesses. We also have three wit- 
nesses to show that the Robinsons were in 
an entirely different place on the night of 
the murder than the spot where the crime 
was committed, and our other witnesses 
indicate that the murder was done by per- 
sons other than the Robinsons.” 

Judge Hardesty feels very certain that a 
new trial will be granted on his evidence. 


HYPNOTISM AS A TRUTH FINDER 


Possible Future Use of an Official Hyp- 
notizer in Courts. 


It might be well for the Police Depart- 
ment to have an official hypnotizer con- 
nected with it in the light of an experiment 
that was tried last week in the West. 

A man was convicted of murder on the 
testimony of a woman, who, after the con- 
viction, declared that her testimony was 
false, and that she herself had done the 
deed. For the purpose of discovering which 
statement was the true one, she was placed 
under hypnotic power before the Judge 
who had tried the case. He had his stenog- 
rapher take her statement while she was 


under the hypnotic influence and preserved 
it for future use. Although the woman was 
so ill at the time that she could hardly 
speak in an audible voice, while under the 
unconscious influence of the hypnotizer 
she spoke out clearly and was readily 
understood. 


While being interrogated, she recounted 


‘jn the most forceful manner all of the de- 


tails of the crime to which she had been a 
witness, and repeated the testimony that 
she gave on the trial. She said that her 
confession had been extorted from her to 
shield her son, she having been told by 
the murderer that he was suspected of be- 
ing an accomplice. After she had been re- 
leased from the hypnotic influence she re- 
lapsed into her former condition of weak- 
ness and ‘had no recollection of what she 
had said while under it. 


Changes in Government Clerks. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Scott Nesbit of 
Missouri, the new appointment clerk of the 
Treasury, and C. E. Johnson, the new chief 
clerk of the Internal Revenue Bureau, as- 
sumed the duties of their positions this 
morning. Mr. Nesbit was presented by the 
employes otf the Internal Revenue Bureau, 


his former associates, with a handsome 
basket of flowers as evidence of their re- 
gard. 

There were 300 transfers of clerks made in 
the Treasury to-day from one division to 
another, all in the classified service, in ad- 
dition to the changes announced last week. 
There still remains to be made a number of 
promotions, reductions, and appointments.

JERSEY CITY, N. J., July 1.—The Jersey 
City Street and Water Board this morning 
received three bids for a new water supply. 
The bidders were the East Jersey Water 
Company, the Jersey City Water Company, 
and the Hudson and Rockaway Water Com- 
pany. 

The East Jersey, which proposes to draw 
its supply from the Rockaway River, at 
Boonton, will furnish water through two 
forty-two-inch mains at the of $73 
per million gallons for 20,000,000 gallons, 
graded down to $59.25 per million for 30,- 
000,000 gallons, $44.70 for 40,000,000 gallons, 
and $36.80 for 50,000,000 gallons. With one 
fifty-four-inch main the prices range irom 
$64.50 for 20,000,000 gallons down to $33 for 
50,000,600 gallons. If built with two mains 
the city may buy the plant at the end of 
twenty years for $10,000,000, or with one 
main for $9,000,000, half cash and half 4 


per cent. bonds, or all bonds if the com- 
pany’s offer shall be accepted within six 
months, 

The East Jersey Company also submitted 
a supplemental bid offering to furnish water 
in its Own way with two mains for froin 
$48.50 for 20,000,000 gallons down to 324.50 
for 50,000,000 gallons. With one main the 
prices will vary from $43 for 20,000,000 gal- 
lons down to $22 for 50,000,000 gallons. 

The difference in the plans is that the city 
demands that the whole supply shail be 
furnished by gravity; by the company’s 
plans the supply may be furnished by 2ltav- 
ity and pumping combined, or by either, 
from different points, as may be most con- 
venient. 

The Hudson and Rockaway Water Com- 
pany will take its supply frem the Rockaway 
River at Montville and will furnish water 
with a double pipe line at from $60 for 20,- 
000,000 gallons down to $26 for 50,000,000 
gallons, or with a single main from $07 
down to $25. The city may purchase the 
plant for $5,943,000 with two mains, or 
$5,650,000 with one main, payable in twenty- 
year bonds at 4 per cent. 

This company also makes a supplemental 
bid ranging from $42 per million gallons 
for 20,000,000 gallons down to $20 for 30.- 
000,000 gallons furnished as the company 
shall determine as to gravity or pumping. 

The Jersey City Company, which will 
draw ‘its Supply from the Rockaway Val- 
ley, will furnish a supply graded from $44 
per million gallons from a minimum of 2v.,- 
000,000 gallons down to $25 for 50,000,000 
gallons through a double pipe, or $39 75 
down to $25 through a single pipe. 

The city may buy the plant at the end of 
twenty years for $8,550,000 with two mains 
or $7,950,000 with one main; %) per cent to 
be paid in cash and 10 per cent. in twenty- 
year bonds at 4 per cent. interest.

In a little room on the corner of Bleecker 
and West Third Streets, to the right of the 
elevated trains as they turn the corner on 
the way up town, the daily travelers who 
are not entirely engrossed in their papers 
or their own private affairs may see @ 


group of children sitting at their desks end 
busy with their books. 

This is not so strange, but the observant 
passer-by will notice that the hours in 
the little school are unusual. From 7% 
o'clock in the morning until T o’clock 
in the evening—in Winter before daylight 
has fairly set in—and until after dark the 
school appears to be in session. 

It is an interesting little school and was 
started originally by the New-York Sociétés 
Francaises. It was intended then to bene- 
fit the poorer class of French families in 
the neighborhood. Little ones as young as 
two years were taken in and kept from the 
time the parents started off to work in 
the morning until they returned at night. 
‘A hot bow! of soup was served at noon and 
they were kept amused all day with games 
and simple lessons. 

There were two floors occupied at that 
time for the children, but the money be- 
came more and more difficult to raise, and 
the school was finally given up by the 
Society, but was continued by the little 
French woman Mme. Légéreau, who had 
previously taught in it. 

A week’s tuition had formerly 
cents, but to put the school on 
where a small profit could be made Mme. 
Légéreau was obliged to raise the price to 
50 cents. This rise in price kept away 
some of the poorer patrons. As the place 
became less of a day nursery and more 
of a school it was necessary to exclude the 
little two-year-olds, and all the children 
who continued to attend for the day took 
their luncheons. ; : 

That is the school as it now exists. From 
7 o’clock in the morning until 7 o’clock at 
night little toddlers of three years old 
and upward may be found there. From 
9:30 in the morning until 4 in the afternoon, 
with the lunch hour excepted, they ‘are 
busy with simple lessons on one side of 
the schoolroom. On the other side of the 
room are the older children, from seven 
years old to ten years old. After 4 o’clock 
the children from the public schools are re- 
ceived. They stay until 6 o’clock. 

The majority of the children belong to 
French families. A few are Americans. 
A little fellow of six years, who first went 
to the school two years ago, wearing skirts, 
talks French like a little native now, 
though there is not a member of his family 
who speaks the’ language. He speaks only 

little English, but that will quickly come 

6 him again when he goes to a public 
school next September. 

**Deux fois un egale deux; deux fois 
deux egale quatre,” sing the little children. 
It is placed on the blackboard then: ‘2x1 
equals 2; 2x2 equals 4,’ &c., and they say 
it in turn. ‘“ They remember it best,’ the 
teacher says, ‘“‘ when they have learned 
to sing it.’ After they have repeated the 
little lesson they turn their backs’ and 
recite it bravely alone, and only occasion- 
ally a little girl will need to take a peep 
at it. : : 

Young Monsieur Garston, who is one of the 
older boys, recites with patriotic voice and 

esture ‘‘Elle est la’’—it is there—with 
is hand on his heart,to show where France 
is to be found. 

Little Ninette, who is only four years old, 
from a desk-top rostrum, tells an effecting 
tale of ‘‘ The Fox and the Chickens,” and 
little George, also four years old, tells the 
etory of ‘‘ The Nest” from the same place. 

Another little lady, who has reached the 
ignhified age of possibly six, is big enough | 
to stand on the floor to recite, and when 
ehe has finished, with her hat and little lace 
trimmed cape on, and a tiny basket on her 
arm, goes to say ‘‘ Adieu, Madame,” gives 
her teacher and a visitor a kiss, and starts 
for home. 

The little ones who remain have a play 
room on the other side of the house, and 
a tiny roof garden—a little platform—with 
a high railing, and seats. The children 
climb to it by half a dozen steps built up 
to the sill inside one of the windows. 

It is a pretty, cool little garden, looking 
Wp toward Washington Square. 

There are calisthenic exercises in the 
@chool in the Winter, and, something the 
children like better than ail, a dancing ies- 
son. 

Ninetté and Blanche, Mme. Légéreau’s 
little girls, give a visitor an idea of what 
they can do. They dance the polka, the 
Varsovienne, and schottische, while Mme. 
Mamma hums the music. 

“They can dance, the very little ones, 
only so high,’”’ she says, holding her hand 
far below the sill of the window. She has 
mot lived with any but French-speaking 

ple in this country, and she hesitates 
@ little before using the English words. 

A little before 4 o’clock the older chiidren 
from the schools arrive. They study, all of 
hem, the practical branches—grammar, his- 
ory, geography, and composition. The em- 
bBlem of the French Republic, the head and 
bust of a woman, a cast presented to the 
school in its first days by the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts of Paris, adorned with a tri- 
eolored ribbon, the red, white, and blue, 
gives a patriotic air to the place. 

There are pictures of animals on the 
walls, and cards, each with a selection of 
materials showing the structure of familiar 
objects. Mortar, clay, brick, stone, sand, 
@c., for a house, and, for linen, the flax in 
een Zorms as it appears in the proc- 
esses of Inanufacture. These are for object 
lessons.

DENIES THAT HE IS RESPONSIBLE 


Ex-Excise Commissioner Schliemann 
Brooklyn Answers the Suit Resulting 
from Tohman’s

In answer to the City of Brooklyn's svit 
against ex-Excise Commissioners Jchn 
Schliemann and John W. Cahill to recover 
$19,400, the amount taken by William D. 
Lohman while cashier of the Department 
of Excise, Mr, Schliemann yesterday filed 
a statement in which he contends that as 
Lohman was a public officer appointed by 
the Police Commissioner, as the sole ap- 
pointive power in the Board of Excise, that 
he was not responsible for his wrongdoing. 
He also claims that as the books had been 
certified to by the city's accountants, the 
burden of the responsibility rests upon the 
city. 

The answer sets forth also 
Schliemann was not Lohnrian’s 
officer, and continues: 


That said Lohman obtained the personil cus- 
tody of the said license fees stolen by him under 
and by virtue of his office of cashier of said 
department and pursuant to certain rules and 
regulations theretofore adopted by the head of 
said department, the Commissioner of Police ard 
Excise, for the control and guidance of said eash- 
ier and of other subordinate officers in suid cde- 
partment, in the promulgationor adoption of which 
rules this defendant exercised no authority, and was 
without power; that under said rules and regula- 
tions all fees paid for excise licenses issued by 
said Department of Police and Excise were solely 
payable to and receivable by said cashier, by 
whom the same were to be, or caused to be, paid 
into the treasury of the plaintiff;,.that over such 
fees this defendant exercised no power whatever, 
but the same were subject to the government, 
control,, and disposition of the said cashier sact- 
ing under and by command and direction of the 
head of said department, the Commissioner of 
Police and Excise. 

That the aforesaid felony committed by the said 
Lohman was in no manner caused by any negli- 
fence or act of omilssion or commission on the 
part of this defendant, and this defendant further 
alleges that by reason of the premises he is riot 
answerable for the theft committed by said pub- 
lic officer, the cashier of said department, over 
whose appointment and official action he had tio 
power or control.

SHOCKED BY A BROKEN GUARD WIRE 


One Newark Horse Kitled and a Man 


and Horse Severely Injured. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 1.—One horse was 
killed, another horse and a 
shocked, and _ considerable 
caused by a derelict electric 
early hour this morning. 

The horses belonged to ex-Assemblyman 
Joseph Clarke. They were being driven up 
South Broad Street about 3 o’clock. William 
Gutknecht was the driver. His younger 
brother, Edward, was with him. At the ccr- 
ner of Walnut Street one of the horses 
dropped to the street, and the other fell on 
him. They struggled on the street for a 
minute, ana then the uppermost hcrse 
rolled off and lay with his back to the 
other’s feet. The one which fell first lay 
perfectly still after the first struggles, tut 
the second one continued to kick for some 
time longer. 

When the first horse fell, the driver felt 
a shock through the lines, and dropped 
them. Although warned by this wnat the 
trouble was, he jumped from his seat and 
tried to-free the kicking horse from the 
harness. The moment he took hold of a 
buckle, he was thrown forward, and fell 
between the two horses. Edward Gut- 
knecht, seeing his brother’s danger, and 
not knowing what was the trouble, dragged 
his brother from between the horses. Will- 
iam remained unconscious for half an hour. 
Then he revived, but at midday was weak- 
er, and was taken to his home. 

A policeman who had seen the horses fall 
was within a few feet of the scene when 
the younger brother pulled the driver from 
between the horses. He shouted to the 
younger man to keep away, but Edward 
did not hear him. The officer searcaed for 
the wire which,he knew Caused the trou le, 
and found that an iron guard wire, which 
is stretched above the trolley wire, bad 
broken, and in falling, had rested on the 
trolley and become charged with the full 
voltage. 

The horse which, received the secondary 
shock recovered after the current was cut 
off, and was soon able to walk. The So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals took charge of the animal, and sent it 
to the society’s stables, where later in the 
day it rhanifested signs of collapse.

INCREASE AS SHOWN IN THEM IS LOW 


Amount Fixed on Real Estate and Per- 
sonal Property—Comparison with 
the Previous Year—Some In- 
dividual Appraisals. 

The Board of. Aldermen met yesterday for 
the special purpose of receiving the tax as- 


As soon as they 
re- 


sessment rolls for 1895. 


Were presented they as usual, 


ferred to the Committee on Finance for a 
report which will fix the tax rate for the 
year. This report will be made either late 
in August or early in September. 

The tax rate will go up from the present 
rate of 1.79, how far no one will definitely 
Say as yet. Some think it may be ad- 
vanced to 2 per cent., but others think it 
will not be so much. 

The tax budget is unusually heavy, while 
the increase in the tax assessment rolls 
is unusually light, the net increase over last 
year being only $13,615,625. ,This increase 
is remarkably low. 

The total tax assesment for this year is 
$2,016,937,662, and the budget now stands 
at $37,476,960, which would indicate a tax 
rate of about 1.86. But the budget as it 
stands does not include the additional ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for the Commission- 
ers of Accounts, the $600,000 to meet the 
expected deficiency in the Street Cleaning 
Department, or all the deficiencies in as- 
sessments caused by the action of the 
courts in relieving corporations from taxa- 
tion. In consequence it cannot be deter- 
mined now just how high the tax rate will 
go. f 

The tax assessment presented to the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday shows the 
amount and increase over last year by 
wards or by sections under the block 
system. In the table which follows, Sec- 
tion 8 includes the Sixteenth, Eighteenth, 
Twentieth, and Twenty-first Wards, Four- 
teenth to Fortieth Street, river to river. 

Section 5 includes the Nineteenth Ward, 
Fortieth to Seventy-ninth Street, #ixth 
‘Avenue to East River. Section 6 includes 
parts of the Twelfth and Nineteenth Wards, 
Seventy-ninth Street to Harlem River, Sixth 
Avenue to East River.

ELIZABETH, N. J., July 1.—The Eliza- 
beth Democrats are jubilant over the 
break in the’ Republican majority in the 
Mew City Council, which resulted to-night 
in the re-election of James J. Manning, a 
Democrat, as City Clerk for three years, 
over E. L. P. Coleman, the Republican cau- 
cus nominee. The rest of the Republican 
slate went through, but it took half a dozen 
ballots to elect the City Attorney. Edward 
S. Atwater, Republican, finally won. 

Ernest L. Meyer was chosen City Survey- 
or, Drs. Arthur Stein and R. J. Montfort 
City Physicians, Samuel Cunningham Sealer 
ef Weights and Measures, and George Neill 
Judge at the Police Court for three years. 
The Republicans are furious over -the de- 
feat of their nominee for City Clerk, and 
the Alderman who proved traitor is to be 
disciplined and punished in the appointment 
of committees.

@)-night. The Republican bolter must first, 
he said, be detected and taught a lesson. 
Mayor Rankin created a stir by asking the 
Council in his yearly message to repeal a 
valuable street railway franchise held by 
John Kean, who wants to be the next Re- 
a Governor. The Republican Mayor 
s fighting the ex-Congressman on the 
Governorship, and the feeling between them 
is very bitter. This was the Mayor’s first 

ublic thrust at the ex-Congressman. The 

ayor is out for Senator Voorhees for 
Governor, and intends to fight John Kean 
tooth and nail for the Union County and 
epecially the Elizabeth delegates to the 
convention. 

The surprising defeat of Mayor Rankin’s 
special favorite to-night for City Clerk 
looks as if Mr. Kean had begun to retaliate 
on his enemy in an unexpected manner.

FUNERAL OF INSPECTOR REILLY 
Many of His Late Associates in 
and Prominent Politicians 


tended the Services. 


The funeral of the late Police 
Edward Reilly took place from St, Ste- 
phen’s Roman Catholic Church, Summit and 
Hicks Streets, Brooklyn, yesterday morn- 
ing. The church was crowded with former 
associates and prominent politicians. 

The casket was escorted to the church 
from Inspector Reilly’s late home, 15 Third 
Place, by a police battalion of ten compa- 
nies, The pall bearers were Inspectors Mac- 
kellar, McLaughlin, and Murphy, and 
Capt. Kenny, Campbell, and Leavy; from 
Rankin Fost, No. 10, G. A. R., Commander 
Thomas Wilson, Senior Vice Commander 
James Whitlock, Past Commander Ben- 
jamin Woodruff, and Comrade D, J. Gar- 
rity; form Montauk Council, R. A., Thomas 
Shanley and John Blinn. 

On reaching the church six policemen 
earried the casket from the hearse to the 
altar. The casket was covered with the 
National colors. Mass was celebrated by 
the Rev. M. T. Kilahy, who also made a 
short address, speaking of Inspector 
Reilly’s courageous life, and refering to his 
war record, 

“Inspector Reilly,’ said the speaker, 
“was a brave and fearless soldier, per- 
forming his duty well, and when the war 
was over and he became a policeman, he 
carried with him into his new life the faith- 
fulness, fearlessness, and appreciation of 
the value of discipline which characterized 


his life in the army. He had been but three 
years a policeman when his superiors, rec- 
ognizing his worth, made him a Sergeant, 
and three years after that he was again 
exalted to the position of Captain. His 
value was recognized and he went steadily 
onward. In his death the City of Brook- 
lyn sustains @ loss that may not be filled 
for some time, His life might- be held up 
as a mirror to all young men, to teach 
them the value of obedience to a higher 
power in all the affairs of earthly exist- 
ence.”’ 

After the services the cortége proceeded 
to the Cemetery of the Holy Cross, in the 
Twenty-ninth Ward, where the burial took 
place,

DEATH OF MRS, MARY ELIZABETH LEWIS 


Before the War She Was Associated 


with the “ Underground Railroad.” 


MASPETH, L. I., July 1.—Mrs. Mary 
Elizabeth Lewis died here last Friday. She 
was born in Brooklyn in 1821. She-was ap- 
pointed a teacher in the Brooklyn Orphan 
Asylum, and afterward took charge of the 
female department of the Williamsburg Vil- 
lage School, which at present is School No. 
17, in the Fourteenth Ward of Brooklyn. 

Shortly before the war Mrs. Lewis was 
associated with her mother, Mrs. Mary A. 
Crandall, in what was known at that time 
as the ‘‘ Underground Railroad.’’ The late 
Joseph Wilde and Elijah Withington were 
also interested in the railroad, and through 
their efforts and those of the women asso- 
ciated with them a large number of runa- 
way slaves were aided in reaching Can- 
ada. Mrs. Lewis’s duty in connection with 
the railroad was the alteration of clothing 
used to disguise the runaways. Mrs. Lewis 


was identified with many charitable insti- 
tutions.

—“The Sphinx” at the Casino.—The Casino 
offers the only novelty next week in the 
way of a theatrical attraction, in ‘‘ The 
Sphinx,’ the new Egyptian comic opera 
that is completing its long engagement dt 
the Tremont Theatre, Boston, and will bring 
to New-York its original cast.

MR. MACLAY 18 PRESIDENT 


Replaces Charles H.’ Knox as Head of 
the Board of Education. 


WANTS MORE AND BETTER BUILDINGS 


Recommends that the Legislature He 
Asked for $2,000,000 for This 
Purpose and $250,000 


for Sanitation: 


At the meeting of the Board of Education 
yesterday Commissioner Robert Maclay, by 
a unanimous vote of the seventeen members 
present, was elected President of the board, 
in place of Charles H. Knox, who resigned 
that position last week. 

President Maclay was escorted to the chair 


by Commissioners Hubbell and Prentiss, 
and on taking his seat was greeted with 
hearty cheers by the other Commissioners. 

The first business after the roll call was 
the electing of a temporary Chairman. Com- 
missioner Little was chosen for the position. 
President Knox’s letter of resignation was 
then read, the resignation accepted, and put 
on file. Mr. Knox stated that he had to go 
to Europe, where he was likely to remain 
some time, and he thought it best to re- 
sign from the board, as he could not do 
justice to his duties. 

Commissioner Hunt nominated Mr, Maclay 
for President. He spoke in the highest 
terms of Mr. Maclay’s services as a School 
Commissioner, his character as a man, and 
his fitness to preside over the board. The 
nomination was seconded by Commissioner 
Ketchum, who also spoke eulogistically of 
Mr. Maclay. Incidentally, he remarked 


that he hoped another lawyer would not be 
elected to the Presidency, as they some- 
times made trouble. 

There were no other nominations, and a 
ballet resulted in the unanimous choice of 
Mr. Maclay. 

President Maclay after being 
to the chair, said: 

“It is a great honor to be elected Presi- 
dent of the Board of Education, but to be 
asked to preside over this board as at 
present constituted is something to jpbe 
proud of. 

“The great problem that we have to 
solve is how to provide sufficient school 
accommodations for our growing popula- 
tion. Having this in mind the Mayor has 
had taken a school census, which we are 
now going over. We have found a number 
of inaccuracies in it. The census includes 
all children, even those between five and 
eight years of age, who do not come under 
the compulsory school law, as well as the 
floating populution—those living on barges, 
and canalboats. 

“The Board of Education owns 150 build- 
ings, valued at $16,000,000. It also occu- 
pies many buildings that are rented, and 
I think that these should be dispensed with 
as soon aS we can provide accommodations 
in our own buildings, as the ventilation, 
heating, and sanitary arrangements can be 
more perfectly arranged in a building es- 
pecially adapted for school purposes. 

“The new buildings under contract to be 
erected in 1896 will give us 16,000 additional 
sittings. After the present demand is sup- 
plied we shall require each year 7,000 or 
8,000 additional sittings. We asked the 
Legislature of 1893-94 for $2,500,000 for new 
buildings, and they gave us half that. So 
we are now at a standstill for we have no 
money to procure new sites until the $5,000,- 
v0O appropriation of the last Legislature 
becomes available. Of this amount one- 
half has been set aside for the purchasing of 
ground and for sanitary improvements, 
leaving the other half available for school 
buildings. 

“IT recommend that we ask for an addi- 
tional $2,000,000 I think we will get it, as 
the Board of Estimate has control over the 
issue of bonds, and will see to it that these 
are not authorized any faster than we show 
to be necessary. 

“While I was Chairman of the Building 
Committee we endeavored to improve the 
sanitary condition of the school buildings, 
and for this purpose asked the board, in 
December, 1892, for $92,000, an increase of 
$50,000 over the previous year. After con- 
siderable urging we got it. The Board of 
of Estimate has been accused of niardli- 
ness with regard to the schools, and I 
think sometimes unjustly. It is its duty 
to see that the taxes are kept within rea- 
sonable bounds. 

“There are quite a number of old school 
buildings that require new plumbing and 
sanitary arrangements, and, as this is in 
the nature of a permanent improvement, 
I recommend that the committee prepare a 
bill asking for a small appropriation—say 
$250,000—for this purpose.”’ 

President Maclay then said of Mayor 
Strong’s appointing fourteen women School 
Inspectors, that the results were so satis- 
factory that he hoped more would be ap- 
pointed. 

He advised the appointing -of a commit- 
tee to ascertain how many school teach- 
ers there are at the present time who 
should be retired on a pension. He ex- 
pressed the hope that, during his term of 
office, all the children would be taken off 
the streets and educated, thus raising the 
standard of intelligence in the community. 

Commissioner Straus moved that all 
places on committees be considered va- 
cant upon the appointment of the success- 
ors of the present members. The motion 
was carried unanimously. The passage of 
this motion will enable President Maclay 
to reorganize all the committees. 

The board decided to obtain the Corpora- 
tion Counsel’s opinion as to its right to 
impose a fine of twenty-one days’ pay upon 
Edgar Knickerbocker, a_ teacher fn the 
male department of Grammar School No. 
386, who was accused of inflicting cor- 
poreal*punishment upon Samuel Auerbach, 
one of his pupils. Charges have been pre- 
ferred against him three times. 

Commissioner Van Arsdale, who was 
appointed recently by Mayor Strong to 
succeed ex-Commissioner Knox, made his 
= official appearance at yesterday’s meet- 
ng. 

Considerable routine business was dis- 
pensed with, and at 7:45 o’clock last night 
the board adjourned to meet again next 
September.

CARS YET ARRANGED FOR 


Postmaster Dayton Hopes the Broad- 
¥ ‘ 
way Company Will Provide Them. 


Postmaster Dayton said yesterday that no 
arrangement had yet been made with the 
officials of the Broadway cable road in re- 
gard to carrying the mails on the cars of 
its lines. He said that he had seen 
President Vreeland, and the latter told him 
that the matter would be again taken under 
advisement. 

“IT would like to get the railroad people 
to tell us on what terms they will carry 
the mails,’’ said the Postmaster, ‘‘ so that I 
could forward the proposition to Washing- 
ton. The Postmaster General is fully alive 
to the importance of the matter, and will, I 
think, agree to anything reasonable. 

‘It is our intention to nave the mails car- 
ried on the cars at about fifteen minutes’ 
headway. The mails will be carried on the 
cars in bags at first, and thrown off at the 
sub-stations. After a while, if it can be ar- 
ranged, there will be trailers run on the 
road as mail cars exclusively, and clerks 
phe sort the mails in the cars as far as pos- 
sible.’’ 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Second Assistant 
Postmaster General Neilson returned to 
Washington to-day from New-York City, 
having been unsuccessful in his efforts there 
to secure a conference with the officials of 
the Broadway cable line, as none of them 
was in the city. 

Mr. Neilson said that he had not given 
the matter up, and he will doubtless make 
another trip to New-York in the hope of se- 
curing a contract.
